That is, the Tcmph r tf 
tbi Ht&ikm Gods, which the fuperftitfous Folly of all 
Men bath feigned, either through a grofs Ignorance 
of the true and only Cod,- or tbroMgh 3 deteftablc 
Contempt of him. 

P. What was *the Ooeafion of the feigning of ^nany 
Gods? 

£ M. Many 
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% Of the Gods of the Heathens 

. M. Many Caufes thereof may be affigned, but 1 theft 
four were the principal ones, upon which* as'upon To 
many Pillars, the whole Frame of the Fabrick depends. 

1. The firft Caufe of Idolatry Was the extreme Folly * 
end Vain-glory of Men 9 who have denied to Him 9 who 
is theinexhaufted Fountain* of all Good, the Honours, 
which they have attributed to muddy Streams : Digg- 
ingj 9 as the holy Prophet cdmplains, to themfehes 
broken arid dirty Cifterns y and neglecting and forfaking 
the moji pure Fountain of living Waters. It ordinarily 
happened after this Manner: d * if any one did excel 
in Stature- of Body; if he was endued with Great- 
tiefs of Mind; or noted for Clgarnefs of e Wit, he firft 
gained to himfelf the Admiration of the ignorant Vul- 
gar, which "Admir atron was,by Degrees turned into a 
profound Refpeft ;, till at length they paid him greater 
Honour than Men' ought to receive, and afcribed the 
-Man into- the plumber of the Gods ; whilft the more 
Prudent were either carried away bf the Tortent 'of 
the vulgar Opinion, or were unable, or at leaft afraid, 
to refift it. .■„.'....- v r ; 

2. The fordid Flattery ofSubjt&s towards their Princes 
was afecond Caufe of Idolatry. For, to gratify" their Va- 
nity, to flatter their Pride, and to footh them in their 
Self-conceit, they erefted Altars, and fet the Image* 
of their Princes on them ; to which they offered In* 
cenfe, in like Manner as. to their Gods; f and ma- 
ny Times alfo, while they were yet living, y '

4* h A prefoflirous Deftre of perpetuating the Memo* 
ties of excellent andnfeful Men to future Ages, was the 
fourth Caufe of Idolatry. ! For, to make the Memory 
of fuch Men eternal, and their Names immortal, 
they made them Gods, or rather called them fo. 

P. But, who was the firft Contriver and Aflertor 
©fFalfeGods? 

• M. k Nietis, the fiVft King of the Adrians, was, as 
it ia reported*; *vho, to render the Name of his Fa- 
ther BeluSy or Nimrod, immortal, worfhipped him 
with Divine Honour after his Death, 

P. When, and in what Manner, do they fay that 
happened? ' 

M. I will tell you. After that Nirtus had cotfqaered 
many Nations far and ne*ar, and built-the City, 'called* 
ifter his Name, Nineveh^ in ! a public Affembly of the 
Bdbyhniatii^ he extolled 'his. Father Betus, the Founder 
of the City and Empire of Babylon , beyond all Meafurei 
aslltS fchfnrterVa^Y antheprefenting him, not only wor^ 
thy of perpetual Honour among all Pofterity, but of an 
Immortality alfo amorigthe Gods above : Then he ex- 
hibited a Statue of him, that was curiotifly and neatly 
made, to which he commanded them to pay the fame 
Reverence that they would have given tfo Be'ius alive • 
and, appointing it to be aedtnmon §an<3uarv to the 
miferable, he ordained, That if at any Time, an Offender 
(hould fly to this TJfatuej it Ihould not be' lawful to 
fores. him .Away from thence ta.J?urufhmeot This 
Privilege eafily procured fo great a Veneration to the 
dead Prrrfce,- that he was thought more tnart -a^Man,

Year but one of the Life of Noah, Arid from thence, 
as from a Peftilential Head, the Sacrilegious Plague of 
Idols pafled, by a Kind of Contagion, into' other Na~ 
don's, and difperfed itfelf every where about. 
- P., What ! Did all other. Nations of the World 
worlhip Belus ? < , *.,'.* 

M.h\\ 9 indeed, did not Wcftfltip Belus j, but, . *fter 
this Beginning of Idolatry, feveral Nations, formed to 
themfelves feveral Gods ; receiving into that Number 
not only mortal and dead Men, but Briites.^l/tu 3 n <j# 
which is a greater Wohder, even the moft mean, and 
pitiful inanimate Things. For, it is evident, from tb< 
Authority of innumerable Writers, that jthe jt/rjcans 
worfhipped the Heavens, as a God.; the gerftans adore4 
Fire, Water, and the, Winds $ the Lybians 9 theSunajid 
Moon ; die Tfrebans, Sheep and Weefels: the Babylo- 
Hans of Memphis, 2l Whale; the Inhabitants of Mendes* 
a, Qoat; the TheJ/aHans f Storks; the Syropb&niciflns % 
Doves; the Egyptians j Dogs, Cats, Crocodiles, an<J 
Hawks ; nay, Leeks, Onions, and Garlick. Which 
moft fenfelefs Folly 1 Juvenal wittijy expofes.. 

P. But certainly the ancient Inhabitants and moft 
wife Citizens of Rome did not fo fottifhly receive thofo 
Images of Vain Gods, as thok Barbarous Nations did* 
to whom they were fuperior, not in Arms only and 
Humanity, but in Wit Tuid Judgment.

M. You are miftaken, Sir ; for they exceeded even 
tfaofe Barbarians in this Sort of Folly. 

P. Say you fo ? 

M. Indeed. For they reckoned among their Gods, 
and adored not only Beafts and Things void of all 
Senfe ; but, which is far greater Madnefs, they wor- 
shipped alfo Murderers, Adulterers, Thieves, Drunk- 
ards, Robbers, and fuch-like Pefts of Mankind. 

P. How many, and what kind of Gods did the 
Ramans worfhip ? 

M. It is fcarce poffible to recount them : When* 
befides their own Country Gods and Family Gods, 
all ftrange Gods, that came to the City, were made 
free of it. Whence it came to pafs, in Time, that* 
when they faw their PreeinSfs too narrow fo contain 
fo many, Neccffity forced them to fend their Gods into 
Colonies > as 'they did their Men. But thefe Things, 
which I curforily tell you, you will fee more conve- 
niently and pleafabtly by and by, with your own 
Eyes, when you come into this Pantheon with mes 
wnere we are now at the Door. Let us enter.

P. fi O O D God ! What a Crowd of dead Deities 

\JT is here, if all tbefe are Deities, whofe Fi- 
gures I fee painted and defended upon the Walk! 

M. This is the fmalleft Part of them. For the 
very Walls of the City, although it be fo large, much 
lefs the Walls of this Temple, cannot contain even 
their Titles. 

P. Were all thefe Gods of the fame Order and 
Dignity ? 

3/ f By no means. But as the Roman PeopU were

diftribated into three Ranks; namely," of '• Senators of 
Noblemen, Knights or Gentlemen, Plebeians or Citizens ; 
26 alf • into b Noble, New-raijed, and Ignoble; (of which 
the New-raifed were thofe, who did not receive their 
Nobility from their Anceftors, but obtained it them- 
felves by their own Virtue ,) (b the Roman Gods were 
divided, as it were, into three Gaffes. 

The firji Clafs is of c Superior Gods ; for the Peo- 
ple paid to them a higher Degree of Worfliip, becaufe 
they imagined that thefe Gods were more eminently 
employed in the Government of this World. Thefe f 
were called alfo d SelgSi -, becaufe they had always had 
the Title of Celefttal Gods 9 and were famous and 
eminent above others, of extraordinary Authority arid 
Renown. Twelve of thefe were ftiled *.Confente$i 
becaufe, in Affairs of great Importance, Jupiter ad- 
mitted them into his Council. The Images of thefe 
were fixed in the Forum at Rome: Si* of them were 
Males, and fix Females ; commonly, without other 
Additions, called the Twelve Gods* and whofe 
Name Bnnius comprifes in f a Diftich. 

Thefe Twelve Gods were believed to prefide over the 
twelve Months ; to each of them was allotted a Month j 
January to Juno, February to Neptune, March to Mi* 
tterva, April to Venus, May to Apollo, Jung to Mereitry %

J*Jy to Jupiter^ ^Mgufi to Ctresy September to Vulcan, 
Odober to Mars* ' November to Diana, December to 
Vejla. * Ttey likewife prefided over the twelve Ce«- 
leftial Signs. And if to tbefe twelve Dii Gonfentes you 
add the eigrtt following, Janus, Saturnus, Genius, So/ 9 
Pluto, Bacchus* T-ellust and Lurw, you will have twen- 
ty, that is, all the SeUfi Gods. 

The fecund CJafs contains the Gods of lower Rank 
and Dignity, who were ftiled Dii Minorum Gentium % \ 
becaufe they fhinje with a lefs Degree of Glory, and 



have been placed among the God«7 as h Tally fays, if 
their own Merits. Whence they are called alfo ' Ad- 
fcriptitii Afinufcularii, k Putatitii and l IndigeUs ; be- 
caufe now they wanted nothing; or becaufe, being 
.translated from this Earth into Heaven, they converted 
with tfie Gods ; or being fixed, as it were, to certain 
Places, committed peculiarly to their Care, they dwelt 
in them, to perforrn the Duty entrufted to them m . 
Thus Mntas was made a God by his Mother Venus> in 
the Manner defcribed by Ovid \ 

The Gods of the third and lower Clafs afe fomc-

times called ° Minuttj Vefci, arid Attfctllanei, but more 
ufually p Swonesy whofe Merits were not fufficient to 
gain them a Place among the CeleflialGods \ yet thejr 
'Virtues were fuch, that the People thought them fu- 
perior to mortal Men. They were called * Patellarii 
from certain fmall ' Diflles, in which the Ancients 
offered to the Gods their Sacrifices, of which * Ovij 
makes mention, . 

To thefe we ought to adjoin the Gods called l N*~ 
Vinftles, which the Sabines brought to Rami by the Com- 
mand of King Tatius ; and which were fo named, as 
fome fay, becaufe they u were lateft of all reckoned 
among the Gods j or becaufe they were w Prefidents 
over the Changes, by which the Things of this World 
fubfift. drew believes them to have been the Jlrange 
Gods of conquered Nations*, whereof the Numbers were 
fo yaft, that it was thought fit to call them, all in ge- 
neral, * NovenJUiS* left they fhould forget any of them. 
And laftly, to this Clafs alfo muft we refer thofe Gods 
and Goddeffes, by whofe Help and Means, ta^ fully 
feys, lylen are advanced to Heaven, and obtain a Place 
among the Gods ; of which Sort are the principal Vir- 
tues, as we ihall particularly (hew in its proper Place.

5. The Minuti) or Semones, and Mifcellanei before you. 

6. The Adfcriptitii and Indigetes behind you. Our Dif- 
courfe (hall like wife confift of fix Parts ; in each of 
which I fhall lay before you whatfoever I have found 
moft remarkable amongft the heft Authors upon this 
Subject, if fo be you can bear with my Talkativeness. 

P. Sir, you jeft when you call it Talkativenefs. Can 
any Difcourfe be more pleafant to me ?

Of the Celeftial Gods. Jupiter. His Image. 

M* np^HE* Grtft, commonly called the CtltftiaU ai* 
X thefe that follow : "Jupiter ; Apollo, Mars y 
JAercury 4 and Bacchus. The- Cele/liai 'GoddeJJis are Junj* 
Vefta, Minerva of Pallas, Venus, Luna, and Belhna* 
We will begin with Jupiter, the King of them all. ; 
*&, Where is Jupiter? 

Af^Look up to the Arch. You may eafily know 
kirn by his Habit. He is *the Father and King ef 
Gods and Men, whom you fee fitting in a Throne of 
Ivory and Gold, under a rich Canopy, with a Beard, 
holding Thunder in his Right-hand, which he bran- 
fifties againft the Grants at his Feet, whom he for- 
merly conquered. His Sceptre, they fay, is made of 
Cyprefs, which is a Symbol of the Eternity of his Em- 
pire, becaufe that Wood is free from Corruption b . 
On his Sceptre fits an Eagle, either becaufe he was 
brought up by it c ; or heretofore an Eagle, reding up*- 
on his Head, portended his Reign; or becaufe, in his 
Wars with the Giants d , an Eagle brought him his 
Thunder, and thence received the Title of Jupiter 9 * 
Armour-bearer. * He wears Golden Shoes, and an em*- 
broidered Cloak, adorned with various Flowers and 
Figures of Animals; which Dionyfius the Tyrant, as 
it is faid, took from him in Sicily, and, giving him a 
woollen Cloak inftead of it, faid, f That that would 
1>e more convenient for him in all Seafons, Jince it was 
Warmer in the Winter, and much lighter in the Sum* 
pier. % Yet let it not feem a Wonder to you, if by

Chance you lhould fee him in another Place, in another 
Drefs : For, he is wont to be decked in feveral Fafhi- 
ons, according to the various Names he affumes, and 
according to the Divcrfity of the People, amongft 
whom he is worlbipped. Particularly you will (mile, 
when you fee him amongft the * Lacedemonians without 
Ears ; whereas the Cretans are fo liberal to him in thi* 
Particular, that they give him four. So much for the 
Figure^ of Jupiter. For, if it were my Defign to fpeakr 
of bis Statue , I lhould repeat here what fc Verrius fays* 
that his Face upon Htfy-Days ought to bo painted with Ver-> 
ntition ; as the Statues of the reft of the Gods alfo ufed 
to be fmeated WithOtatm*nts,and<adorned with Gar- 
lands, according to an Obfervation of ' Fiautus. 

P. Was the Power of darting Thunder and Light* 
ning in the Hands of Jupiter only I 

Jkf. The learned k Hetrurians teach us, that this- 
Power was committed to nine Gods 5 but to which of 
them it does not plainly appear. Some, befides Jupi* 
ter 9 mention Vulcan and Minerva* where the Phrafe f 
Mimrvalis manubia, fignifics Thunder ; (as the Book?

Diurnal Thunder, which they attributed to* Jupiter % 
and the ° Noilurnal* which they attributed to Summanus t 
or Pluto. Now let us go on to Jupiter y s Birth.

M. One Anfwer will not fully fatisfy this* 
one Queftion, fince there is not one Jupiter , hut ma* 
By, who are fprung from different families. » Thoft. 
who were Jkilkd in the Heathen Theology y reckon up three 
Jupiters ; of which thefirft andifeamd were horn in Ar-; 
cadia. The Father ef the one was. JEtherifrom whom 
Proferpine and Liber are f aid to he born* The Father of 
the* ttber was Cactus j he is -/aid to have bigot Minerva. 
The third was a Cretan, the Son of Saturn, whofe Tomb is 
yet extant in theJUle of Crete. b But Varro reckoned up 
three hundred jupiters: F and others reckon almofl an 
innumerable Company of them ; for, there was hardly 
any Nation which did not worfliip a Jupiter of their 
own, and fuppofe him to be born amongft themfelves. 
But of all thefe the moft famous Jupiter 9 according to, 
the general Opinion, is He 9 whofe Mother was. 5/*, 
and whofe Father was Saturn; to whom therefore all, 
that the Poets fabuloufly writ about the other Jupiters, 
is ufually afcribed. v 

P. Where and by whom was this Jupiter edu- 
cated? 

M. He was educated where he was born, that is, 
upon the Mountain Ida in Crete ; but by whom, the 
Variety of Opinions is wonderful. d For fome affirm, 
that he was educated by the Curetes and Corybbntes \ 
fome fay by the Nymphs ; and fome, by Jmahhaa 9 the 
Daughter of Meliffui^ King of Crete. Others, on the 
contrary, have recorded, that the Bees fed him with 
Honey. Others, that a Goat gave him Milk Not a*

Aod further it is the 
Opinion of fome^ , concerning the tforeftid Jmaltbaa, 
that (he was not the Daughter of fyleli][ut % as we now 
mentioned j but the very Goat which Gtfkled Jufiitsr 9 
whofe f Horn, it is faid, he gave afterwards to his Nur- 
■ iMjLF^lWt adnyjRWf PflVikgc>,th^t whafojew pot 
leffed it, ihould immediately obtain every Thing that 
he defired. They add befides, that, after this Goat was 
dead, Jupiter took' her Skin, and made a Shield of it, 
with which he!fingly copibated the Grants; whence 
that Shield was called Mgis *, froqi .a Gretk .Wo*4 
which fignifies a Sbe-Goat r which at laft he reftored to 
Life again, and, giving her a new Skin, placed her

A£. He overcame in War. the Giants and the Titans' % 
(of whom we fliall fay more when we fpeak of Saturn \) 
and alfo delivered his Father Saturn from Imprifonment^ 
but afterwards depofed hipi from the Throne^ and ba- 
iiifhed him, becaufe He fornied a (Johfpiracy againft 
him ; and then divided the paternal Inheritance ,wi& 
his tfrb Brothers i 'Neptune and Pluto : as'hidre largely 
will be (hewn in its proper Place, when we fpeak of eacK

For, when Jupiter had 
heard a Report concerning the Wickednefs and great 
Impiety of Men, it is faid that he defcended Frdm 
Heaven to the Earth, to know the real Truth of it, 
arid, that being come into the Houfeof Lycaon, King 
bf Arcadia, where he declared himfelf to be a God, 
whilft others were preparing Sacrifices for him, Lycaon 
derided him ; nor did he (top here ; he added art 
abominable .Wickednefs td his Contempt, and, being 
defirous to try whether Jupiter was a God, as he pre* 
tended, he kills one of his domeft'rek Servants, and 
roafts and boils the FJefli of him, and fets it on the 
Table as a Banquet for Jupifef; who, abhOrrirtgJtbe 
Wretch's Barbarity, * fired the Palace with Lightning, 
and turned Lycaon into a Wolf. 

P. Are there no Exploits of his I 

M. Yes, indeed y b but they are very lewd and dis- 
honourable : I am almoft afliamed to mention them. 
For, was there any Kind \of Lewdnefsof which he 
jyas.not jjyilty ! or any Mark of Infamy that is -not 
branded upon his Name ? I will' only" mention"" a~ few 
Actions of this Sort among many. 

i. In the Shape of a Crow '? he ruined his Sifter 
Juno, who was born at the fame Birth with him, de- 
hiding her with Promifes of Marriage : And how 
many Women does that Pretence delude even now ?

LHe corrupted b Leda r the Wife of Tyndarus 9 King 
conia 9 in the Similitude of a Swan : Thus $fo\t 
Out-fide oft-times veils the fouleft Temper, arid is a 
beautiful Cover to a moft deformed Mind. 

4. He abufed c Antiope, thq Wife of Lycus, King of 
Thebes, in the Likenefs of a 1 Satyr. 

5. He defiled d Alcmena^ the Witt cf Amthyfrion^ in 
her Hulband's Abfence, in trie Likenefe or Aniphytrim 
himfelf. ' m „ '. » . . . 

6. He inflamed e Mgina, the Daughter of JEfophut^ 
King of Bceotia> with Love, in the Similitude of Fire, 
(a lively Representation of his Crime) and robbed her 
ofherChaftity. 

7. Ffe deflowered f QyUris, a Virgin of TbeJaEa, a 
great Beauty, by turning himfelf into, What? O ri- 
diculous ! into an Ant. And many Times, indeed, it 
happens," that great Mifchiefs arife from very final! 
Beginnings. 

8. He debauched * Cdjftfj the Daughter of Lycaon 9 
King of Arcadia* counterfeiting, which is very ftrange, 
the Modefty and Countenance of Diana. And yet he 
did not protect her from the Difgrace that afterward* 
followed. For, as (he began to grow big, and wafhed 
herfelf in the Fountain with Diana, and the other 
Nymphs, her Fault was difcovered^'and lierfelffhame- 
fully 'turned away by Diana firft, then changed by Jun* 
into a Bear. Bur, Why do I fay (hamefully ? when her 
Difgrace was taken away by Jupiter^ who advanced

Greeks* Helta* 

9. He fent an * Eagle to fnatch away the pretty Boy 
Ganymede* the Son of Tros* as he hunted upon the 
Mountain Ida. Or rather he himfelf, being changed 
into an Eagle* took him into his Claws, and carried hint 
up to Heaven. He offered the fame Violence -to Afteria* 
the Daughter of Cams* a young Lady of the greateft 
Modefty, to whom b he appeared in the Shape of an 
Eagle* and when he had ravtfhed her, he carried her 
away in his Talons. 

■10. He undid c Europa* the Daughter of Agenor* 
King of Phoenicia* in the Form of a beautiful white 
BuU* and carried her into Crete with him. See how 
inany feveral Beafts Man refembles, who has once put 
off his Modefty ! And by how many various Fables 
this one Truth is reprefented, that the very Gods bf 
Practice of impure Luft become Brutes. Th%2fci7, in 
Reality, was tht Ship upon which a Bull was painted, 
in which Europa was carried away. In like Manner 
the Horfe Pegajus* that was painted upon Bellerophen'* 
Ship, and the Ram* which was painted on that of 
Pbryxus and Heile* created ample Matter of Fi&ion for 
the Poets. But to return to our Fable,* Agenor imme- 
diately ordered d his Son Cadmus to travel, and fearch 
every where for his Sifter Europa* which he did, but 
could no where find her. Cadmus dared not to re- 
turn without her, becaufe, c by a Sentence not lefs 
unjuft-to him* than kind to his Sifter, his Father had 
I?anifhed him for ever, unlefs he found her. Where- 
fore he built the City of Thebes* not far from the

Afdiintain Parnajfus ; and whereas it happened that his 
Companions that were with him were devoured by a 
certain Serpent* whilft they went abroad to fetch Wa- 
ter ; he, to avengd their Death, flew that Serpent ; 
whofe Teeth he took out, and, by the Advice of Mi~ 
nerva y fowed them in the Ground ; and fuddenly a Har- 
veft of armed Soldiers fprouted up ; who quarrelling 
among themfelves, with the fame Speed that they grew 
up, mowed one another down again, excepting five on- 
ly, by whom that Country was peopled afterward. At 
length Cadmus and his Wife Hermione, or Hermonia 9 
after much Experience, and many Proofs of the Incon- 
ftancy of Fortune, were changed into Serpents. He is 
faid to a have invented fixteen of the Letters of the Greek 
Alphabet i a, 0, 7, £, «, 1, x, *, p, », o» w, p, *, t, v, which, 
in the Time of the Judges of lfrael> he brought out of 
Phcenicia into Greece ; two hundred and fifty Years af- 
ter which, Palamedes added four more Letters, namely 
it 0» f* X* m tnc Time of the Siege of Trey : (although 
fome affirm that Epicharmus invented the Letters 9 and 
x : and, fix hundred and fifty Years after the Siege of 
Trey 9 Simomdes invented the other four Letters, namely* 
*» *>*£> +• Cadmus is alfo faid to have taught the 
Manner of writing in Profe \ and that he was the firft 
among the Greeks r who confecrated Statues to tb$ 
Honour of the Gods. 

Now the Hiftqrical Meaning of the Fable, perhaps, 
is this : b Cadmus was in Truth King of Sidon y by Na- 
tion a Kadmenite y as his Name intimites; of the Num- 
ber of thofe mentioned by c Mafes. Which Kadmonitee 
were the fame with the d fljvites, who pofiefled the

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Mountain Herman, and were thence alio called Her- 
mneei : And fo it came to pafs, that the Wife of Cad- 
mus had the Name o£Htrmiona or Herman*, from the 
fame Mountain. And why is k faid, that Cadmvfs 
Companions were converted into Serpents, unlefe be* 
caufe the Word Hevaus in the Syr he Language figni- 
ties a Serpent : Moreover, another Word of a double 
Signification in the fame Language occafioned the Fa- 
ble, that armed Soldiers fpiouted forth from the Teeth 
of the Serpent : For, * the fame Word fignifies both* 
Serpents Teeth and brazen Spears, with which h Cadmus 
firft armed his Soldiers in Greece, being indeed the /«- 
venter of Brafs ; infomuch that the Ore, of which Bra& 
is made, is from him even now called Cadmia. As to 
the five Soldiers, which are faid to furvive all the reft 
of their Brethren, who fprouted tip out of the Teeth 
of the Serpent, the fame Syriac Word fignlfies c Five r 
and alfo a Man ready fir Battle, according as it is dif- 
ferently pronounced.

P. TT O W many Names has Jupiter ? 

JLX M. They can hardly be numbered ; fo mav 
ny were the Names which he obtained, either from the 
Places where he lived and was worfliipped, or from the 
Things that he did. Thetnore remarkable I will here 
fct down alphabetically. 

The Greeks called him * Jmmon, or Hammon, which 
Name fignifies Sandy. He obtained this Name. &£ ia 
Lybia, where he was worshipped under the Figure of a 
Ram % becaufe when Bacchus was a-thirft in the fabu- 
lous Deferts of Arabia, and implored the Affiftance of 
Jupiter, Jupiter, appearing in the Form of a Ram* 

* Arenarius *^o?ab Arena, Piut.ia ©fir, V. Curt. 1 4. 
3, opened 
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Tfpetied a Fountain with his Foot, and difcovered it to 
him. But others give this Reaibn, becauff Jupiter \h 
War Wor* a Helmet, whofe Creft was a Ram'* Head. 

The Babylonian* and Adrians* whom he governed, 
Called him * Belus, who was the impious Author of 
Idolatry; and, becaufe of the Uncertainty of his De- 
fcent, they believed that he had neither Father nor 
Mother ; and therefore he was thought the firft of all 
Gods : In different Plates and Languages he was af- 
terwards called Bnly Baal, Beelphegor, Beelzebub, and 
Behumen. * 

Jupkef Was called b CapitoRnus, from the Capitolim 
Hill, upon the Top whereof he had the firft Temple 
that ever was built in Rome ; which Tarquin the Elder 
firft vowed to build, Tarquin the Proud built, and Ho* 
ratios the Conful dedicated. He was befides called 
Tatpehis 9 from the Tarpeian Rock on which this Tem- 
ple Was built. He was alfo ftiled fi Optimus Maximus t 
horn his Power* and Wiflingnefs to profit all Men. 

He is alfo called d Cups. There is in Nero's Coin* 
tfft Image of him fitting on his Throne, which bears in 
its Right-hand Thunder, and in its Left a Speaf, with 
thi* Infcnption, Jupiter Cuftos. 

K Anciently in fome Forms of Oaths he was commonly

Dodonaj a Nymph of the Sea. Near to which Cftf 
there was a Grove facred to Jupiter •, which was plann- 
ed with Oaks, and famous? becaufe in it was the an- 
niented Oracle of all Greece. Two Doves delivered 
Refponfes there to thofe, who confulted it. Or, as 
others ufe to fay, * the Leaves of the Oaks themfelves 
became Vocal, and gave forth Oracles. 

He was named b Elicius, Becaufe the Prayers of Men 
may bring him down from Heaven. 

The Name Feretrius is given him, becaufe j befmites 
bis Enemies ; or becaufe he is the k Giver of Peace ; for t 
when a Peace was made, the Scepter by which the Em- 
bafladors fwore and the Flint- ftone on which they coni 
firmed their Agreement, were fetched out of his Tern* 
pie : or laftly, becaufe, after they had overcome theif 
Enemies, they l carried the grand Sppils (Spolia opima) 
to his Temple. Romulw firft prefented fuch Spoils to 
Jupiter ', after he had (lain Acron y King oiCanina% and 
Cornelius Callus offered the fame Spoils after he haj 
conquered Tolumnius King of Hetruria ; and thirdly, 
M. Marctllus* when he had vanqui(hed Viridomaru,* 
King of the Gauls, as we read in m VirgiL 

Thofe Spoils were called Opima 7 which one Gene^ 
ral took from the other in Battle. 

Fulminatory or n Ceraunius y in Greek Ktpivmu is, 
Jupiter's. Title, from hurling Thunder, which is

In Lycia they worfliipped him under the * Name of 
Gragus, T^d^oq [Grapfios,] and Genitor, 

In Mgium, about the Sea-coaft, he is faid to have 
had a Temple, with the Name of r Homogynus* 

At Pranejle he was called Jmperator. • There was 
a moft famous Statue of him there, afterwards tran- " 
flatcd to Rome. 

He was called LatiaSs, ' becaufe he was worshipped 
in Latium, a Country of Italy ; whence the u Latin Fef- 
tivals are denominated, to which all thofe Cities of Ita- 
ly retorted, who defired to be Partakers of the Solemni- 
ty; and brought to Jupiter feveral Oblations : Particu- 
larly a Bull was facrificed at that Time, in the com- 
mon Name of them all, whereof every one took a Part. 

The Name Lapis, or, as others write, Lapiaeus, 
was given him by the Romans, who believed that art 
Oath, w made in the Name of Jupiter Lapis, was the 
moft folemn of all Oaths. And it is derived either 
fFom the Stone, which was prefented to Saturn by his 
Wife Ops, who faid it was JupiUr, in which Senfe 
x Eufebius fays, that Lapis reigned in Crete-, or from 
the Flint-Jlone, which, in making Bargains, the Swearer 
held in bis Hand, and faid, If knowingly I deceive, 
fo let Diefpiter, faving the City and the Capitol, cajl me

In the Language of the People of Campania, he ia 
tajled Luatius from Lux\ and among the Latins* Disf- 
piter from Dies* Which Names were given to Jupiter^ 
y becaufe he cheers and comforts us with the Light of the Day 
as much as with Life itfelf : Or, becaufe he was believ- 
ed to be the Caufe of Light c . 

The People of Elis ufed to celebrate him by the Ti- 
tle of 4 Martins. 

He was alfo called * Mufearius^ becaufe he drove a- 
x*ay the Flies : For, when Hercules's religious Exer- 
cifes were interrupted by a Multitude of Flies, he there- 
upon offered a Sacrifice to Jupiter, which being finifh- 
ed, all the Flies flew away. 

'f Nicephorus^thsLt is, carrying Victory 5 and, by the 
Oracle of Jupiter Nicephorus^ the Emperor Adrian was 
told, that he fhould be promoted to the Empire.

He was called alfo * Opituhs^ or Ophulator, the /rW- 
per ; and Centipeda from his Stability : becaufe thofc 
Things ftand fecure and firm which have many Feet, 
He was called Stability and Tigetk/s> becaufe he fup- 
ports the World. Almtis alfo and Atumnuty becaufe he 
^«heriflies all Things : And Ruminus from Ruma^ which 
fignifies ih* Nipple, by which he nourifhes Animals. 

He i9 alfo named h Otyrtiphts from Olympus^ the Name 
of the Mafter who taught him, and of the Heaven where- 
in he reffdes \ or, of a City which ftood near the Moun- 
tain Olympus^ afcd was anciently celebrated far and neaf, 
becaafe there a Temple was dedicated to Jupiter , ami 
Games folerrmfeed every five Years, *To this Jupiter 
Olympus the fitft Cup was facrificed in their Festivals. 

When the Gauls befieged the Capitol, an Artar was 
erected to Jkpiter * Piflor ; becaufe he put it into tha 
Minds of the Romans to make Loaves of Bread, and 
throw them tefto the Gauls Terns : whereupon the Siegte 
was raifed. 

The Athenians erected a Statue to him, and worfhip- 
ped it upon the Mountain Hymettus y giving him ift 
that Place the Title of ! Pluvrus ; this Title Is men- 
tioned by m Ttbu\hts K , 

Pradator was aHb his Name $ not becaufe he pro- 
tected Robbers, but becaufe, out of all the Booty taken 
from the Enemy, ooe Part was dtte to htm. n For, 
when the Romans went to War y they ufed to devote to

Rex and Regnator are his common Titles in p Virgil* 
fiomer^ and Ennius* 

Jupiter is alfo called * Stator, which Title he firft 
had from Romulus on this Occafion ; When Romulus 
was fighting with the Sabines, his Soldiers began to 
fly ; whereupon Romulus, as x Llvy relates, thus prayed 
to Jupiter i thou Father of the Gods and Mankind, at 
this Place at leajl drive hack the Enemy, take away the 
Fear of the Romans j and flop their difhonour able Flight. 
And I vow to build a Temple to thee upon the fame Place, 
that Jhall bear the Name */* Jupiter Stator, for a Monur- 
ptent to Pojlerity^ that it was from thy immediate Af~ 
jiflance that Rome received its rrefervation* After this 
Prayer the Soldiers flopped, and, returning again to 
jhe Battle, obtained the Viclory j whereupon Romulus 
confecrated a Temple to Jupiter Stator* 

The Greeks called him Ea-nJp [Soter] Servator 9 , the 
Saviour, becaufe he delivered them from the Medes. 
Confervator alfo was his Title, as appears from divers 
of Dioclejian's Coins, in which his Effigies ftands, with 
Thunder brandifhed in his Right-hand, and a Spear in 
his Left ; with this Infcription, Gonfervatori. In others,

And 
the Emperor Augufius dedicated a Temple to him fo 
called ; wherein was a Statue of Jupiter^ to which a 
little Bell was fattened u . Fie is alfo called by Orpheus 
Beotiotw [Brontaius] and by Apuleius, w Tonitrualis, thi 
Thunderer: And an Infcription is to be feen upon a 
Stone at Rome, Jpvi Brontonti. 

x Trioculusy TpQ$Q**iA.oq [Triophtba twos'] was alfo an 
Epithet given him by the Graeians t who thought that 
he had three Eyes, with one of which he obferved the 
Affairs of Heaven, with another the Affairs of the 
Earth, and with the third he viewed the Sea-Affairs. 
There was a Statue of him of this Kind in Priamus*$ 
Palace at Troy, which, befide the ufual two Eyes, 
' had a third in the Forehead. 

y Fejovisy or Vejupiter 9 and Vedius % that is, little Jupir 
ter^ was his Title when he was defcribed without his 
Thunder, viewing angrily fhort Spears which he held 
in bis Hand : The Romans accounted him a fatal and 
noxious Deity; and therefore they worfhipped him* 
only that he might not hurt them. 

Agrippa dedicated a Pantheon to Jupiter VUor y thg 
'Avenger i at Rome, according to x Pliny. 

He was Jikewife called a Xenius % or Hofpitalis^ Hof- 
pitable j becaufe he was thought the Author of the 
taws and Cuftoms concerning Hofpitality. Whence 
the Greeks call Prefents given to Strangers Xenia y as 
the Latins called them Lautia. 

Tavs [ b Zeus] is the proper Name of Jupiter, be- 
caufe he gives Life to Animals.

SECT. V. the Signification of the FabU % and 
what is underflood by the Name cf Jupiter. 

JP. "IT* OU have told us the Dreams of the Poets 
j[ about Jupiter 5 now, pray Sir, let us know 
what the Hiftorians and Mythologies affirm concern- 
ing him, 

jkf. Very willingly, * Jupiter was King of C/v//, 
and, according to Eufebius, contemporary with the Pa- 
triarch Abraham. This Jupiter depofed his Father, and 
afterwards divided by Lot the Kingdom with his two 
Brothers Neptune and Pluto. And, becaufe the Eaftem 
Part of the Country was by Lot given to Jupiter, the 
Weftern to Pluto, and the Maritime Parts to Neptune} 
they took Occafion from hence to feign, that Jupiter 
was the God and King of the Heavens, Neptune of the 
Sea* and Pluto of Hell. Nay, Jupiter's Name was fo 
"honoured by Pofterity, that all Kings and Princes were 
from him called Joves 9 and the Queens Junones, from 
Juno the Wife of Jupiter. 

Concerning the Mythologifts, or the Interpreters of 
Fables, I fhall only obferve this by the by. There is in 
thefe Kind of Things fuch avaft Diverfity of Opinions 
among them ; and, which is yet worfe, the Accounts 
that many of them give, are (b witlefs and impertinent, 
fo incongruous to the very Fable, which they pretend 
to explain, that I think it better to write nothing from 
them, than to trouble the Reader with thofe Things, 
ivhich will not probably fatisfy him ; which when I can- 
tiot efTed, I will pafs the Bufinefs over in Silence, and 
leave it to every one's Difcretion to devife his own Inter- 
pretations. For it is better that he himfelf fliould be the 
Author of his own Miftake than to be led into it by ano- 
ther, becaufe a Slip is more tolerable and eafy when we

our- 
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ourfelves falj down, than when others violently pufh 
us down at unawares : yet, whenever the Place re- 
quires that I muft give my Expofitions of tbefe Fables, 
that I may difciver fome Meaning that is not repug- 
nant to common Senfe, I (hall not be fo far wanting 
to nay Duty, as that any one fiiould juftly accuie me 
of Negligence. By the prefent Fable I may juftify 
ipy Words y for obferve only, how various are Mens 
Opinions concerning the Signification of the Name 
Jupiter % and you may guefs at the reft. 

The Natural Pbilofophers many Times think that 
* Heaven is meant by the Name of Jupiter ; whence 
Oiany Authors exprefs the Thunder and Lightning, 
which come from Heaven, by thefe Phrafes : Jove 
tenante, fulgente, &c. and in this Senfe c Virgil ufed 
the Word Olympus. 

d Others imagined that the Air, and the Things 
that are therein contained, as Thunder, Lightning, 
Rain, Meteors, and the like, are fignified by the fame 
Name, In which Senfe e Horace is to be underftood, 
when he fays Jub Jove^ that is, in the open Air. 

Some, on the contrary, call the Air Juno; and the 
Fire Jupiter , by which the Air being warmed becomes 
fit for the Generation of Things. f Others again call 
the Sky Jupiter , and the Earth Juno ; becaufc out of 
the Earth all Things fpring ; which Virgil has ele- 
gantly expreffed in the fecond Book of his Georgia*

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b Euripides thought {o, when he faid that the Sif 
ought to be called Summus Deus, the Great God, 
, l Plato's Opinion was different; for he thought that 
the Sun was Jupiter; and k Homer , together with the 
aforefaid- Euripides, thinks that he is Fate; which Fate 
is, according to [ Tullfs Definition, The Caufefrom all 
Eternity, why fuch Things, as were already pafl, were 
done ; and why fuch. Thi/igi, as are doing at prefent, he as 
they aT£ ; stud why fuch Things, as are to follow hereafter^ 
Jhall follow accordingly. In fliort, others by Jupiter un- 
derftand the m Soul of the World-, which is diffufed not 
only through all human Bodies, but ltkewife through all 
the Parts of the Univerfe, as n Virgil poetically deferibes 
it. 

I do not regard the moral Signification of the Fable ; 
that would be an endlefs and impertinent Labour. It 
is free, as I faid above, for every one to think what he 
pleafes, and, according to the Proverb, to abound in 
his own Senfe,

P. T% U T what is that ° beardlefs Youth, with long 
J3 Hair, fo comely and graceful, who wears a 
Laurel-Crown, and Ihines in Garments embroidered 
with Gold, with a Bow and Arrow in one Hand, and 
a Harp in the other ? 

M. It is the Image of Apollo^ p who is at other Times 
described holding a Shield in one Hand, and the 
Graces in the other. And, becaufe he has a three* 
fold Power in Heaven, where he is called Sol; in 
Earth, where he is- named Libit Pflter; and in Hell, 
where he is (tiled* Apollo \ he is ufually painted with 
thefe three Things ; A Harp, a Shield, and Arrows.' 
The Harp fhews that he bears Rule in Heaven, where 
all Thiags are full of Harmony \ the Shield defcribes; 
his Qffice ,in Earth, where he gives Health and Safety 
to terreftnal Creatures ; his Arrows fhew his Autho* 
rity in Hell, for wbomfoever-hc firikes with them, he 
fends, them into HelL 

Sometimes he is painted with a Crow and a Hawk 
flying over his Head, a Wolf and a Laurel f -Tree on 
one Side, and a Swan and a Cock dn the other ; and 
under his Feet Grafhoppers creeping. The Crow is 
facred to him, becaufe he foretels the Weather, and 
lhews the different Changes of it by the Clearnefs or 
Hoarfenefs of his Voice, The Swan is llkewife endued 
with Divination, * becaufe, forefeeing his Happinefs in

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Death, he dies with Singing and Pleafure. The Wolf 
is not unacceptable to him, nor only becaufe he {pared 
his Flock when he was a Shepherd, but becaufe the 
Furioufnefs of Hesft is exprefled by hinf, and the Per- 
fpicuity and Sharpnefs of his Eyes do mod fitly repre- 
sent the Forefight of Prophecy, The Laurel-Tree 
is of a very hot Nature, always flourifhing, and con- 
ducing to Divination and poetic Raptures ; and the 
Leaves of it put under the Pillow, produce two Dreams* 
The Hawk has Eyes as bright as the Sun ; the Cock 
foretels his Riling; and the Grafhoppers fo intirely 
depend on him, that they owe their Rife and Sub^ 
fiftence to his Heat and Influence. , - ,. ... ,

P. What memorable Things did he perform ? 

M- Many ; but efpecially tbefe* 

i. He deftroyed air the Cyclops, the Forgers of Ju- 
piter's Thunder- bolts, with his Arrows, to revenge the 
Peath of Mfculapius hisi^Son, whom Jupiter had killed 
with Thunder, becaufe by the Help of his Phyfick he 
revived the Dead. u Wherefore for this Faft Apollo 
was caft down from Heaven, and deprived of his Di- 
vinity, expofed to the Calamities of the World, and 
commandedto live in Banifliment upon the Earth : la 
this Diftrefs x he was compelled by Want to look after 
Admetmh Cattle ; where, tired with Pleafu re, to pafsf 
away his Time, it is faid, that he firft invented and 
formed a Harp. After this Mercury got an Opportu- 
nity to drive away a few of the Cattle of his Herd by 
Stealth ; for which, while Apollo complained and threat- 
ened to punifh him, unlefs he brought the fame Cattle 
back again, his Harp was alfo flolen from him by Mer~ 
cury ; y fo that he could not forbear turning his Anger 
into Laughter.

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Some fay f that there was a Stone, upon which Jpolb 
only laid down his Harp, and the Stone by the Touch 
of it alone became fo melodious, that, whenever it was 
ftruck with another Stone, it founded like a Harp. 

3. By Misfortune he killed Hyacintbus, a pretty and 
ingenious Boy that he loved. For, whilft Hyacintbus 
and he were playing together at Quoits, Zepbyrus was 
enraged, becaufe Apollo was better beloved by Hyacin- 
tbus than bimfelf, and, having an Opportunity of Re- 
venge, he puffed the Quoit that Apollo caff, againft 
Hyacintbus % Head, by which Blow he fell down dead; 
whereupon.-^//* caufed the Blood of the Yoirth, that 
was fpilt upon the Earth, to produce Flowers called 
Violets, as * Ovid finely exprefles it, 

Befides, he was paflionately in Love with Cyparijfus 9 
another very pretty Boy, who, when he had unfortu- 
nately kill'd a fine Deer, which he exceedingly lov*d and 
bad brought up from its Birth, was fo melancholy for 
his Misfortune, that he conftantly bewailed the Lofs of 
his Deer, and refufed all Comfort. b Apollo^ becaufe 
before his Death he had begged of the Gods, that his

Mourning might be made perpetual, in Pity changed 
him into a Cyprefs-trie^ the Branches of which were 
always ufed at Funerals. 

4. He fell violently in Love with the Virgin Daphne^ 
(o famous for her Modefty. When he purfued her 
while (he fled to fecure her Chaftity from the Violence 
of his Paffion, flhe was changed into a Laurel, the moft 
chafte of Trees; which is never corrupted with the Vio- 
lence of Heat or Cold, but remains always flourifhing, 
always pure. j There is a Story about this Virgin -Tree, 
•which better deferves our Admiration, than our Be- 
lief. A certain Painter was about to draw the Pifture 
of Apollo upon a Table made of Laurel -Wood i And 
it is faid, k that the Laurel would not fuffer the Colours 
to flick to it, as though the dead Wood was fenfible, 
and did. abhor the Pidure of the impure Deity, no 
lefs than if Daphne herfelf was alive within it. 

5. He courted alfo a long Time the Nymph Bolina % 
but never could gain her; for, {he chofe rather to throw 
herfelf into the River and be drowned, than yield to his 
Iafcivious Flames. Nor did her invincible Modefty lofe 
it* Reward. She gained to herfelf an Immortality by 
dying fo, and, facrificing her Life in the Defence of 
her Virginity, (he not only overcame ApolU, but the 
very Powers of Death. She became immortal. 

6. Leucothoe y the Daughter of Orcbamus, King of 
Babylon, was not fo tenacious of her Chaftity : For^lhe 
yielded at laft to Apollo's Defires. l Her Father could 
not bear this Difgrace brought on his Family, and

liereat* and, though he could not bring her again to 
Life, he poured Ne£btr upon the dead Body, and there* 
by turned it into a Tree that drops Frankincenfe. Thefe 
Amours of Leucotboe and Atolls had been difcovered to 
her Father by her Sifter Ciytie, whom Apollo formerly 
loved, but how deferted ; which (he feeing, pined 
away, with her Eyes continually looking up to the 
Sua, and at laft was changed into a 'Flower called 
Sun flower, or Heliotrope. 

7. Apalla was challenged in Mufic by Marfyas, a proud 
Mufician ; and when he had overcame him, ° Apollo 
flayed hiov becaufe he had dared to contend with h\m % 
and afterwards converted him into the River of the fame 
Name in Pbrygia. 

8. But ~Miia$\ King of Pbrygia, having fooliflily 
determined the Vi&ory to the God Pern, when Apollo 
and he fang together, f ApoUo ftretched his Ears to the 
L&igth an&Shape of Afles Eajrs. Midas endeavoured to

But the Barber was not able to 
contain fo wonderful a Secret longer ; wherefore, * he 
went and dug a Hole, and, puttfofe his Mouth to it* 
whifpered thefe Words, King Midas has AJJis Ears% 
then, filling up the Ditch with the Earth again, he 
went away. But, O wonderful and firange ! The 
Reeds that grew out of that Ditch, if they were moved 
by the leaft Blaft of Wind, did utter the very fame 
Words which the Barber had buried in it; to vrit y King

He is called Paan* eithef from c allaying Srtrmtj of 
from his exacl Skill in Hunter- wfre*efofte Mfe *T~ 
arm'd with Arrows. And we know that the Sun fbikes 
us, and often hunts us with bis Rays, as with fo many* 
Parts. By this Name iW«, his Mother Latam, arid' 
the Spectators of the Combat, encouraged ijpollojwheii' 
he fought with the Serpen t„Pytban 9 . crying /requeittty^ 
d Strike bittty Paean,.w//A thy Darts. By the fan*© Nam* 
the Difeafed invoke his Aid, crying, e Heal **, J?*an»i 
And hence the Cuftom came, that not only all Hymns 
in the Praife pf Apollo wire called P*anes> but alio, in 
all Songs of Triumph in the Celebration ofalLV iflories^

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He is called Phoebus * from the great Swiftnefs of his 
Motion, or from his Method of Healing toy Purging ; 
fince, by the Help of Phytic* which was Apolltfs Inven- 
tion, the Bodies of Mankind are purged and cured. 

He was named Pythmt) not only from the Serpent 
Python^ which he killed, but likewife from h a/king and 
confuhtng i for none among the Gods was more consult- 
ed, or delivered more Refponfes, or fpake more Oracles, 
than he ; efpecially in the Temple, which he had at Del- 
pbiy to .which all Sorts of Nations reforted, fo that it 
was called the Oracle of all the Earth \ The Oracles 
were given out by a young Virgin, till one was debauch- 
ed : Whereupon a Law Was made, that a very ancient 
Woman (hould give the Anfwers, in the Drefs of a 
young Maid, who was therefore call'd Pythia and Py- 
thiusy one of Apollo's Names ; and fomettmes Pbaebas* 
from Ph&bus, another of them* But, as to the Man- 
ner that the Woman underftood the God's Mind, Meas 
Opinions differ. Tuliy fuppofes, that foroe Vapours 
exhaled out of the Earth, and affefled the Brain tnucb» 
and raifed in it a Power of Divination k , 

P. What was the Tripos on which the Pythian Lady 
fat? 

M. Some fay, that it was a Table with three Feet, on 
which file placed herfelf when (he defigned to give forth. 
Oracles ; and, becaufe it was covered with the Skin of 
the Serpent Python r they call it alfo by the Name of 
Cortina. ' But others fay, that it was a Veflel, in which 
fhe was plunged before fhe prophefied 5 or rather, that 
k was a golden Veffel furnifhed with Ears, and fupport- 
$d by three Feet, whence it was called Tripos \ and

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on this the Lady fat down. It happened that this 9r/- 
fn was loft in the Sea, and afterwards taken up in the 
Nets of Fifcermen, who mightily contended amongft 
theoifelves, who (hould have it; the Pythian Prieftefa, 
being afeed, gave Anfwcr, that it ought to be fent to 
the wifeft Man of all Greece. Whereupon it was car- 
ried to Thale$ of Miletus ; who fent it to Bias, as to a 
wtfer Perfon. Bia j referred it to another, and that other 
referred k to a fourth; til], after it had been fent back- 
ward- and forward to all the wife Men, it returned again 
to Tbaksi who dedicated it to Apollo at Delphos. 

P. Who Were the wife Men of Greece ? 

M. Thefe feven, to whofc Names I adjoin the 
Places of their Nativity ; Thales of Miletus, Solon of 
Athens, Ghtlo of Lactdamon, Pittacus of Mytilene, Bias 
of Priene, Cleobulus of Lindi, and Periander of Co- 
rinth. I will add fome remarkable Things concerning 
them* 

- Shales Was reckoned among the wife Men, becaufc? 
he was- believed to be the firft that brought Geometry 
into Greece. He firft obferved the Courfes of the Times, 
the Motion of the Winds, the Nature of Thunder, and 
the Motions of the Sun and the Stars. Being afked, 
What he thought the difficulteft Thing in the World ? 
he anfwered, to know one's fe/f; which perhaps was the 
Occafion of the Advice written on the Front of ApoU 
lo's Temple, to thofe that were about to enter, m Know 
tayfUf. For there are very few that know themfclves. 

When Solon vifited Crafus the King of Lydia, the 
King (hewed his vaft Trefafures to him, and afked 
him whether he knew a -Man happier than he ? Yes % 
fays Solon, I know Tellus, a very poor ^ hut a very virtu- 
ous Man at Athens, who lives in a little Tenement there ; 
and he is more happy than your Majejly : For, neither 
can thefe Things make us happy, which are fubjed to 
the Changes of the Times ; nor is any one to be thought

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trutf happy tilt he dies. * It is find, when King Qrcefms 
was afterwards taken Prifoner by Cpror, and laid updn 
the Pile to be burnt, he remembered this Saying of 
Sohtzy and often repeated his Name ; fo that Gyrus tO&A 
why he cried out Solon, and who the God \ra*,>hofc 
Affiftance he begged. Craefus faid, 7/«4 »m/ ty 2?#i 
ftrunce that to be true, which heretofore he fetid to rnt\ 
and fo he told Cyrus the Story : Who, hearing ft, wd$ 
fo touched with the Senfe of the Vkiffitude of human 
Affairs, that he preferred Craefus from the Fire* tai 
ever after had him in great Honour. 

Ghilo had this faying continually in his Mouth, * T)t+ 
fire nothing ton much. Yet, when his Son, had got the 
Victory at the Oiympick Games, the good Man died 
with Joy, and all Greece honoured his Funeral. * 

Bias a Man no lefs famous for Learning than Nobility^ 
preferved his Citizens a long Time : And when at lafil 
' fays Tul/y , his Country Priene was taken, mdtherefl of the 
Inhabitants^ in their Efcape, carried away with them as 
much of their Goods as they could ; one advifed himto-dd 
the fame, but he made Anfwer, • // is what I do already, 
for all the Things that are mine 1 carry abiut me. He often 
faid, x thai Friends Jhould remember to love one another y J$ 
as Perfons who may fometimes hate one another. 

Of the reft, nothing extraordinary is reported.

EVERY one agrees, that by u Apollo the Sun is to be 
underftood ; for, the four chief Prophecies afcrib- 
ed to Apollo were, the Arts of Propbefying, of HeaU

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ing^vl Barling, and of Mufiek^ of all which we may 
iiad in rhe Sun a lively Representation and Image. 
Wa& jdpulfc .famous for his Skill in Prophefytng and 
Divination ? And what is more agreeable to the Na- 
ttUBewf 1*1*6*10, than by its Light to difpel Darknefs, 
and to make fnanifeft hidden and concealed Truth ? 
Was Apvik famous for his Knowledge of Medicine, 
zvA his Power of Healing? Surely nothing in the 
Worty conduces more to the Health and Prefervacion 
of all Th|ng», than the Sun's Heat and Warmth : And 
therefore thofe Herbs and Plants, which are moil ex-? 
pofed to its Rays, are found to have molt Power and Vir- 
tue. , Thirdly, Is Apollo fkilful irf Darting ox Shooting? 
And are aot the Sun's Rays like fo many Darts or Ar- 
rows ftiqt from his Body to the Earth ? And laftly, 
how well does Apollo's Skill in Mufick agree to the Na- 
ture of the Sun, which, being placed in the Midft of 
the Planets, makes with them a Kind of Harmony, and 
all together, by their uniform Motion, make, as it were, 
a Concert of Mufick? And, becaufe the Sun is thus- 
placed the middlemoil of the feven Planets, the Poets 
aflet t, that the Inftrument which Apollo plays, on, is a 
Harp wjLfh feven Strings* 

Befides, from the Things facrificed to Apollo 9 A r it ar>». 
pears that he was the Sun ; The firft of which Things 
wa» theQlivt) the Fruit of which fo loves the Sun, th$t 
it cannot be nourifh'd in Places diftant from it: 2. The 
Laurel, * a Tree of a hot Nature, always flourishing, 
never old, and conducing not a little towards Divina- 
tion, and therefore the Poets are crowned with Laurel. 
3. Among Animals, Swans h are offered to him ; be- 
caufe, asrtas obferved before, they have from Apollo a 
Faculty of Djo&atidn, for they , forcfeeing theHappinefs 
in Death, dfe finging and ple^fed. 4.. Griffins alfo, an4 
Crows j were facred to him for the fame Reafon ; and the 
Hawk % which has Eyes a$ bright and piercing as the Sun ;

of Iv.ory, and made of a prodigious Size. 

5. The Walls of the City of Babylon, (which was 
the Metropolis of Cbaldect) z built by Queen Stmiramisy 
whofe Circumference was fixty Miles, their Breadth 
fifty Feet; fo that fix Chariots rnight conveniently 
pals upon therein a Row. 

.- 6* The * Pyramids of Egypt ; thittHrfwhichi'Terrrlrr- 
kable for their Height, do fttll remain. The firft has a 
Jquar e Bqj&, and id one hundred arid fbrty-three'Feet long 
and a Thoufand highs It is made of fuch great Stones* 
that the lead of them is thirty Fe4t thick. Three hun- 
dred and fixty-thouiand Men were employed in building 
it, for the Space of twenty Years, The two other Pyra- 
mids, which are fomewhat fmaller, attraft the Adrnira* 
tion of all Spectators. And inlthefe Pyramids? it is re- 
ported, the Bodies of the Kings of Egypt lie interred. 

7. The Royal Palace of* Gyrus* Ktng^f thd M*des y 
made by Menon, with no lefe Prodigality than: Art; 
for, he cemented the Stones whh Gold. .. *'

NOW let us turn our Difcourfe again to &/*s 
Children ; the moft famous of which was Pbae* 
ton y who gave the Poets an excellent Opportunity of 
lhewing their Ingenuity by the following Aft ton. e£*- 
fbusy one of the Sons of Jupiter, quarrelled with Pbao- 
1on y and faid, that, though he called himfelf the Son of 
Apollo, he was not ; and that his Mother Clymene in- 
vented this Pretence only to cover her Adultery. This 
Slander fo provoked Phaeton, that, by his Mother's Ad- 
vice, he went to the Royal Palace of the Sun, to brirtg 
from thence fome indubitable Marks, of his Nativity, 
The Sun received him, when he came, kindly, and ownM 
him his Son ; and, to take away all Occafion of Doubt- 
ing hereafter, he gave him Liberty to aflc any Things 
fwearing by the Stygian Late (which SortofOath none of 
the Gods dare violate) that he would not deny Him, Here- 
upon Phaeton deiired leave ta govern his Father 9 s Cha- 
riot for one Day, which was the Occafion of great 
Grief to bis Father $ who, forefeeing his Son's Ruin 
thereby, was very uneafy that he had obliged himfelf to 
grant a Requeft fo pernicious to his Son 5 and there- 
fore endeavoured to perfuade him not to perfift tn his 
Defire, a ,telling him that he fought his own Ruin, and 
was defirous of undertaking an Employment above his

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Ability, and which no Mortal was capable to execute. 
b Phaeton was not moved with the good Advice of his 
Father, but preffed him to keep his Promife, and per- 
form what be had fworn by the River Styx to do. In 
ftort, the Father was forced to comply with his Son's 
Rafhnefs ; and therefore unwillingly granted what was 
not now in his Power, after his Oath, to deny ; never- 
thelefs, he directed him how to guide the Horfes, and 
efpecially he advifed him to obferve the middle Path. 
Phaeton was tranfported with Joy, c mounted the Cha- 
riot, and taking the Reins, he began to drive the Hor- 
fes, which, finding him unable to govern them, ran 
away, and fet on Fire both the Heavens and the Earth. 
"Jupiter^ to put an End to the Conflagration, ftruck 
him out of the Chariot with Thunder, and caft him 
headlong into the River Pa. His Sifters Phaethufa % 
Lampetia, and Phoebe* lamenting his Death inceflant- 
ly upon the Banks of that River, were turned, by the

Weeping Amber inftead of Tears. A great Fire that 
happened in liaty near the Pi, in tne Time of King 
Phaeton, was the Occafion of this Fable. And the Am* 
bitious are taught hereby what Event they ought to ex- 
pell, when they foar higher than they ought. 

p Circe, the moft itilful of all Sorcereiles, poifcned 
her Hufoand, a King of the Sarmaiians • for which 
ihe was banifhed by her Subjects, and, flying into Italy* 
fixed her Seat upon the Promontory Ctrcaum, where 
ihe fell in Love with Glaucus a Sea God, who at the 
fame Time loved Scyllat Girce turned her into a Sea- 
Monfter, by poifoning the Water in which (he ufed to 
wafli. She entertained Vlyffes, who was driven thither 
by the Violence of Storms, with great Civility 5 and 
reftored his Companions unto their former Shapes; 
whom, according to her ufual Cuftom, (he had chang- 
ed into Hogs, Bears, Wolves and the like Beafts. Ulyf- 
fes was arrhed againft her Aflaults; fo that Ihe ftt uport 
him in vain. It is faid that fhe drew down the very 
Stars frofn HeaVen ; whence we are plainly inforrhed 
that Voluptuoufnefs (Whereof Circe is the Emblem) 
alters Men into ravenous and filthy Beafts ; that even 
thofe who with the Luftre of their Wit and Virtue 
lhine in the World as Stars in the Firmament, when 
once they addidj themfelves to obfcene Pleafiires, be- 
come obfcure and ineonfiderablc, felling, as it were, 
headlong from the Glory of Heaven. 

* Pafiphae was the Wife of Minos, King of Crete : 
She fell in Love with a Bull, and obtained her Defire 
by the Afliftance of Dadalus, who, for that Purpofe, 
inclofed her in a wooden Cow : She brought forth a 
Minolaut, a Monfter, one Part of which was like a 
Man, the other like a Bull. r .Now the Occafion of

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this Fable, they fay, was this : Pafiphae loved a Man 
whofe Name was Taurus^ and had Twins by him in 
Dadalus's Houfe j one of whom Was very like her 
Hufband Minos^ and the other like its Father. But 
however that is, the Minotaur was (hut up in the La- 
byrinth that Dadalus made by the Order of King Aff- 
nos. This Labyrinth was a Place diverfified with ve- 
ry many Windings and Turnings, and Crofs-paths 
running into one another. How this Minotaur was 
killed, and by whom, I fhall fhew particularly in its 
Place in the Hiftory of Thefeus. p Dadalm was an ex- 
cellent Artificer of Athens ; who firft, as it is faid, in- 
vented the Ax, the Saw, the Plumb-line, the Augre, 
and Glue j alfo he firft contrived Mafts and Yards for 
Ships : Befides, he carved Statues fo admirably, that 
they not only feemed alive, but would never ftand ftill 
in one Place ; nay, would fly away unlefe they were 
chained. This Dadalus, together with Icarus his Son* 
was fhut up by Minos in the Labyrinth which he had 
made, becaufe he had affifted the Amours of Pajiphae ; 
whereupon he made Wings for himfelf and his Son* 
with Wax and Feathers of Birds : Fattening thefe 
Wings to his Shoulders, he flew out of Crete into Si- 
cily ; at which Time Icarus y in his Flight, negle&ed 
his Father's Advice, and obferved not his due Courfe, 
but, out of a juvenile Wantonnefs, flew higher than 
he ought ; whereupon the Wax was melted by the 
Heat of the Sun, and the Wings broke in Pieces, and 
he fell into the Sea, which is fince* q according to Ovid^ 
named the Icarian Sea from him. 

To thefe Children of the Sum, we may add hisr 
Niece and his Nephew Byblis and Camus. Byblis 
was fo much in Love with Caunus, though he was her

P. T \7 HAT were Mercury's Offices and Qualities ? 
VV M. He had many Offices, i. k The firft 
and chiefeft of them was to cajry the Commands of 
"Jupiter ; whence he is commonly called the Meffenger 
cfthe Gods. 2- He fwept the Room where the Gods 
iupped, and made the Beds ; and underwent many o- 
ther the like fervile Employments > hence he was ftiled 
1 Camillas or Cafmitius> that is, an inferior Servant of the 
Cods ; for anciently m all Boys and Girls under Age 
were galled Camilli and n Camilla: And the fame Name 
was afterwards given to the young Men and Maids, 
who ° attended the Priefts at their Sacrifices : Though 
the People of Beeotia p , inftead of Gamillus, foy Cadmil- 
lus j perhaps from the Arabic Word Cbadam y to ferve ; 
"or from the Phoenician Word Chadmely Gad's Servant, 
or Minifier facer. 3. * He attended upon dying Per- 
fons to unloofe their Souls from the Chains of the

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Body,- and to carry them to Hell. He alfo revived, and 
placed into new Bodies, thofe Souls which had corn- 
pleated their full Time in the Elyfian Fields. * AlAoft 
all which Things Virgil does comprife in feven Verfes. 
His remarkable Qualities were likewife many. I. 
They fay, that he was the Inventor of Letters. This is 
certain, he excelled in Eloquence, and the Art oi /pick- 
ing Willi infomuch that the Gneks called him Hermes* 
from his Skill r in interpreting or explaining 5 and there- 
fore he is accounted ' the God of the Rhetoricians and 
Orators. 2. He is reported to have been the Inven- 
tor of Contrails, Weights, and Meafures ; and to have 
taught the Arts of Buying, Selling, and Trafficking 
firft 5 and to have received the Name of Mercury from " 
* his under/landing of Merchandize. Hence he is accoun- 
ted the God of the Merchants, and the God of Gain ; 
fo that all unexpected Gain and Treafure, that comes 
of a fudden, is, from him, called iguToi or 1#**reF 
[Hermeion or Hermann.] 3. In the Art of Thieving

* he certainly excelled all the Sharpers that ever wire* 
or will be * for he is the very Prince and God of Thieves. 
The very Day in which he was born, he ftole away fome 
Cattle fiom King Admetus's Herd, although Apollo wiM 
Keeper ofrhem ; who complained much of the Theft, 
and bent his Bow againft him: But, in the mean Tiffie^ 
Mercury dole even his Arrows from him. Whilft he 
was yet an Infant, and entertained by Vulcan, he ftole 
his Tools from him. He took away by Stealth Petms'z 
Girdle, whilft (he embraced him ; and Jupiter's Scep- 
tre: He difigned to fleal the Thunder too, but he was' 
afraid left it fhould burn him. 4. He was mightily fldl- 
ful in making Peace ; and for that Reafon was fome- 
times painted with Chains of Gold flowitfg from 1iisr 
Mouth, with which he linked together the Minds of 
fhofe that heard him. And he not only pacified mor- 
tal Men, but alfo the immortal Gods of Heaven 2nd 
Hefl j for, whenever they quarrelled among thfem- 
felves, he compofed their Differences. 

And this Pacificatory Faculty of his is fignified by the 
Rod that he holds in his Hand, which Apollo heretofore 
gave him, becaufe he had given Apollo an Harp. 3 This 
Rod had a wonderful Faculty of deciding all Contro- 
Verftes. This Virtue was fir ft difcovered by Mer* 
cury ; who feeing two Serpents fighting as he tra- 
velled, he put his Rod between them, and reconciled

ever the following Account is moft remarkable. 

He had a Son by his Sifter Venus y called ' Herma* 
pkroditus, who was a great Hunter. In thofe Woods 
-where he frequently hunted, a Nymph called Salmacis 
lived, who greatly admired and fell in Love with him ; 
for he was very beautiful, but a great Woman-hater. 
She often tempted the young Man, but was often re- 
pulfed ; yet (he did not defpair. She lay in Ambufh at 
a Fountain where he ufually came to bathe, and, when 
he was in the Water, (he alfo leaped in to him ; but nei- 
ther fo couljd ihe overcome his extraordinary Modefty. 
Thereupon, it is faid, fhe prayed to the Gods above, 
that the Bodies of both might become one, which was 
granted. Hermaphrodites was amazed when he faw 
this Change of his Body ; and deiired that, for his Com- 
fort, fame other Perfon might belike him. He obtain- 
ed his Requeft ; for a whomever wafiied himfelf in that 
Fountain {called Salmacis, in the Country of Carta) be- 
came an Hermaphrodite \ that is, had both Sexes. I am 
unwilling to omit the following Story. 

A Herdfman, whofe Name was Battu$ y faw Mercury 
Sealing Jdmettts's Cows from Apollo their Keeper,

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When Mercury perceived that his Theft was difcove*- 
ed, he went to Battus^ and defired thaf he would fay no- 
thing, and gave him a delicate Cow. Battus promifed 
him Secrecy. Mercury 9 to try his Fidelity, came in 
another Shape to him, and afked him about the Cows : 
Whether he faw them, or knew the Place where the 
Thief carried them ? Battus denied it ; but Mercury 
preffed him hard, and promifed that he would give him 
both a E|ull and a Cow, if he would difcover it. With 
this Promife he was overcome; whereupon Mercury 
was enraged, and, laying afide his Difguife, turned hrm 
into a Stone called Index. This Story Ovid defcribes in 
fuch elegant Verfes that I cannot but recite them r . 

The Ancients ufed to fet up Statues where the Roads 
eroded : thefe Statues they called Indues, becaufe, with 
an Arm or Finger held out, they (hewed the Way to this 
or that Place. The Romans placed fome in Public Places 
and Highways \ as the Athenians did at their Doors, to 
drive away Thieves; and they called thefe Statues 
Herma^ from Mercury^ whpfe Greek Name was Hermes z 
Concerning which Herma it is to be obferved, 

i. Thefe Images have neither 5 Hands nor Feet, and 
from hence Mercury was called Cyllenlus^ and by Con- 
traclion ' Cyllius, which Words are derived from a Greek

2. A Purfe was ufually hung to a Statue of Mercury^ 
e to fignify that he was the God of Gain and Profit y and 
prefided over Merchandizing ; in whi(h, becaufe ma- 
ny Times Things are done by Fraud and Tieachery, 
they gave him the Name of Dolius. 

3. The Romans ufed to join the Statues of Mercury 
and Minerva together, and thefe Images they called f 
Hermathtna ; and facrificed to both Deities upon one 
and the fame Altar. Thofe who hadefcaped any great 
Danger, always offered Sacrifices to Mercury ; * They 
offered up a Calf, and Milk, and Honey, and efpecially 
the Tongues of the Sacrifices, which, with a great dean, 
of Ceremony, they caft into the Fjre, and then the Sa- 
crifice was finiQied. It is faitf, that the Mtgarenfes firft 
jifed this Ceremony.

li.TTTHY do you laugh, Palmphilus ? 

VV P* Who can forbear, when he fees that fil- 
thy, (hamelefs, and immodeft God, placed next to\#f<rr- 
cury\ h with a naked Body, a red Face, lafcivious Looks, 
in an effeminate Pofture, difpirited with Luxury, and 
overcome with Wine. His fwoln Cheeks refemble 
Bottles; his great B?lly, fat Breads, and his diftendejl 
(welling Paunch, reprefent a'Hoglhead, rather than % 
ppd to be carried in that Chariot.

He 
fcas nTbyrfus inftead of a Sceptre, which is a Javelin 
With an Iron Head) encircled by Ivy. or Vine-leaves, 
in his Hand. 'He is carried in a Chariot, which is

•Demons, Nymphs that prefide over the Wine-prenes, 
Fairies of Fountains, and Prieftefles. Silenus oftentimes 
comes after him, fitting on an Afs that bends under 
kb Burthen. 

P. But what's here ? This Bacchus has got Horns, 
and is a young Man without a Beard : I have heard, 
that the Inhabitants of Eli* paint him like an old Man, 
with a Beard.

SECT. I. The Birth of Bacchus. 

JCCHUS's Birth was both wonderful and ridi- 
culous, if the Poets may be heard : as they nuiift 
when the Difcourfe is about Fables. 

They tell us, that when Jupiur was in Love with 
Semele, it raifed Juno's Jealoufy higher than ever be- 
fore. Juno, therefore endeavoured to deftroy herj 
spuii in the Shape of an old Woman, vifited Semek^ 
wifted her much Joy from her Acquaintance with 
Jupiter* and advifed her to oblige him, when he came) 
by an inviolable Oath, to grant her a Requeft; and 
then, fays (he to Semele, ajk him to come to you as be #f 
lyont to come to J uno. And he will tome doathed in all 
$h Glory , and Majejly, and Honour. Semele was great- 
ly pleafed with th>6 Advice; and therefore, wheif 
Jupiter vifited her next, £he ° begged a Favour, of 
bim, but did not exprekly natjie the Favour. Jufi^ 
\er bound himfelf in the moft folemn Oath to grant 
her Requeft, let it be what it would. Semek encou-

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raged by her Lover's Kindnefs, and little forefceing 
that what ftie defired would prove her Ruin, begged of 
Jupiter to come to her Embraces in the fame Manner 
that he carefled Juno. What Jupiter had fo folemnly 
fworn to perform, he could not refufe. He could not 
recall his Words, nor free himfelf from the Obligation 
of his Oath ; fo that he puts on all his Terrors, array- 
ed himfelf with his greateft Glory, and in the Midft 
ef Thunder and Lightning entered Semele*s Houfe. 
* Her mortal Body was not able to ftand the Shock ; 
fo fhe perifhed in the Embraces of her Lover $ for the 
Thunder ft ruck her down and ftupefied her, and the 
Lightning reduced her to Afties. So fatal are the 
rafh Defires of the Ambitious ! When (he died, (he 
was big with Child of Bacchus ; who was preferved, 
after his Mother's Deceafe, in fuch a Manner as will 
make you laugh to hear it : For, the b Infant was taken 
cut of his Mother's Womb, and fewed into Jupiter's 
Thigh, from whence, in Fulnefs of Time, it was born, 
and then c delivered into the Hands of Mercury to be 
carried into £ubcea y to Macris, the Daughter of Ari- 
JtauSy d who immediately anointed bis Lips with Ho-

WE will firft fpeak of his proper Name, and then 
come to his Titles and Sirname. 
Bauhut was fo called from a a Greek Word, which 
fignifies t$ revel i and, from the fame' Reafon * the wild 
Women, his Companions, are called b Thyades and e Mm- 
nodes j which Words fignify Madnefs and Folly. They 
were alfo called d MimaUones, that is, Imitators or Mi- 
micks; becaofe they imitated Bacchus' s Adions* 

° BiformtSy becaufe he was reckoned both a 
and an old Man, with a Beard, and without a 
Or, becaufe Wine, whereof Bacchus is the Emblem, 
makes People ibmetimes chearful and pleafant, feme- 
times peeviih and morofe. 

He was named f Bnfaus, either (as feme think) 
from the Nymph his Nurfe; or from the Ufe of the 
Grapes and Honey, which he invented ; (for Brijk 
fignifies a Bunch of prefled Grapes) or elfe from the 
Promontory Brifa, in the Ifland of Leftos, where he 
was worihipped.

given him by Claudian 5 from whofe Account of Bac- 
chusy we may learn, that he was not always naked, bat 
fometimes cloathed with the Slcm of a Tyger. 

Lenaus ; becaufe, as Danatus fays, r Wins palliates 
and afluages the Sorrows of Men's Minds. But Serum 
thinks that this Name, fince it is a Greek Name, ought 
not to be derived from a Latin Word, as Donatus fays; 
but from a Gr4*k 8 Word, which fignifiee the Vat or 
Pre/i, in which Wine is made.

His Mother Semele and his Nurfe were fometimes 
called Thyo\ therefore from thence they called him f 
Tbyoneus. 

Laftly, he was called * Triumphus 5 becaufe when in 
Triumph the Conquerors went into the Capitol, the Sol- 
diers cried out, I§ Triumphe!

SECT. III. AHions of Bacchus. 

nACCHUS invented a fo many Things ufeful to Man* 
-** kind, either in finiflbing Controverfies, in building 
Cities, in making Laws, or in obtaining Vidories, that

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he was declared a God by the joint Suffrages of the 
whole World. And, indeed, what could not Bacchus 
himfelf do, when his Prieftefles, by ftrikihg the Earth 
with their Thyrfi* drew forth Rivers of Milk, and Ho- 
ney * and Wine, and wrought feveral fuch Miracles, 
without the leaft Labour ? And yet they received their 
whole Power from Bacchus. 

I. He invented the a Ufe of Wine ; ind fir ft taught 
the Art of planting the Vine from whence it is made 5 
as alfo the Art of making Honey, and tilling the Earth. 
This b he did among the People of Mgypt* who there- 
fore honoured him as a God* and called him OJiris. 
Let Bacchus have Honour, becaufe he invented the 
Art of planting Vines : but let him not refufe to the 
Afs of Nauplia its Praifes, who, by gnawing Vines % 
taught the Art of pruning them* 

2. He invented c Commerce and Merchandife, and 
found out Navigation, when he was. King of Phoe- 
nicia. 

3. Whereas Men wandered about unfettled, like 
Seafts, d he reduced them into Society and Union : 
He taught them to worfhip the Gods, and was excel- 
lent in rrophefying. 

4. He fubdued India* and many other Nations, rid- 
ing on an Elephant : e He vi&orioufly fubdued Egypt* 
Syria* Pbrygia* and all the Eaft ; where he ere£ted 
Pillars, as Hercules did in the Weft : He firft invented 
Triumphs and 4 Crowns for Kings, 

5. Bacchus was defirous to reward Midas the King 
of Pbrygia (of whofe Afs's Ears we fpake before) be- 
caufe he had done fome Service to him ; and bid him 
afk what he would, Midas defired, that whatfoever he

touched might become Gold * f Bacchus was troubled 
that Midas afked a Gift that might prove fo deftru£tive 
tohimfelf ; however, he granted his Requeft, and gave 
hiiti the Power he defired. Immediately whatever Mi- 
das touched became Gold ; nay, when he touched hit 
Meat or Drink, they alfo became Gold : When there- 
fore he faw that he could not efcape Death by Hunger 
or Third, he then perceived that he bad fooliflify 
begged a deftru&ive Gift ; and repenting his Bargain, 
he defired Bacchus to take his Gift to himfelf again. 
Bacchus confented, and bid him bathe in the River 
Padolus : Midas obeyed ; and from hence the Sand of 
that River became Gold, and the River was called 
Chryforrlms> or Aurifiuus* 

6. When he was yet a Child, fome Tyrrhenian Ma- 
riners found him afleep, and carried him. into a Ship $ 
wherefore he firft ftupified them, flopping the Ship in 
fcch a Manner that it was immoveable : afterwards he 
caufed Vines to faring up in the Ship on a fudden, and 
Ivy twining about the Oars : and when the Seamen 
were almoft dead with the Fright, he threw them head- 
long into the Sea, and changed them into Dolphins, 
Ovid. Metam. 3«

S EC T. IV. fbe Sacrifices of Bacchus. 

IN Sacrifices there are three Things to be confider- 
ed, the Creatures that are offered ; the Prielts who 
offered them ; and thirdly, the Sacrifices themfelves, 
which are celebrated with peculiar Ceremonies. 

j. Amongft 
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l. Amongft Ttees and Plants, * tfifefe were facred 
lir confecrated to Bacchus* the Fir, the /vj , Bindwudi 
the F*£, and the f7w. Among Animals, the Dragon 
ind thei*^; fighifying the Talkativeriefs of drunken 
People. The Gorf was flain in his Sacrifices, becaufe 
fie is a Creature deft ru&ive to the Vines. And; among 
the Mgyptsans, they facrificed a Swirie to his Honour 
before their Doors. 

. 2. The Prjefts and Prieftefles of Bacchus were h th* 
Satyrs, the &tf/H, the Naiades, but efpecially the re- 
vellingWomen called Bacchts, from Bacchus'* Name. 

3. The Sacrifices themfelves were various; and ce- 
lebrated with different Ceremonies, according to the 
Variety of Places and Nations. They were celebra- 
ted oh dated Days of the Year, with the greateft Re- 
ligion, or rather, with the ranked Profanenefs and 
Impiety; 

O/copboria l were the firft Sacrifices bffened up td 
Bacchus: They Were firft inftituted by the Phoenicians; 
and when they were celebrated, the Boys, carrying . 
Vine-leaves in their Hands, went in Ranks ptaying, 
frorfi the Temple of Bacchus, to the Chapel of Pallas. 
t The k Trieterica were celebrated, in the Winter, by 
Night, by the Batch*, Who went about armed, making 
a great Noife, and foretelling, as it was believed, 
Things to come. Thefe Sacrifices were intitled Tri- 
terica, becaufe Bacchus returned from his Indian Expe- 
dition after three Years, 

The x Epilenaa were Games celebrated in the Timef 
of Vintage (after that the Prefs for fqueezing the Grapes 
Was invented.) They contended with one another, in 
treading the Grapes,' who (hould fooheft prefs out molt

verthelejis, fome think that thefe'Sacrifices were rnfti- 
tuted to the Honour of Diana , and that they did not 
carry Fruit in the Bafket, but Prefents wrought with 
their own Hands, which they offered to this Goddefs, to 
teftify that they were defirous to quit their Virginity, 
and marry. 

Apaturia were Feafts celebrated in Honour of Bac- 
chus, fetting forth how greatly Men are ° deceived by 
Wine* Thefe Feftivals were principally obferved by 
the Athenians. 

^Ambrofia * were Feftivals obferved in January^ a 
Month facred to Bacchus ; for which Reafon this 
Month was called Lenaus y or Lenao % becaufe the Wine 
was brought into the City about that time. « But the 
Romans called thefe Feafts Brumalia^ from Brufna, one 
of the Name of Bacchus among them ; and they cele- 
brated them twice a Year, in the Months of February 
and Auguji. 

Jfco/iay Feafts fo called, from a Greet T Word fignify- 
ing a Borachoi or Leathern Bottle ; feveral of which were 
produced filled with Air, or as others fay, with Wine. 
• The Athenians were wont to leap upon them with one 
Foot, fo that they would fometimes fall down ; how- 
erver, they thought they did a great Honour to Bacchus 
hereby, becaufe they trampled upon the Skins of the 
Goats, who is the greateft Enemy to the Vines. But

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among the Romans, Rewards were diflributed to thofe 
who, by artificially leaping upon thefe Leathern Bottles 
overcame the reft ; and then all them together called 
aloud upon Bacchus confufedly, and in Verfes unpol idl- 
ed ; and, putting, on Mafks, they carried his Statue a- 
bout their Vineyards, dawbing their If aces with Barks 
of Trees and the Dregs of Wine : So returning to his 
Altar again, from whence .they came, jhey prefented 
their Oblations in Bafons to mm, and burnt them. And, 
in the laft Place, they hung upon the higheft Trees 
little wooden or earthen Images of Bacchus, which, 
from the Smallnefs of their Mouths, were called Of^ 
cilia ; they intended that the Places, where thefe fmall 
Images were fet up in the Trees, flaould be, as it were, 
fo many Watch-Towers, from whence Bacchus might 
look after the Vines, and fee that they differed no In- 
juries. Thefe Feftivals, and the Images hung up when, 
they were celebrated, are elegantly defcribed by a Vir- 
gil, in the fecond Book of his Georgia. 

Laftly, the Bacchanalia, or Dionyfia, or Orgia, were 
the Feafts of Bacchus b , among the Romans, which

* And there is alfo an idle Story, that Lycurgus y who 
attempted many Times to hinder thefe Bacchanalia in 
vain, cut off his own Legs, becaufe he had rooted up 
the Vines to the Difhoniour of Bacchus.

Moses.

TT Find two {tleaning9 applied to this Fable ; for fome 
1 fay, that* Bacchus is the fame with Nimrod: The 
Reafons of which Opinion are, r. The Similitude of 
the Words Bacchus and Barthus> which fignifies the 
Son of Chus x that is, Nimrod. 2. They think the

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Name of Nimrod may allude to the Hebrew Word Na- 
mur, or the Chaldee Namer, a Tyger ; and accordingly 
8 the Chariot of Bacchus was drawn by Tygers, and 
himfelf cloathed with the Skin pf a Tygen 3. Bacchus 
is fometimes called b Nebrodes, which is the very fame 
as Nimrodus. Mofes ftiles Nimrod a great Hunttr, and 
weiind that Bacchus is filled c Zaguus, which in GY/wfc 
figniftes the fame Thing. J did not, indeed, mention 
the Name of Bacchus among the reft before ; becaufa 
I defign not a nice and complete Account of every 
Thing : Nor is it abfurd to fay, that Nimrod prefided 
over die Vines, fince he was d the firft King of Baby* 
ten, where were the moft excellent Wines, as the 
Ancients often fay. 

Others think that ° Bacchus is Mofes, becaufe many 
Things in the Fable of the onefeem derived from the 
Hiftory of the other : For, firft, fome feign that he was 
born in Egypt, and prefentjy (hut up in an Ark, and 
thrown upon the Waters, as Mofes was* 2. The Sir- 
name of f Bimater, which belongs to Bacchus, may be 
afcribed to Mofes, who, befides one Mother by Nature, 
had another by Adoption, King Pharaoh's Daughter. 
3, They were both beautiful Men, brought up in Arabia, 
good Soldiers, and had Women in their Armies. 4. Or- 
pheus direfily ftiles Bacchus * a Law-giver, and calls 
him * Mofes, and further attributes to him l the two 
Tables of the Law* 5. Befides, Bacchus was called * 
Bicorms j and accordingly the Face of Mofes appeared 
double-horned when he came down from the Mountain, 
where he had fpoken to God ; the Rays of Glory, that 
darted from his Brow, refembling the fprouting out 
of Horns. 6. As Snakes were fecrificed, and a Dog

given to Bacchus as a Companion, fo Mofes bad this 
Companion Calebs which in Hebrew fignifies a Dog. 

7. And as the Bacch# brought Water from a Rock, 
by ftriking it with their Tbyrfus> and the Country 
wherever they came flowed with Wine, Milk, and 
Honey ; fo the Land of Canaan, into which Mofes 
conducted the Jfraelites, not onjy flowed with Milk 
and Honey, but with Wine alfo ;. l as appears from 
that large Bunch of Grapes which two Men carried 
upon a Staff betwixt them, 

8. Bacchus m dried up the Rivers Orontes and Hydaf- 
pes % by ftriking them with his Tbyrfus, and pafled thro' 
them, as Mofes pafled through the Red-Sea. 9, It is 
faid alfo, n That a little Ivy-ftick, thrown down by 
one of the Baccba? upon the Ground, crept like a 
Dragon, and twitted itfelf about an Oak. And, 10. 
That ° the Indians once were 9II covered with Darki- 
nc(s, whilft thofe Bacch<s enjoyed a perfect Day. 

From whence you may collec*r, that the ancient In- 
ventors of Fables have borrowed many Things from 
the Hafy Scriptures, to patch up their Conceits, p Thus 
Homer fays, that Bacchus wreftled with Pallene, to 
whom he yielded : Which Fable is taken from the Hi£* 
tory* of the Angel wreftling with Jacob. * Iq like man- 
ner Paufanias reports, that the Greeks at Troy found an 
Ark which was facred to Bacchus ; which when Euri- 
pilus had opened, and viewed the Statue of Bacchus 
laid therein, he was prefently ftruck with Madnefs, 
The* Ground of which Fable is in the fecond Book of 
Kings, where the facred Hiftory relates, that the Beth- 
fhemites were deftroyed by GOD, becaufe they look- 
ed with too much Curiofity into the Ark of the Co- 
venant. r Again, the Poets feign, that Bacchus was

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angry with the Athenians, becaufethey defpifed his 
Solemnities, and received them not with due Refpedr, 
when firft they were brought by Pegafus out of Bceotia 
into Attica : Whereupon he affli&ed them with a 
grievous Difeafe in the Secret Parts, for which there 
was no Cure, till by the Advice of the Oracle they per- 
formed the Reverences due to the God, and erected 
Phalli, that is, Images of the afflifted Parts, to his Ho- 
nour; whence the Feafts and Sacrifices called PhaUica 
were yearly celebrated among the Athenians. Is one Egg 
more like another, than this Fable is like the a Hiftory 
of the Philiftines, whom God punifhed with the Emerods 
for their Irreverence to the Ark ? And when they con* 
fulted the Diviners thereupon, they were told, that 
they could no ways be cured, unlefs they made golden 
Images of Emerods, and confecrated them to God.

SECT. VI. The Moral Senfe of the Fable: 
Bacchus the Symbol of Wins.. 

WINE and its EAreds are underftood in this Fa- 
ble of Bacchus. Let us begin with Bacchus'* 
Birth. When I imagine Bacchus in Jupiter 9 * Thigh, 
and Jupiter limping therewith, it brings to my Mind 
the Reprefentation of a Man that is burthened and 
overcome with Drink j who not only halts, but reels 
and {tumbles, and madly ruflies wherever the Force of 
the Wine carries him. 

Was Bacchus taken out of the Body of his Mother 
Semele, in the miclft of Thunder and Lightning; fo af- 
ter the Wine is drawn out of the Butt, it produces 
Quarrels, 'Violence, Noffe and Confufion. 

Bacchus was educated by the Naiades, the Nymphs 
of the Rivers and Fountains ; whence Men may learn 
to dilute their Wine with Water, 

But 
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But Bacchus is an eternal Boy, and do not At 
joldeft Men become Children hy too much Drink ? 
Does not Excefs deprive us of that Rtafon that diftin- 
guifhcs Men from Boys ? 

Bacchus is naked, as he is who has loft his Senfes by 
Prinking: He cannot conceal, he cannot hide any 
7*hing. * Wine always /peaks Truth ', it opens all the Se- 
crets ojf the Mind and Body too ; of which let N*a h be 
aWitnefs, 

The Poets fays * Bacchus has Horns ; and from thence" 
we may learn, that Bacchus makes as many horned as 
Tnm$. 

Nor does c Wine make Men only forget their Cares 
*nd Troubles, but it renders * even the meaneft People 
bold, infoient, and fierce, exercifing their Fijry and 
&age againft others, as a mad Ox gores with its Horns, 
1 know ve/y well, that fome think that Bacchus was 
Jaid to be horned, becaufe the Cups, out of which Wine 
yra$ drank, were formerly made of Horn e . 

He is crowned with Ivy ; becaufe that Plant (being 
always green and flourilhing, and, as it were, young) 
by its natural Coldnefe, afluages the Heat occafioned 
by too much Wine. 

He is both a jrqung and an old Man ; becaufe, as a 
moderate Quantity of Wine increafes the Strength of 
the Body, fo E*cefc of Wjne deftroys it. 
' ' Wotpen pp)y celebrated the Sacrifices of Bacchus f 
jand of theip only thofe, which were enraged and intoxi-

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cated, and had abandoned themfelves to all Sorts of 
lVickednefs. Accordingly Wine effeminates the moll 
niafculine Minds, and difpofes them to Luxury. It be- 
gets Anger, and ftirs up Men to Madnefs : And there- 
fore Lions and Tygers draw the Chariot of Bacchus. 

The Men and Women both cejebrated the Bacchana- 
lia in Mafks : It is well that they were afhamed of then; 
Faults ; their Modefty had not quite left them, fome 
Remains of it were yet hid under thofe Difguifes, which 
would otherwife have been utterly loft by the Impu- 
dence of the ill Wor3s and Actions which were heard 
*nd feen on thofe Occafions. And does not Wine mafk 
{and difguife us ftrangely ? I)oes it not make Men Beaft*, 
and turn one into a Lion, another into a Bear, and an* 
other into a Swine, of an Afs ? 

I had almoft forgot to tell you, that Bacchus is fome- 
times merry, and Sometimes fad and morofe : For, in- 
deed, What cherifhes the Heart of Man fe much as, 
Wine ? What more delightfully reft efhes the Spirit! 
and the Mind, than that natural Neftar 9 that dwint 
Medicine* which, when we have taken, * our Griefs 
are pacified, our Sorrows abated, and nothing but 
Cheerfulnefs appears in our Countenance. 

The Vine is fo beneficial to this Life, that many fay 
* that the Happinefs of one cohilfts in the Enjoyment 
of the other ; but they do not confider, that if Wine be 
the Cradle of Life y yet it is the Grave tf Reafin: For, if 
$4en do conftantly fail in the Red Sea of ClareU their 
Souls are oftentimes drowned therein. It blinds them, 
and leads themunder Darknefc, efpecially when it be- 

fins to draw the Sparkles and little Stars fiom their 
iyes. Then, the Body being drowned in Drink, the

Would youYee an Inftance of what you 
read ? Obferve a drunken Man : O Beaft f See how his 
Head totters, his Hams fink, his Feetfail, his Hands trem- 
ble, his Mouth froths, his Cheeks are flabby, his Eyes 
fparkie and water, his Words are unintelligible, his 
Tongue faulters and ftops, his Throat fends forth a 
mfty loathfome Stench. But what do I fa/! It is not 
my Bufinefs now to tell Truth but Fables, 



CHAP. IX. 

Mars. His Image. 

P, AS far as I fee, we muft tarry in this Place all 

S\ Night 
. M. Do not fear it ; for I {hall not fay fo.much of 
the other Gods as I have faid of Bacchus ; and efpeci- 
ally I hope that Mars, whafe Image is next, will not 
fceep us fo long. * 

R. Do you call" him Mars, that is fo fierce and four 
in his Afpeft ; Terror is every where in his Looks, as 
well as in his Drefs : He fits in a Chariot drawn by- a 
Pair of Horfes, which are driven by a dtftrafled Wo- 
man; He is covered with Armour, and brandiflies a 
Spear in his right Hand, as though he Breathed Fire 
and Death, and threatened every Body with Ruin and 
PeftruAion. 

M. It is Mars himfelf, the God of War, whom I 
have often feen onHorfeback, in a formidable Manner, 
with a Whip and a Spear together. A Dog was epn- 
fecrated to him, for his Vigilance in the Purfuit of his 
Prey ; a Wolf, for his Rapacioufnefs and Perfpicacity ; 
a Raven, becaufe he diligently follows Awies when 

they 
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they march, and watches for the Carcafes of the Slain ; 
and a Cock, for his Wakefulnefs, whereby he prevents 
all Surp«2e. But, that you may undeiftand every 
Thing in that Picture, obferve, that the Creatures 
which draw the Chariot are not Horfes, but Fear and 
Terror. Sometimes Difcord goes before them in tatter'd 
Garments, and Clamour and Anger go behind. Yet 
fome fay, that Fear and Terror are Servants to Mars ; 
and accordingly, he is not more a awful and imperious 
in his Commands, than they are b ready and exa& in 
their Obedience ; as we learn from the Poets. 

P. Who is the Woman that drives the Chariot? 

M, She is Bellona* the c Goddefs of War, and the 
Companion of Mars ; qr, as others fay, his Sifter, or 
Wife, or both. She prepares for him his Chariot and 
Horfes when he goes to fight. It is plain that flic is 
called Bellow from Bellum. She is other wife called 
Duellona from Duellum* or from the Greek Word Be\on» 
^Bilone"] a Needle* whereof fhe is faid to be the Inven- 
trefs. Her Priefts, the Bellonarii* facrificed to her in 
their own Blood : They d hold in each Hand naked

Minerva^ and begot her himfelf, without the Concur- 
rence of a Mother (as- we fhall fee in the Hiftory of.. 
Minerva;) but as foon as her Amazement ceafed d , fhe, f 
being defirous of performing the like, went to Oceanui 
to afkhis Advice, whether (he could have a Child with-

tint her HufbaixTs Concurrence. She was tired in her 
Journey, and fat down at the Door of the Goddcfs 
Flora ; who, underftanding the Occafion of her Jour- 
ney, defired her to be of good Heart, for (he bad in her 
Garden a Flower, which if (he only touched with the 
Tips of her Fingers, the Smell of it would make her 
conceive a Son piefently. So Juno was carried into thd 
Garden, and the Flower (hewn her ; (he touched it* 
add conceived Mars, who afterwards took to Wife; 
* Nerio 9 or Ntrione^ (which Word in the Sabine Lan- 
guage figntfie^ b Valour and Strength) and from her th6 
Claudian Family formerly derived the Name of Nero.

SECT II. NamescfMAKs; 

HI S Name * Mars fets forth the Power and Influ- 
ence he has in War, where he prefides over thd 
Soldiers: And his Other Name b Mayors (hews, that 
all great Exploits are executed and. brought about 
through his Means. 

The Greeks call him c *Ap><; [Ares] either from the 
-Oeftruflion and Slaughter which he carries ; or frorrt 
the d Silence whidi is kept in War, where AQions* 
not Words, are neccflary. Bet from whatfoeve/ 
Words this Name is derived, it is certain tfut thofe fa- 
mous Names, Areopagus and Areopagita^xiz derived 
from Ares. The Areopagus, *&pw%y<*^ (that is the Hill

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or Mountain of Mars) was a Place at Athens, in which* 
when -Aforj was accufed of Murder and Inceft, as 
though he had killed Halirotbius, Neptune's Son, arid 
debauched his Daughter Alcippd> He was forced to 
defend himfelf in a Trial befoTe twelve Gods, and 
was acquitted by fix Voices ; frorrt which that Place 
became a Court, wherein were tried capital Caufes, 
and the Things belonging to Religion/ a 'The Areopa- 
gita were the Judges, whofe Integrity and good Credit 
was fo great,, that no Perfon could be admitted into 
their Society, unlefs, when he delivered in public an 
Account of his Life paft, he was found in every Part 
thereof blamelefs. And, that the Lawyers who pleaded 
inight not blind the Eyes of the Judges by their Charms 
of Eloquence, they were obliged to plead their Caufes. 
without any Ornaments of Speech ; if they did other* 
wife, they were immediately commanded to be filent. 
And, left they fliould be moved to Compaffion by fee- 
ing the miferable Condition of the Prifoners, they gave 
Sentence in the Dark, without Lights, not by Words, 
but in a Paper ; whence, when a Man is obferved to 
fpeak very little, or nothing at all, they ufed prover- 
bially to fay of him, that b He is as filent as one of the 
Judges in the Areopagus. 

His Name Gravidas come9 from the Stafelinefs in 
c marching j or from his Vigour in d Irandijhing his 
Spear, 

He is called §>uirinus e from Curis, or £>uiris 9 fig- 
nifying a Spear ; from whence comes Securis quofi Semi- 
curis, a Piece of a Spear. And this Name was after- 
wards attributed to Romulus^ c becaufe he was efteem- 
ed the Son of Mars\ from whence the Romans were

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trailed £>uiritts 9 b Gradivus is the Name of Mars when 
he rages ; and §tuirinus y when he is quiet. And ac- 
cordingly there were two Temples at Rome dedicated 
to him ; one within the City, which was dedicated to 
Mars Sharinusj the Keeper of the City's Peace ; the 
other without the City, near the Gate, to Mars Gra- 
divus the Warrier^ and the Defender of the City a- 
gainft all outward Enemies. 

The ancient Latins applied to him the Title of c Sali- 
fubfulusy or Dancer* from Salio> becaufe his Temper is 
very inconftant and uncertain, inclining fometimes to 
this Side, and fometimes to that, in Wars : Whence 
we fay^ ^that the Iflue of Battle is uncertain, and 
the Chance dubious* But we rauft not think that 
Mars was the only God of War ; c for Btllona> Vifto- 
r'ta, $olj Luna y and Pluto ufe to be reckoned in the 
Number of Martial Deities. It was ufual with the £«- 
cedemonians to {hackle the Feet of the Image of Mars, 
that he fhould not fly from them : And amongft the 
Romans, the Priefts Sdlii were inftituted to look* after 
the Sacrifices of Mars, and go about the City dancing 
with their Shields. m 

He was called f Enyalius, from Enyo> that is, Bellona, 
and by fuch-like Karnes ; but it is not worth my while 
to infift upon them longer.

SECT. III. Anions of Mars. 

IT is ftrange, that the Poets relate only one A£tton 
of this terrible God.j and even that deferves to be 
concealed in Darknefs, if the Light of the Sun had 
not difcovercd it ; and if a good Kernel was not 
contained in a bad Shell. The Story of Mars and 
Venufs -Adultery, from whence * Hermione 9 a tutelar 
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% Plutarch, in Pelbpida. 
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Deity, was born, was fo publickly known, that a Ovid 
concludes that every body knows it. Sol bad no fooner 
discovered it,- but he immediately acquainted Vulcan, 
Vtnut* Hufband, with his Wife's Treachery* Vulcan 
hereupon made a Net of Iron, whdfe Links were ib 
finall and (lender, that it was invifible ; and fpread it 
over the Bed of Finns. Soon after the Lovers return to 
their Sport, and were caught in the Net. Vulcan calls 
all the Gods together to the Shew, wh& jeered them 
extremely b . And, after they had long been expofed to 
the Jeft and Hifles of the Confpany, Vulcan*, at the Re- 
quest of Neptune, unloofes their Chains, and gives them 
their Liberty : But Jlsclryon, Maris Favourite, fttf- 
fered the PunHhment that his Crime deferred $ be- 
caufe, when he was appointed to watch, he fell a- 
fleep, and fo gave Sol an Opportunity to flip into the 
Chamber. Therefore Mars changed him into a Gaf* 
Which to this Day is c fo mindful of his old Fault, that 
he conflantly gives Notice of the Approach of the Sun, 
by his Crowing. ' .

SECT. IV. The Signification of the foregoing 

Fable. 

LE T us explain this Fable. Indeed when a Venks 
is married to a Vulcan, that is, a very handfome 
Woman to a very ugly Man, it is a great Occafion ©f 
Adultery. But neither can that Dilhonefty, or any 
other, efcape the Knowledge of the Sun of Rightioufiuji 
although they may be done in the obtcureft Darknefs ; 
though they be with the utmoft Care guarded by the 

truftieft 
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rruftieft Pimps in the World; though they be commit- 
ted in the privateft Retirement, and concealed with the 
greateft Art, they wilt at one Time or other be expofed 
to both the Infernal and Celeftial Regions, in the bright- 
eft Light ; when the Offenders (hall be fet in the Midft* 
bound by the Chains of their Conference, by that fal- 
len Vulcan^ who is the Inftrument of the Terrors of 
the true Jupiter $ and then they (hall heai and fuffer 
the Sentence, that was formerly threatened to David, 
in this Life, Tkou didft this Thing ftcretly ; but I will d* 
this Thing before all Itrael, and before the Sun, 2 Sam. 
xii. 12. 

But let us return again to Mars, or rather tb the 
Son of Mar$y Tereus\ who learnt Wickednefs from his 
Father's Example ; for, as the Proverb fays, a bad Fa> 
tbtr makes a bad Child. 

SECT. V. TbeStayofTEKEtJS, the Smt 

c/Mars. 

CfEREUG was the Son of Mars, begotten of the 
Nymph Bijlonis. a He married Progne the Daugh- 
ter of Pandion, King of Athens, when he himfelf was 
King of Thrace. This Progne had a Sifter called 
Philomela^ a Virgin in Modefty and Beauty inferior 
to hone. She lived with her Father at Athens^^Progne, 
being defirous to fee her Sifter, afked Tereus to fetch 
Philomela to her j be complied, and went to Athens, 
and brought Philomek r with her Father's Leave, to 
Progne. Upon this Occafion, Tereus falls defperatfe- 
ty in Love with Philomela % and as they travelled 
together, becaufe fhe refufed to comply with his De- 
fires, he overpowered her, and cut out her Tongue, 
and threw her into a Gaol ; and, returning afterwards 
to his Wife, pretended, with the greateft Aflurancc, that

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Philomela died in her Journey ; and, that this Story might 
appear true, he feed many Tears, and put on Mourning. 
But a Injuries whet the Wit, and Defire of Revenge 
makes People cunning : For, Philomela, though (he was 
dumb, found out a Way to tell her Sifter the Villainy 
of Tereus. The Way (he difcovered the Injuries done 
to her was this ; (he defcribed the Violence Tereus of- 
fered her as well as (he could, in Embroidery, and 
fends the Work folded up to her Sifter, who no (boner 
viewed it, but (he boiled with Rage; and was fo tran- 
sported with Paffion, that (he could b not fpeak, her 
Thoughts being wholly taken up in contriving how 
(he (hould avenge the Affront. Firft then (he haftened 
to her Sifter, and brought her Home without Tereus's 
Knowledge. Whilft (he was thus meditating Revenge, 
her young Son Itys came embracing his Mother ; but 
(he carried him alide into the remote Parts of the Houfe, 
and flew him while c he hung about her Neck, and 
called her Mother : When (he had killed him, (he 
cut him into Pieces, and drefTed the Flefli, and gave it 
Tereus for Supper; Tereus d fed heartily on his own

And when after Supper he fent fo r 
his Son Itysy* Prognt told him what (he had done, and 
ftewed his Son's Head. Tereus^ incenfed with Rage, 
rufhed on them both with his drawn Sword ; but they 
fled away, and Fear added Wings to their Flight ; fo 
that Progne became a Swallow, and Philomela a^Night- 
ingale. Fury gave Wings to Tereus himfelf ; he was 
changed into a IVhoopo (Upupa) which is one of the fil- 
thieft of all Birds. The Gods out of Pity changed Itys 
into a Pheafant.

SECT. VI. The Sacrifices of Mars. 

TO Mars b were facrificed the Wolf for his Fierce- 
nefs ; the Horfe for his Ufefulnefs in War ; the 
Woodpecker and the Vultur for their Raven oufnefs ; 
the Cock for his Vigilance, which Virtue Soldiers 
ought chiefly to have ; and Grafs, becaufe it grows in 
, Towns that the War leaves without an Inhabitant ; 
and is thought to come up the quicker in fuch Places 
as have been moiftened with human Blood. 

Amongft the moft ancient Rites belonging to Mars y 
I do not know a more memorable one than the follow- . 
ing : c Whoever had undertaken the Condutt of any War 9

flied by a Sceptre, which (he holds in her Hand, 
I wearing a Crown that is fet about with Rofes and 
lies.

I Wife of Jupiter. Her Father was c Saturn^ and 
Mother Ops: She was born in the Ifland Samos 
ere (he lived till fhe was married 
P. Really (he carries a very majeftick Loole. How 
;ht, how majefticdl, how beautiful is that Face, how 
nely are all her Limbs ? How well does a Sceptre be- 
le thofe Hands, and a Crown that Head ? How much 
luty is there in her Smiles ? How much Graceful nefs 
her Breaft ? Who could refift fuch Charms, and 
fall in Love, when he fees fo many Graces? Her 
nage is ftately, her Drefs elegant and fine. She is 
of Majefty, and worthy of the greateft Admiration. 
what pretty Damfel is that which waits upon her, 
f (he were her Servant i

It is her Office befides to unloofe the Souls of Women 
from the Chains of the Body, as Mercury unloofes the 
Men's. We have an Example of this in Dido % who laid 
violent Hands on herfelf ; for, when (he was almoft 
dead, Juno lent iris to loofe her Soul from her Body, 
as Q Firgil largely defcribes it in the Fouith Book of the 
Mneid. 

But herein Iris differs from Mercury ; for whereas 
he is fent both from Heaven and from Hell, (he is fent

W JJ/. Wr*», Marfr and ift**. e Although 
fome write that Hebe had no other Parent than Ju**$ 
and was born in the Manner following : Before Juno 
had any Children, (he eat fome wild Lettuces, fet before 
her at a Feaft in Jupiter's Houfe ; and growing on a 
fudden big-bellied {he brought forth Hebe % who, for her 
extraordinary Beauty, was, by Jupiter^ made Goddefs 
of Youth, and had the Office of Cup-bearer of Jupiter 
given to her. But when by an unlucky Fall (he made 
all the Guefts laugh, Jupiter was enraged, turned her 
out from her Office, and put Ganymede in Tier Stead* 

P Which was Juno*$ moft notorious Fault ? 

M. Jealoufyrl will gjve one or two of the msnf 
Inflances of it. Jupiter loved Io 9 the Daughter of Ina-s 
cbus ; and enjoyed her. When Juno obferved that 
Jupiter was abfent from Heaven, (he jiiftly fufpe<fted 



e Paufan. in Corinth. 
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that the Purfuit of his 1 Amours was the Caufc of his Ab- 
fence. ' Therefore (he immediately flew down to the 
Earth after him, and luckily found the very Place, 
where *Jupitw and /* entertained themfelves in private. 
As fooft as Jupiter perceived her coming, fearing a 
Chiding, he turned*the young Lady into a white Cow. 
Juno, feeing the Cow, alked who Ihe was, and from what 
Bull ffee cfcme? Says \ Jupiter, (he was born on afudden 
out of the Earth. The cunning Goddefs, fufpeQing 
the Matter, defired to have the Cow, which Jupiter 
could not refufe, left he fhould increafe her Sufpicion. 
So Juno, taking the Cow, b g*ve it Argus to keep; 
which Argus had -^an hundred Eye*, two oP wljidvJw 
their Turns flept, : whilcthe others watched. 

Thus was fo under cpnftant Confinement ; nor was 
the pefpettia) 'Vigilance '-oif her Keeper her only Mif- 
fortune; for, betides* <he was fed with nothing but 
infipid Leaves«and bitter Herbs, which fhtdfh'ip Jupiter 
could not endure to fee. Wherefore -he fenjt mercury 
to Argus %o fetJofrecl Mertury, under the Difguffe 
of a Shepherd, came to Atgus, and with the Mufick 
of his Pipe lulled him afleep, and then cut off his

Ceprotina y k on the Nones of July y that is, on the 
7th Day, Maid-fervaots celebrated her Feftival, toge- 
ther with feveral Free- women, and offered Sacrifices to 
Juno under a wild Fig-tree (Caprificus) in Memory ot. 
that extraordinary Virtue, which directed the Maid- 
servants of Rome to thofe Counfels, which preferved the 
Honour of the Roman Name. For after the City was 
taken, and the GnlUck Tumults quieted, the Borderers 
having an Opportunity almoft to opprefs the Romans, 
who had already fuffered fo much; they fent an He- 
rald to teH the Romans^ that, if they defired to fave the 
Remainder of their City v from. Ruin, they muft fend all 
their Wives and Daughters. The Senate being ftrange- 
ly diftra&ed hereat, a Maid-fervant, whofe Name was 
Phiktit or Tutelar .telling her Defign to the &enate y - 
took with her feveral other Maid-fervants, drefied them

Levy, the Ditlator^ difperf- 
ed them ab^ut the Camp \ and they incited the Men to 
drink much, becaufe they faid that was a Feftival Day: 
The Wine made the Soldiers fleep foundly • whereupon 
a Sign being given from a wild Fig-tree, the Romans 
catoie and flew all the Soldiers. The Roman* were not 
forgetful of this great Service ; for they, made all thefe 
Matd-fervants free, and gave them Portions out of the 
publick Treafury : They ordered that the Day fhould 
be called Nona Caprotina, from the wild Fig-tree, from 
whence they had the Sign : And they ordered an Anni- 
verfary Sacrifice to JunoCaprotina, to be celebrated un- 
der a wild Fig tree, the Juice of which was mixed with 
the Sacrifices in Membry of the Action! 

Curis or Curitis, from her Spear* called Curis In the 
Language of the old Sabines. The Matrons were un- 
derftood to be under her Guardianfhip; whence, fays 
b Plutarchy the Spear is facred to her, and many of her 
Statues lean upon Spears, and fhe herfelf is called §>ui- 
fites and Curitis. Hence fprings tbeCuftom, that the 
Bride combs her Hair with a c Spear found (ticking in 
the Body of a Gladiator, and taken out of him when 
dead, which Spear was called Hajla Celibaris,

She is called Jferia*; becaufe 
fte is the Air itfelf, or rules in the Air ; and hence a- 
rifes the Story that Juno. is. bound by Jupiter with 
gplrf$n Chains, iron Anvils being hung at her Feet :

To 
what Purpofe has. fhe a golden. Breaft-plate, and a 
Lance in tieVKight-hand, and a terrible Shield in her 
Left ? On the Shield which (he holds, I fee a grifly 
Head befet with Snakes. And what means the Cock 
and the Owl, that are painted the>e ? ; * 

M. I will fatisfy all your Demands. She ought to 
be armed, rather. than drefled in Women's Cloaths, 
becaufe {he is d the Prefident and Inventrefs of War. 
The Cock ftarids by her becaufe he is a fighting Bird; 
and is often painted fitting on her Head-piece ; as does 
the Owl, of which by and by. But a$ for the' Head, 
which feerhs fo formidable with Snakes, fhe not only 
carries it on*her Shield, * but fometimes alfo in the" 
Midft of her Breaft : It is the Head of Medufa 7 one of

M. For that very Reafon, becaufe it is the Emblem * 
rfPttc* it ought to be given to the Goddefs of War e 
For, War 1s only made that Peace may follow. Tho* 
there is another Keafon too, why (he wears the Olive : 
For,lhe firft taught Mankind the Ufe of that Tree. 
When Cecrops luilt anew City, Neptune and Minerva 
contending about the Name of that City, it was refol- 
v cd s that whichlbever of the two Deities found out tht 
moftufeful Creature to Man, fhould give their Nam* 
to the City* Neptune brought a Horfe, and Minerva 
caufed an Olive to fpring out of the Earth, which wa* 
judged a more ufeful Creature for Man than the Horfe ;

When Jupiter faw that his Wife Juno was 
barren, he through Grief ftruck his Forehead, and after 
three Months brought forth Minerva \ from whence, 
as fome fay, (he was called b Tritonia ; Vulcan was his 
Midwife, c who, opening his Brain with the Blow of 
an Hatchet, was amazed, when he faw d an armed Vi- 
rago leaping out of the Brain of the Father, inftead of 
a tender, little, n^ked Girl. 

Some have (aid, that c Jupiter conceived this Daugh- 
ter when he had devoured Metis 9 one of his Wives, 
with which Food he prefently grew big, and brought 
forth, the armed Pallas* 

They fay befides, f that it rained Gold Ja the Ifland 
of Rhodes, when Minerva was born : Which Obferva* 
tion* Claudian makes alfo. fc -

TT £ T us firft examine whence the Names Aftnerva 

1 v and PaZSw are derived. 
Mtrurva is fo called from * diminifhing. And it is 
very true, that (he, being the Goddefs of War, dimi- 
nifhes the Numbers of Men, and both deprives Families 
of their Heads, and Cities of their Members. b But it 
may be derived from Threatenings, as I (aid before j 
becaufe her Looks threaten the Beholders with Vio- 
lence, and ftrike them with Terror. Or, perhaps, (he 
has her Name from the good e Admonitions (he gives; 
becaufe (he is the Goddefs of Wifdom. She is common- 
ly thought to be Wifdom itfeif\ whence, when Men 
pretend to teach thofe that are wifer than themfelvet, 
it is proverbially faid, d Thai Sow teaches Minerva. And 
from this Name of Minerva comes Minerval, or'Jtfr- 
nervale % fignifying the Salary that is given by tht 
Scholars to their Matters. 

The Greets call her Athena, becaufe fee never fucked 
the Breaft of her Mother or Nurfe r ; for (he was born 
out of her Father's Head, in full Strength, and was 
therefore called Motherlefs % . Plato thinks (he had this 
Name from her Skill h in divine Affairs. Others think 
ihe was fo named, ' becaufe (he is never enflaved, but 
enjoys the moft perfefi Liberty : And indeed Wifdom 
and Philofophy give their Votaries the moft perfed

She is called Pallas 9 from a Giant of the fame Name, 
which (he flew ; or from the Lake Pallas, where (he 
was firft feen by Men ; or, laflly, which is more pro* 
table b i from brandifhing her Spear in War. 
. She had many other Names, which I might now re- 
count to you , but becaufe a great many of them are 
infignificant and ufelefs, I will only fpeak of two or 
three, after I have, firft difcourfed of the Palladium. 

The Palladium was an Image of Pallas 9 preferred in 
the Caftle of the City of Trey : For, while the Caftle 
and Temple of Minerva were building, they (ay, this 
Image fell from Heaven into the Temple, before it 
was covered with a Roof. This raifed every body's 
Admiration ; and when the Oracle of Jpolb was coo- 
fulted, he anfwered, That th* City (hould be fafe fo 
long as that Image remained within it. Therefore, 
when the Grecians befieged Trey, they found c that it 
was impoffible to take the City, unlefs the Palladium 
Was taken out of it. This Bufinefs was left to VMes 
and Diwudes, who undertook to creep into the City 
through the Common Sewers, and bring away this fa- 
tal Image. When they had performed this. Trey was 
taken without any Difficulty. . d Some fay it was not 
lawful for any Perfon to remove that Palladium, or even 
to look upon it. Others add, that it was made of Wood, 
fo that it was a Wonder how it could move the Eyes 
and (hake the Spear. Others, on the contrary, report, 
that it was made of the Bones of Pelcfs, and fold, to 
the Trejans by the Scythians: They add, that /Eneas 
recovered it, after it had been taken, by the Greeks y 
from DiomedeS) and carried it with him into • Italy %

And laftly, 
others write, that there were two Palladiums, one of 
which Diomedes took, and another /Eneas carried with 
him. 

. Parthmoiy i. e. Virgin, was another of Minerva' % 
Names j from whence * the Temple at Athens, where 
fhe was moft religioufly worfhipped, was called Par- 
thenon: For Minerva, like Vejla and Diana, was a 
perpetual Virgin*, and fuch a Lover of Chaftity, that (ht 
deprived Tirefiasof his Sight, becaufe he faw her bath- 
ing in the Fountain of Helicon : b But Tirejias's Mo* 
ther, by her humble Petitions, obtained, that, fine* 
her Son.had loft the Eyes of his Body, the Sight of 
his Mind might be brighter and clearer, by having 
the Gift of Prophecy. 

€ Ovid, indeed, affigns another Caufe of his Blind- 
iiefs, to wit, when Jupiter and Jam* in a merry Dif- 
pute, made him Judge j becaufe, when he killed a She~ 
Serpent, he had been turned into a Woman, and, after 
feven Years, when he killed a He- Serpent, he was a- 
gain turned into a Man, he pronounced for Jupiter i 
wherefore June deprived him of his Sight. 

There is another illuftrious Inftance of the Chaftity 
cf Minerva i d when Neptune had enjoyed the beauti- 
ful Mtdufa (whofe Hair was Gold) in h^r Temple* 
ihe changed into Snakes that Hair which had tempted 
him ; acid caufed that thofe, that looked upon her 
thereafter, (hould be turned into Stones. 

Her Name Tritenia was taken from the Lake * Triton , 
where ihe was educated ; as we aHb may learn from 
f Lucan, who mentions the Love which Pallas bears to

Their 
hereby figrjified aHo the Underftanding of the nobld\ 
Arts, and the Aocompliflimentsof th^ Mind ; the Vir- 
tues, and efpecially Chajlity. Nor, indeed, without 
Reafon; for, 

i. Minerva is faid to be born out of Jupiter* % 

, Brain.; becaufe tbe Wit and Ingenuity of Man did 

pot invent the ufefurSciences, which for thp Good of 



^Cic. i.Offip. 
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Man were derived from the Brain of Jupiter 5 that is f 
from the inexhaufted-Fountain of the Divine Wifdom, 
from whence not only the Arts and Sciences, but the 
Bieffings of Wifdom and Virtue alfo proceed. 

2. Pallas was born armed ; * becaufe a wife Man's 
Soul, being fortified with Wiftfom and Virtue, is in* 
vincible: He's prepared and armed againft Fortune ; 
in Dangers he's intrepid, in Crones unbroken, in Ca- 
lamities impregnable. Thus b though the Image ^Jupi- 
ter fiveats in foul Weather ; yet as Jupiter himfelfis dry 
end uncoruerntd with it, fi a wife Marts Mind is har- 
dened again/i all the JJfoukt that Fortune can make upon 
htsBed*. ^ 

3. Minerva is a Virgin, c as all the Mufes are, and 
accordingly the Sight of GOD is promifed to pure and 
undefiled "%jtM j for, even ttve Heathens thought that 
ebafle Eyes could fee GOD ; and Wifdom and Mo- 
defty has often appeared in the Vifions of holy Men, in 
the rorm and Habit of Virgins. 

4. Minerva has a fevere Look, and a (tern Counte- 
nance; becaufe a wife and tnodeft Mind gains not its 
Reputation and Efteem from outward Beauty and Fi- 
nery, but from inward Honour and -VifCuep for Wif- 
dom joined with Modefty, though cloathed with Rags, 
yet lends forth a glorious (hining Luflre $ fee has as 
much Beauty in tattered Garments, as when ihe is 
cloathed with Purple, and as much Majefty when (he 
fits on a Dunghill, as when (he is placed on a Throne ; 
(he is as beautiful and charming when joined to the In- 
firmities and Decays of Old-age, as when (he is united 
to the' Vigour and Connelinefsof Youth.

JL view that Geddefij in whofe Countenance all 
Graces fit and play, and difcover all their Charms, 
You fee a Pleafantnefs, a Mirth, a Joy in every Part 
of her Face : You fee a thoufand pretty Beauties and 
Delights fporting wantonly in her fnowy Bofom. Ob~ 
ferve with what a becoming Pride fhe holds up her 
Hfead and views herfelf, where (he finds nothing but 
Joys and foft Delights. She is cloathed with a c purple

is made of Ivory, finely carved,and beautifully painted 
and gilt, and is drawn by Swans and Doves, or. Swal- 
lows, as Venus direfts, when (he pleafes to ride in it. 

P. Is that Venus* the G*ddefi+f £w, the Patronefs 
of Strumpets, the vile Prodoot^r of Impudence andLuft, 
infamous for fo many Whoredoms, Rapes, and Incefts I 

M. Yes, that is Venus % whom, in more honourable 
Terms, Men ftile the Gcddefi efthe Graces, the Au- 
thor of Elegance, Beauty, Neatncfs, .Delight, and. 
Chearfulnefs : But in Reality Che is, as you fay, an 
impudent Strumpet, and die Miftrefc and Prefident of 
Obfcenity. 

P. Why then is (he fo beautifully painted ? Why it 
her Drcfs fo glorious ? Why is not her Chariot rather 
drawn by Swine, and Dogs, and Goats, than Swans 
and Doves, the pureft and cbaftcft of Birds ? Infernal 
and black Spirits are Attendants more fuitable to ber 
than the Graces. 

M. What do you fay ?. Blind foolifli Men ufed for- 
merly to eredt Altars, and deify their Vices ; they hal- 
lowed the greateft Impieties with Frankincenfe, and 
thought to afcend into Heaven by the Steps of their 
Iniquities : But let us not inveigh againft the Manners 
of Men, but rather proceed in our Story of Venus. 

You will in other Places fee her painted, fometimes 
like a young Virgin rifing from the Sea, and riding in 
a Shelf; again, like a Woman holding the Shell in her 
Hand, her Head being crowned with Rofes. a Sometimes 
ber Pi&ure has a Silver Looking glafs in its Hand, and 
on its Feet are golden Sandals and Buckles. In the

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Piflures of the Sicyonians, fhe holds Poppy in one Hand* 
and an Apple in the other. They confecrated to her the 
Thighs of all Sacrifices except Swin£; for Verms, altho* 
Ihe herfelf be filthy and unclean, abominates Swine for 
their Uncleannefs ; or rather becaufe a Boar killed A~ 
donis her Gallant. * At Elis fhe was painted treading 
on a Tortoife, Chewing, thereby, that Virgins ought 
not to ramble abroad ; and that married Women ought 
to keep Silence, and love their own Home, and govern 
their Family. She wore a Girdle or Belt, called Gef- 
tus (from which fome derive Ineeftus, Incifi) in which all 
Kinds of Pleafures, Delights, and Gratifications were 
folded up. b Some gave her Arrows, and make Pytbam 
or Suada, theGoddejs of Eloquence, her Companion.

SECT. II. TbeDefeentofVwus. 

WE learn from fcveral Authors, c that there were 
four Fenu/s born of different Parents ; but this 
Venus j of whom we fpeak, was the eminenteft of them, 
and had the Beauties as well as the Blemifhes of the other 
commonly afcribed to her. * She fprang from the Froth 
of the Sea, which Froth was made, when they cut off the 
Secrets of Caelus or his Son Saturn, and threw them in- 
to the Sea. c Hence fhe was by the Greeks called Jphro- 
dite\ though others think ihe was fo named from the 
Madnefs with which Lovers abound. f As foon as fhe 
was born, fhe was laid, like a Pearl, in a Shell inftead 
of a Cradle, and was driven by Zephyrus upon the Ifland 
Cyprus, where the Hours [i&nrj received her, and 
took her into their Bofoms, educated, accomplifhed, and

SHE is called Venut> fays Tully ; a becaufe all Things 
are fubjeft to the Laws of Love, or are produced 
and begotten by Love : Or elfe, as b othefs fay, her 
Name is given her, becaufe fhe is eminently beautiful y 
For fhe is the Goddefs of Beauty : Or, hftly, fhe is fo 
called, becaufe fhe c was a Stranger or Foreigner to the 
Romans : For, fhe was firft worfhipped by the Egyptian*) 
and frbm the Egyptians fhe was' tranflated to the Greeks, 
and from thence to the Romans. Let us. now proceed 
to her other Names. 

Arnica, 'E***p», [fietaira] was a Name given her By 
the Athenians; d becaufe fhe joins Lovers together: And 
this Greek Word is ufed both In a good and bad Signifi- 
cation, fignifying both a Sweetheart and a Strumpet 

Armata ; becaufe e when the Spartan Women fail- 
ed put of their Towns, befieged by the Mejfenians y and 
beat them, their Hufbands, "who were ignorant of % 
went out to fight, and met their Wives returning from 
the Purfuit : The Men, believing them Enemies, made 
themfelves ready to fight j but the Women- fhewed, 
both by Words and by Deeds, that they were their

She was called by the Romans c Bar fata ; because* 
when the Roman Women were fo troubled with a vio- 
lent Itching thiat aiUtheir Hair fell off, they prayed to 
Vtnus^ and their Hair grew again : Whereupon they 
made mi linage ofJW* with a Comb, and gave it a 
Beard,, that me might have the Signs of both Sexes* 
and be thought to prefide over the Generation of both: 
That 4his might be expr-efied more plainly, the upper- 
most Part of the Image reprefented a Man, agd the 
lower Part of it a Woman.

This nafty deformed Smithy which you will wonder 
to hear, obtained in Marriage the moft beautiful God- 
defs Venus % and not long after, when he caught her 
and Mart committing Adultery, he linked them toge- 
ther with Chains, and expofed them to the Laughter 
of all the Gods. He defired mightily to marry Mi' 
nerva> and Jupiter cbnfentcd, yielding up the Virgin

Btit (he teCfted 
his Attempts, and in the Struggle his Nature fell from 
him upon the Earth, andproducedthc MG&ftef Ericfc* 
tbtmuti EricbtbiiU) or ErUhtbonicus* who was a Bojr 
with Dragon's Feet; to hide the monftrous Deformity 
of which, he fitft invented Chariots. Jftpiter (as. I 
faid) confented that Vukan fhould merry Minerva* if 
he could overcome her Modefty. Foe, when Vul&w 
made Arms for the Gods* Jupiter gave him leave to 
chufe out of the GoddeiTes a Wife, and he chofe AH- 
ntrva: bathe admonifhed Mirurva,it\he fame Time, 
to refufe him, and prefcrve her Virginity, as (he did 
admirably well. 

At Romrwtrc celebrated the Vuhama\ 3 a Feaftsjn 
Honour of Vukan \ at which they .threw Animals into 
the Fire to be burnt to Death. The Athenians tnft*- 
tuted otbex jjeails. to his Honour called Cbakea/ Jl 
Temple befides was dedicated to him upon the Moun- 
tain b /Etna, from which he is fometimes named &t-> 
nous* This Temple was guarded by Dogs, c whofe 
Senfe of Smelling Was fo exquifite, that they could dif- 
cern, whether the Perfons that came thither were 
Chafte and Religious, or whether they were Wicked : 
They ufed to meet, and' flatter, And follow the Goth!, 
efieeming them the Acquaintance and Friends of Vul-

CHAP. IV. 
jBolus. 

LE T its now blow out the Fire with the Wind^ and 
bring up Molus after Vttkan : For he who ftands 
next him is a Molus the God of Winds , begotten by 
Jupiter > of Acejla or Segefla, the Daughter of Hippota\ 
from whence he is named Hippotadeu He dwelt in 
one of thofe feven Iflands, which, from him, are cal- 
led Molia y and fomctimes Vukani*. He b was a £kil- 
ful Aftronowier, and an excellent natural Philofo- 
phcr ; he underftood more particularly the Nature of 
the Winds : And bccaufe, from the Clouds of Smoke 
of the MoUan Ijlands, he foretold Winds and Tcm- 
pefts a great while before they arofe, it was generally 
believed that they were under his Power, and that 
he could raife the Winds, or ftili them, asr he pleaf- 
cd. And from heflce he was ftiled Emperor and 
King of the Winds (the Children of AJiraus and A-

VV M. Do you expecl a Man anYong the 
Gods ? The Name of this God is Memus, a which 
Word in the Greek Tongue fignifies ,a Jefter % z Mo:ier 9 
a Mimicii for that is his Bufinefs. He follows no Emv 
ployment, but lives an idle Life; yet nicely ohferves 
the Aclions and Sayings of the other Gods, and whei 
he finds them doing amifs, or neglecting their Duty, 
he cenfures, mocks, and derides then* with the greaieft 
^Liberty. 

Neptune, Vulcan, and Minerva may whnefi the 
Truth \>{ this. They all contended which \of them 
iwas the moil (kilful Artificer; whereupon Septum 
jmade a Bull, Minerva a Houfe, and Vulcan a Man-; 
they made Mopim Judge between them ; hpt he chid 
them all three. Heaccufed Neptuw of Imprudence; 
fcccaufe he placed not the Bull's Horns in his Fon> 
liead before his Eyes ; for then the Bull might give a 
flrong and a furer Blow. He blamed Minerva, be- 
xraufe her Houfe was immoveable, fo that it could not 
be carried away, if by Chance it was placed among ill 
Neighbours. But he faid, that Vulcan was the moft 
imprudent of them all, hecaufe he did not make a Win- 
dow in the Man's Breaft, that he might fee what his 
Thoughts were, whether he defigned fom,e Tjick, or 
jurhether he intended what he fpoke.

M. b Nox and Somnus begat him. And, indeed, it 
js a Sign of a dull, drowfy, fotrifli Difpofition, when 
/we fee a Man cenfuring and difliking the Actions of

tnan Ljfe cannot poffibly fubfift without it ; whofe Heat, 
being diffufed -through all the Parts of the Body, quic- 
kens, cherifhes, refrefhes, and nourifhes us. A Flame 
really /acrid, heavenly \ and divine ; repaired daily by the 
Food which we eat* on which the Safety and WeKare 
Of our Bodies depend. This Flame moves and actu- 
ates the wholg Body ; and cannot be extinguifhed but 
when Life itfelf is extinguifhed together with it. And. 
then comes a lafting Vacation* and a certain End is put 
Iq all our Bufmefs in this World. But, if by our own 
Faults it is extinguifhed, we are guilty of our own 
Death, and deferve that aur Memory fhould rot with 
our Bodies in the Grave, and that pur Names fhould 
be entombed with our Car cafes ; which would be an 
Affli&jon no ,lefs Cevcre* than was the Punifhment of 
the guilty Vejfal Virgins* who were buried alive.

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SECT. III. Tbi Sacrifices of Cybelb, 

HER Sacrifices, like the Sacrifices of Bacchus^ 
* were celebrated with a. confufed Noiife of Tim- 
brels, Pipes, and Cymbals & and the Sacti/tcanti howled) 
as if they were mad ; they profaned both the Temple 
of their Goddefs, and the Ears of their Hearers, with 
their filthy Words and Anions. The following Rites 

f were peculiarly obferved in her Sacrifices : b Her Tem- 
ple was opened not by Hands, but by Prayers : None 
entered who had tailed Garlick : The Priefls facrificed 

* to her, fitting, and touching the Earth, and offered the 
Hearts of the Vi&ims. And, laftly, among the Trees, 

\ the Bqx and the Pine were facred to her. . The Box, 

. becaufe the Pipes ufed in her Sacrifices were made of 
it: c The Pine, for the Sake of Jtys, Atus % or Attintiy 

. a Boy that Cybele much loved, and had made him Pre- 
fident of her Rites, upon Condition that he always 
preferved his. Chaftity inviolate. But he tforgpt bis 
Vow and loft that Virtue. d Wherefore the offend- 

' cd Goddefs threyr him into fuch a Madnefe, that he. 
emafculated himfelf; (though c Lucian fays that CybeU 
did it) and, when he was about to lay violent Hands 

- upon himfelf, the, in Pity, turned him into a Pirn. 
But take Notice that there was a true Atys y the Son 
of Crcefus King of Lydia. He was born dumb: But 
when he faw in the Fight a Soldier at his Father's Back, 
with a Sword lifted up, to kill him, thfc Strings of his 
Tongue, which hindered his Speech, burft; and, by 
fpeaking clearly, he prevented his Father's Deftru&ion.

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SECT. IV. Tb£ Priejts of Cybeie. 

I a Juft now told you, that her Priefts were called * 
Galli, from a River of Phrygia of that Name : 
Such was the Nature of the Water of that River, that 
whofoever drank of it immediately grew mad to fuch ' 
a Degree as to geld himfelf. This is certain, that die 
Galli were caftrated, and from thence called Semiviri : 
As often as they facrificed, they furioufly cut and flafh* 
ed their Arms with Knives ; and thence all furious and 
mad People were called Gallantes. b Befides the Narne 
of Galli, they were alfo called Curetes, Ccrybantes, Til* 
chines, Cabiri, and Idai Daflylu Some fay, that thefc 
Priefts were different from the Galli ; but, becaufe 
moft People believe them to be the fame, and fay that 
they were all Priefts of Cybeie^ therefore I will fpeak 
fomething of each of them. 

The Curetes were either Cretans, or MtoUans* or Eu- 
bceans, and had their. Names from c Shaving ; fo that 
Curetes and Dttonji fignify almoft the fame Tiling. For 
they fliaved the Hair of their Heads before, but wore 
Hair behind, that they might not be taken (as it has 
often happened) by the Forelocks, by the Enemy j or, 
perhaps, they were called Curetes, d becaufe they were 
habited in long Vefts, Jike young Maidens ; or, laftly, 
e becaufe they educated Jupiter in his Infancy. 

Her Pjfcfts were alfo called Corybantes \ becaufe, ih 
the Sacrinxes of their Goddefs, they toiled their Heads 
and danced, and butted with their Foreheads like Rams, 
after a mad Fafliion. Thus, when they initiated any

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one in their Sacrifices, * they placed him in a Chair, 
and danced about him like Fools. 

Another Name of her Priefts was Tekhines. Thefe 
were famous Magicians and Enchanters j and they came 
from Crete to Cyprus, and thence into Rhodes* which 
latter I (land was called Telchines from them. b Or, if 
we believe others, they were deferving Men, and in- 
vented many Arts for the Good of the Publick : For, 
they firft fet up the' Statues and the Images of the Gods. 

The Cabiriy or Caberi, fo called from Gab'tri, Moun- 
tains of Phrygia, c were either the Servants of the Gods, 
or Gods themfelves, or rather Damons, or the fame 
with the Corybantfs ; for, Peopled Opinions concern- 
ing them are different. 

The Idai Daftyli d werfe the Servants and Ajjijlants 
of Magna Mater ; called Idai from the Mountain Ida, 
where- they lived; and Daftyli e from the Fingers ; 
for thefe rriefts were ten, like the Fingers : f They 
ferved Rhea every-where, and in every Thing, as if 
they were Fingers to her. * Yet many affirm, that 
there were more than ten.

M. T T is Ceresy my Palaophilus, a the Daughter of 
A Saturn and Ops ; whofe fingular Beauty made 
tM Gtds themfelves her Lovers and Admirers. Her 
brothers Jupiter and Neptune fell in Love with her, and 
debauched her : b She had Proftrpina by Jupiter ; and 
by Nebtuneit is uncertain whether fhe had a Daughter 
or a Horfe : For, c as fome fey, when fhe avoided thfc 
Purfuits of Neptune, who followed her, fhe dftt her- 
felf among a Drove of Mares, and immediately put oh 
the Shape of a Mare; which Neptune, perceiving, he 
made hirnfelf a Horfe ; and from her he begat the 
ftforfe /frion. d Ovid hirnfelf is of this Opinion : And 
from hence I fuppofe the Story comes, which e Paufa- 
Wis delates. Upon the Mountain /Elms in Arcadia, an 
Altar was dedicated to Ceres ; her Image *ha£ the Body 
of a Woman, but the Head of a Horfe; it remained 
intire and- unhurt in the Midft of Fire. Yet others 
have told us, that Geres did not bring forth a Horfe, 
but a Daughter : f The Arcadians thought it a wicked 
Thing to call this Daughter by any other Name

Ceres was greatly afliamed of this Difgrace : She ex- 
ceedingly lamentea the Lofs of her Honour, and tefti- 
fied her Sorrow by the Mourning Cloaths, which af- 
terwards fhe wore (whence ihe was named Malaria, 
Mfoatva* nigra :) She retired into the dark Recedes bf 
a Cave, where fhe lay fo privately that none of the 
Gods knew where me was, till Pan the God of the 
Woods difcovered her by Chance, and told Jupiter; 
who, fending the fates to her, perfuaded her at laft 
to lay afide her Grief, and rife out of the Cave, which 
was a happy and joyful Thing for all the World. For, 
in her Abfence, a great Infection reigned throughout 
all Sorts of Jiving Creatures, which fprang from the 
Corruption of the Fruits of the Earth, and the Gra- 
naries every- where. , 

P. But why were the Fruits of the Earth corrupted 
in her Abfence ? . 

M. Why ? Do you not know that fhe is the Goddsfs 
of the Fruits, and that her very Name is derived * from 
her Care, in producing or preferving the Fruits of the 
Earth ? And have you not heard that fhe firft invented 
and taught the Art of tilling the Earth, and ("owing 
Corn, and all Pulfe (except Beans) and of making 
Bread therewith, whereas before they only eat Acorns ? 
This you may learn from c Ovid, who tells us that 
Ceres was the firft that made Laws, provided whole- 
fome Food, and taught the Art of Husbandry, of Plow- 
ing and Sowing : For, before her Time, the Earth lay

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rough and uncultivated, covered with Briars, and un- 
profitable Plants ; where there were no Proprietors of 
Land, they negle&ed to cultivate it ; when no-body 
had any Ground of his own, they did not * care to fix 
Land-marks: But all Things were common to all 
Men, till Ceres, who had invented the Art of Hufban- 
dry, taught Men how to exercifeit; and then they be- 
;an to contend and difpute about the Limits of thofe 
'ields, from whofe Culture they reaped fo much Pro- 
fit : And from hence it was fieceflary that Laws fliould 
be enafted to determine the Rights and Properties of 
thofe who contended. For this Reafon Certs was 
named the b Foundrefs of Laws. . 

P. I underftand now the Meaning of her Crown 
made of Corn 5 but yet I do not fee what that Handful 
ofPtppies fignifies. 

M. I will explain the Signification of that alfo in 
its Place ; but firft let me fpeak of fome other Things. 

As, 1. She is beautiful and well-fliaped, becaufe the 
Earth, which (he refembles, appears beautiful and de- 
lightful to the Beholders j efpecially when it is array- 
ed with Plants, diverfified with Trees, adorned with 
Flowers, enriched with Fruits, and covered with 
Greens ; when it difplays the Honours of the Spring, 
and pours forth the Gifts of Autumn with a bountiful 
Hand,

3. Her Preafts fwell with Milk ( a whence file is ftiled 
Mammefa ibnie times) h becaufe after the Earth is im- 
pregnated with Seed, and big with the Fruits thereof 
it brings forth all Things out of itfelf in Abundance, 
and, like a Mother, feeds and nourifhes us ; whence 
£he is called c Alma , and d Altrix noftra. 

. 4. She holds a lighted Torch ; becaufe, when Prer 
firpina was ftolen away by PluU^ her Mother c Ctrts 
yras greatly affli&ed at the Lofs of her Daugher, and 
being very defirous to find her again, (he kindled her 
Torches (they fay) with the Flames, which burft from 
the Top of the Mountain /Etna ; and with them fought 
her Daughter through the whole Worl<j. 

5.' She carries Poppy; becaufe, when through Grief 
file could not obtain the leaft Reft or Sleep, Jupiter 
gave her Poppy to eat : f For, they fay, this Plant \% 
endued with a Power to create Sleep and Forgetful- 
neis. Her Grief was a little allayed by Sleep, but (he 
forgot not her Lofs, and, after many Voyages and 
Journeys, (he at lajt heard where Proferpina was, as 
you will hear in its proper Place. • 

P. But what is that young Man tfctt fits in a 
Chariot drawn by (lying Serpents ? 

M. It is Triptolemus, in the Chariot which. Ceres 
gave him. He was the Son of Eleujius^ or Ceres^ a 
Nobleman. Ceres brought him up from his Infancy, 
upon this Occafion: Whilft flie fought Proferpina by 
Sea and Land, * upon the Way (he came into the City 
Eleups % where the Father of Triptolemus entertained 
her i whofe Kindncfe (he requited, by breeding up his

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young Son, whom in the Day-time (He fed * with a m 
leftial and diving Milk> but in the Night covered him 
all over with Fire. The Child in a few Days became 
a beautiful young Man, by this extraordinary Manner 
of Education ; infomuch that his Father, greatly won- 
dering at this fpeedy Progrefs, was very deiirous to 
know how Ceres dealt with his Son; he therefore 
looked tbrough a fmall Hole, and faw Ceres cover his 
Son Triptolemus with burning Coals. This affrighted 
him fo, that he cried out, that Ceres was murdering 
his Sonv wherefore he ran into the Room to favc 
him. .Ceres punifhed his imprudent Curiofity with 
Death ; then putting Triptolemus in the Chariot that 
you fee, (he fent him throughout the World to (hew 
Mankind the Ufe of Corn. He executed her Com- 
mands fo faithfully, and taught Men the Art of Huf- 
bandry, or Sowing and Reaping, and of thre&ing the 
Corn fo well, that he obtained his Narne b Triptohmsts 
from thence. c Ovid gives us an excellent Defcrip- 
tion hereof in the End of ttrc Fifth Book pf his Metd- 
Tttirpbojxs,

M. That Creature was once a Boy, whom Ceres, for 
his Malapertnefs, changed into a little Beaft like a Li- 
zard. For when Ceres was very weary with Travelling, 
and thirfty, (he came to a Cottage, and begged a little 
Water to waft her Mouth, of an old Woman that lived 
there : The old Woman not only gave her Water, but 
alfo Barley-broth j which when the Goddefs fupped up 
greedily, the Woman's Son Stellio, a faucy Boy, mocked 
her. This raifed Ceres's Anger fo far, that, in a Rage, 
(he flung fome of the Broth into the Boy's Face, a who 
was thereby changed into zx^Evet or Newt. 

But do you fee the Man rolling himfelf upon the 
Ground, and tearing and eating his own Flefli ? 

P. I obferve him : What is his Name, and why is 
.he fo cruel to himfelf? 

M. They call him Erifichthon. In Contempt of the 
Sacrifices of Ceres, he defiled her Groves, and cut down 
one of her Oaks ; for which he was punifhed with per- 
petual Hunger : So that, when he has devoured all the 
Meat and r ood which he can by any Ways procure, 
he is forced to eat his own Flefh to fupport his own 
Body ; and to bring upon himfelf an horrible Death, 
the better to fuftain his Life.

AMONG all the Cerealia, or Sacrifices inftitu- 
ted to the Honour of Ceres, thefe which follow 
are "the chief j Elcufmia (by which b Name the. God-

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defsherfeif was alfo known) were (o called, becaufc 
they were firft celebrated in the City Eleufis. Of thefe 
were two Sorts ; the Major a, confegrated to Cens 9 and 
the Minora -to Proferpina. a It was a Cuftom, that 
thofe who were initiated in the Majtra, never pufled 
off the Cloaths, which they then wore, till they fell off 
in Rags, b In both the Majora and Minora ^ a perpe- 
tual and wonderful Silence was kept? To publifh any 
Thing concerning them was a Clime ; whence came 
the Proverb concerning fiUnt Perfom 9 'AtW v % i.\iv*U\k 
[Attica Eleufinia\ and the Word Myjlerium fignifies a 
religious Riu from Mu«, [Muo] os claudo. Lighted 
Torches were ufed in their. Sacrifices, c becaufe Ceret % 
with them, fought Proferpina ; and, up and down the 
Streets and the Highways, they cried out Proferpina^ 
till they had filled all Places with their difmal Howl- 
ings. Games were celebrated in thefe Sacrifices, in 
which the Viclors d were honoured with a Barley Crown. 
The _ c The/mopboria were inftituted by TriptoUmus ; 
and thofe Women, who vowed perpetual Chaftity, 
were initiated in them. For fome Days a Faft was 
kept 5 and Wine was f altogether banifhed from her 
Altar; whence this Expreffion came Cereri nuptias fa- 
cere, which ( among the Ancients) fignifies a Feaft 
where there was no Wine. Swine were facrificed to 
this Goddefs, * becaufe they hurt the Fruits of the

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Earth; And Garlands, a compofed of Ears of Corn, 
were offered to her. 

Amharvalia were inftituted to purge the Fields, and 
to beg FruttfuJnefs and Plenty. They were fo called, 
b becaufe the Sacrifices were led about the Fields ; as the 
Suburbs [Jmburbium] were efteemed facred ; becaufe 
the Sacrifice was carried round the City. Thefe Sacri- 
fices were performed by Hufbandmen, c who carried a 
Sow big with young, or a Cow-calf, through the Corn 
and the Hay, in the Beginning of Harveft, thrice ; the 
..Countrymen following him with Dancing, and Leap- 
ing, and Acclamations of Joy, till all the Fields rung 
with the Noife. In the mean J Time, one of them, a- 
dorned with a Crown, fung the Praifes of Ceres ; and af- 
ter they had offered an Oblation of Wine mixed with 
Honey and Milk, before they began to reap, they fa- 
crificed the Sow to her. d The Rites of thefe Ambar- 
wtlia are beautifully defcribed by Virgil*

AL Yon mean in thefe nine, Virg \m % • that arc 
crowned with Palmes ; Do you not ? 

P* Certainly. How pleafantly and kindly they 
fmile! How decent and becoming is their Drefs! Hov 
handfomely do they fit together in the Shade of that 
Laurel Arbour ! How (kilfully fome of them play o# 
the Harp, fome upon the Cittern, fome upon the ripe, 
fome upon the Cymbal, and fome harmoniqufly fing 
and play at once ! Methinks I hear them with united 
Minds, Voice and Hands, make an agreeable Concora 
arifmg from their different Inftrumenfs, governing the'u; 
feveral Voices in fuch a Manner, that they make the 
moft noble Harmony, whofe pieafwg Charms, entering 
into rpy Ears, ravifh my Mind with Pleafurc. 

M: They are the Mufes b the MiftrefTes of all the 
Sciences, the Prefidents of the Mufuians and Poets \ 
and the Governors of the Feafts and Solemnities of the 
Gods. c "Jupiter begat them of the Nymph MnemoJyne y 
who afterwards- brought them forth upon the Moun- 
tain Pterins. Some affirm that theyhad other Parents,

SECT. II. Tbe Names of the Muses. 

TH E Mufes, or Mufe, were formerly called Mo- 
f* y and- were fo named from a a Greek Word, 
that fignifies to enquire ; becaufe Men, by enquiring of 
them, learn the Things of which they were before 
ignorant. But others fay, they had their Name from 
* their Refemhlance, becaufe there is a Similitude, and 
an Affinity and Relation betwixt all the Sciences j in 
which they agree together, and are united with one 
another. Wherefore the Mufes are often painted with 
their Hands joined, dancing in a Ring j in the Middle 
of them fits Apollo > their Commander and Prince. The 
Pencil of Nature defcribed them in that Manner upon 
the Agate which Pyrrbus, who made War againft the 
Romans, wore in a Ring. For in it was a Reprefenta- 
tion of the Nine Mufes, and Apollo holding a Harp ; and 
thefe Figures were not delineated by Art, but by the 
c fpontaneous Handy-work of Nature ; and the Veins 
of the Stone were formed fo regularly, that every Mufe 
had her particular Diflindion.

P.TTF 7 H A T were the proper Names of each of the 
VV Mufes? 

M. They had each of them a Name derived from 
fome particular AccomplHhment of their Minds or 
Bodies. 

The Firft, Calliope, was fo called * from the Sweet- 
nek ef ber Voice \ (he prefides over Rhetor ick, and is 
dteehied the moft excellent of all the Nine. 

The Second, Clio, is fo named from b Glory. For 
(he is the Hijlorjcal Mufe, and takes her Name from 
the Fambufnefs of the Things (he records. 
- TftfeTTfird, Erato; has her Name c from Lot>e 9 be* 
caufe (he fihgs of Amours; or becaufe learned Men 
are beloved and praifed by others. She is alfo called 
Saltatrix ; for fhe firft invented the Art of Dancing, 
over which (he prfefided. She was alfo the Inventrefs 
of Poetry; ' 

The Fourth, Thalia, from d her Gaiety, Brijkneft, 
and PUafantry ; becaufe (he fings pleafantly and wan- 
tonly. Some afcribe to her the Invention of Comedy, 
others of Geometry. . » 

Tha -FKthj-Melpomene, from e the Excellency of hn 
Song, and the Melody Jhe makes when /be fings. She. is 
fuppofed to prefide oyer Tragedy 9 and to nave invented 
Sonnets, 

The Sixth, Terpfichore, has her Name from f the 
Pleafure Jhe takes it Dancing, becaufe (he delights" in 
Balls. Some call her Cithariflria,

Thefcghth, Pofypbymnia 9 or rolymnia, or, Polymneia, 
from b her excellent Memory: and therefore .the Inven- 
tion of writing Hiftory is attributed to her ; which re- 
quires a good Memory* It; was owing- to' her, c That 
the Songjlers add* to the Vtrfey that theyfmg* Hands and 
Fingers* which Jpeak more than the Tongue; em exprejjfue 
Silence ; a Language without Words ; tnjbort* Gefture and 
Anion. 

The Ninth, d Urania* was fo called either betaufe 
fee fings of divine Things ; or becauf?, through her 
Affiftance, Men are praifcd to the Sties ; or becaufe, 
by the Sciences, they become converfant in the Con- 
templadoit of Things Geiejlial. 

Rabujius* a modern Poet, has comprifed the Names 
of thefe nine Mufes in a e Diftich : That is, he has 
made the note Mufes to fland, which is femetlsing 
ffrange, bu€ upoOkeleven.Feet. Perhaps you will rer 
member their Names better, when they are ttius joined 
together in two Verfes.

It was anciently called £or- 
najfus, from Larnace, the Ark of Deucalion, which reft- 
ed hese, and was named Pamajfus, after the Flood, 
from an Inhabitant of this Mountain fo called. 

Citherides or Citheriades, from the Mountain Cithc- 
ron, where they dwelt. 

Aonides, from the Country Aonia. 

Pieridet, or Pieria, b from the Mountain Pieruf, or 
Pieria, in Thrace y or from the Daughters of Pierius 
and Anippe ; who, daring to contend with the Mnfer % 
were changed into Pjw. 

Pegafides and Hipfocrenides, from the famous Foun- 
tain Helicon, which, by the Gra& is called c Hippo- 
crew, and, by the Latins, d Caballinus, both which 
Words fignify the Horfe's Fountain : It was alfo named 
Pegafeius, from Pegafus the winged Horfe, * who ftrik- * 
ing a Stone in this Place with his Foot, opened the.' 
Fountain, f and the Waters of it became Vocal. 

Aganippides, or Aganippe*, from the Fountain Aga* 
nlppe.

VV M. Some write, * that they were but 
Three in the Beginning 5 becaufe Sound, out of which

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all Singing is formed, is naturally threefold; either made 
by the Voice alone $ or by blowing, as in Pipes : or by 
ftiiking as in Citterns or Drums. Or, it may be, be- 
caufe there are three Tones of the Voice or other In- 
ftruments, the Baft, the Tenor, and the Treble. a Or 
beCaufe Three is the moft perfeft of Numbers ; for it 
agrees to the Perfons of the Godhead. b Or, laftly, 
becaufe all the Sciences are diftributed into three gene- 
ral Parts, PhUofopby, Rhetorick, and Mathematicks ; -and 
each three Parts are fubdivided into three other farts, 
Phikfophy^ into Logickj Ethicks, and Phyjics ; Rhetmck 
into the Demonjlrative, Deliberative^ and Judicial Kind '; 
Mathematicks 'into Muftck) Geometry ', and Arithmetic!* : 
Whence it came to pafs, that they reckoned not only 
Three Mufes but Nine. 

. Others give us a different Reafon why they are Nine. 
€ When the Citizens of Sicyon appointed three fkilful 
Artificers to make the Statues <>f the Three Mufes y pro- 
mifing to chufe thofe three Statues out of the Nine, 
wiich they liked beft ; they were all fo well made that 
thejr- could not tell which to chufe ; fo that they brought 
them all, and placed them in the Temples : And Hefioi 
afterwards affign'd to them the Names mentioned above. 

P. Were they Virgins ? , 

M. d Some affirm it; and others deny it, who rec- 
kon up their Children. But, however, let no Perfon 
dejpife the Mufa, unlefs he defign to bring Deftrudion 
upon himfelf by the Example of Thamyras or Thamyris 5 
c who, being conceited of his own Beauty and Skill in 
Singing, prefumed to challenge the Mufes to fing, up- 
on Condition, that, if he was overcome, they fhould 
punifh him as they pleafed. And after he was over- 
come, he was deprived at once both of his Harp and his 
JEyes.

Themis, Astr^a, Nemesis. 

P.npHESE three Goddeffes, I fee, contrive and 
X confult together of Affairs of great Moment. 

M. I fuppofe fo : For the Bufinefs of them is al- 
moft the fame : The fame Fundion is incumbent upon 
each of them. But, however, let us infpe& them all 
fingly. 

Themis, the firft of them, a is the Daughter of Cae- 
lum and Terra. According to the b Signification of her 
Name, her Office is to inftruft Mankind to do Things 
honeft, juft, and right. c Wherefore her Images were 
brought and placed before thofe who were about to 
fpeak to the People, that they might be admonifhed 
thereby to fay nothing in publick, but what was juft 
and righteous. Some fay, d {he fpoke Oracles at DeU 
phi, before Apollo j though e Homer fays, that (he ferved 
Apollo with Neflar and Ambrofia. There was another 
Themis, of whom Jujlice, Law, and Peace are faid to be 
born. Hefiod, by way of Eminence, calls her f Modeft % 
becaufe (he was aihamed to fee any Thing that was done 
againft Right and Equity. EufeUus calls her Carmen* 
ta ; « becaufe, by her Verfe and Precepts* (he dire&s every 
one to that which is juft : When he means a different 
Carmenta from the Roman Carmenta, who was the Mo- 
ther of Evander, otherwife called Themis Nicoftrata* a

riots again* And when their Wives conceived, and 
brought forth fine Children, they ere&ed a Tetfijflt 
in Honour of Carmenta. 

AJlraa y e the Daughter of Aurora and AJIrcsus, die 
Titan (or, as others rather fay, the Daughter Of Jupi* 
ter ahd Themis) was efteemed f the Prince of Jvjfce. 
The Poets feign, that in the Golden Age (he defcehded 
from Heaven to the Earth ; and being offended at tkH 
by the Wickednefs of Mankind, * fhe retttrnedto Htt- 
yen again > after all the other Gods had gone before fcfer.

The Parents of Nemefis were b Jupiter and NeceJJity ; 
or, according toothers, Nox and Oceanus. She was 
the Goddefs that rewarded Virtue, and punifhed Vice; 
and fbe taught M$n,their Duty* fo that (be received 
her Narae. c i /r^ the Dijhibution that /he made to every 
body.- Jupiter enjoyed her, as the Story fays, in the 
Shape of a Goafe % * after which (he brought forth an 
Egg, which (he gave to a, Shepherd, whom (he met, 
tq b$ carried to Leda. Leda laid up the Egg in a Box, 
and Helena was foon after produced of (hat Egg. But 
others give us quite different Accounts of the Matter. 
The Romans certainly, facrificed to this Goddefs, when 
they went to War; whereby they fignified that they 
never took up Arms, unlefs in a juft Caufe. She is 
called by another Name, Adraftaa y from Adreftus y a 
King of the Argiveiy who firft built an Altar to her: 
Or, perhaps, horn the e Difficulty of ef coping from her ; 
becaufc no guilty Perfon can flee from the Punifhment 
due to his Crime, though fometimes Jufiice overtakes 
Mm late : She has indeed f Wings, but does .not al- 
ways ufe them, but then * the flower her Foot is, the 
harder is her Hand. 

Rhamnufia is another Name of this Goddefs, from 
Rbamnus, a Town in Attica, h where (he had a Tem- 
ple j in which there was a "Statue of her made of one

WE are now come into the fecond Part of the 
Right-hand Wall, which exhibits the Images 
of the Gods and Goddeffes of the Woods. Here you may 
fee the Gods Pan, Sylvanus, and the Fauns, Satyrs, &'- 
lenus, Priapus, Ar'tftaus, and Terminus. 

And there you fee the Goddeffes, Diana, Pales, Flo- 
ra, Feronia, Pomona, and an innumerable Company of 
Nymphs. 

P. What Gods do you (hew me ? Do you call thofe 
Cornuted Monfters Gods? Who are half Men, and 
half Beafts, hairy, and (baggy, with Goat's Feet and 
Horfes' Tails.' 

M. Why not? Since they have attained to that Ho- 
nour. Firft, let us examine the Prince of them all Pan. 

Pan is called by that Name, either, as fome tell us, 
k becaufe he was the Son- of Penelope by all her Wooers', 
or c becaufe he exhilarated the Minds of all the Gods 
with the Mufick of the Pipe, which he invented 5 and 
by the Harmony of the Cittern, upon which he played

M* Believe me, he has frighted the Men" too : For 
when the Gauls, under Brennus their Leader, made an 
Irruption into Greece, and were juft about to plundejr 
the City Delphi^ Pan in the Night frightened' them fp 
much, that they all betook themfelves to Flight, wheft 
no- body purfued them. Whence we proverbially fay,; 
that Men are in a Pamci Fears, when we fee them af- 
frighted without a Caufe, 

Now hear what the Image of Pan fignifies. Pan > they 
fay, is a Symbol of the Universal .World, as I intimated 
before; b In his upper Part he refembles a Man, in his 
lower. Part a Bead; becaufe the fuperior and celeflial 
Partof the World is beautiful, radiant, and glorious; 
as is the Face of this God, whofe Horns refemble the 
Rays of the Sun, and the Horns of the Moon. The 
Rednefs of his Face is like the Splendor of the Sky ; 
and the fpotted Skin, that he wears, is an Image of 
the Starry Firmament. In his lower Parts he is flag- 
ged and deformed, -which represents the Shrubs, and 
wild Beafts, and Trees of the Earth below. His Goats 
Feet fignify the Solidity of the Earth ; and his Pipe of 
feven Reeds, that celeftial Harmony which is made by 
the feven Planets. He has a Sheep-hook,' crootced at 
the Top, in his Hand, which iignifies the Turning of 
the Yeaf into itfelf,

M. .'TJie Painter was modeft, and therefore Rained 
but half of bim, becaufe he is a ibaipelefs md.qbfcens 
Deity: His Name > J*r\a$ui^ I aim aibamedtta \$\\ 
the Story of him, it is fo very filthy ; and therefore I 
fhaft fay-oniyi thathe was the-Stmof Vrnusmi Bacchus, 
born at Lawpfacus, where hi? Mother hatiaghis Defer* 
mity, and the Difproportion of his Members, rejected 

him. 
• 
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him. Yet he pleafed the Women of Lempjaeus, info- 
much that their Hufbandi banifhed htm from the City, 
till by the Oracle's Command he was recalled, and 
made God of the Gardens, and crowned with Garden 
Herbs. He carries aUfctte in his Hand, to cm offfrofh 
the Trees all fuperfluous Boughs, and to drive away 
Thieves and Beafts, and mifchievous Birds;* from 
whence he is called Aviflupor* Therefore his Image is 
ufually placed in Gardens, as we may learn from a 77- 
^Mlus, b Virgil, and c Horace. He is called HetieftoMi- 
acus by the Poets; becaufe the City of Ldmffhtks 9 
where he was born, was fituated upon the Helhfpout. 
All agree that he was very deformed, and they f«js that 
this was the Occafion of the Deformity of this God. 
-When Juno faw Venus was big with Child, (he wis 
jealous ; and therefore, under Pretence of affiftmg her 
in her Labour, flie fprfefully mifufed her, fo that the 
. young Child was fpoiled and deformed, and from his 
Deformity called Priapus, Phallus, and Fafcinum \ all 
which three Names favour of Obfcenity 5 though by 
fome d he is called Bonus Damon, or Geniur. Indeed

CHAP. XVII. 

A R I S T & U S, 

HE is called Ariftaus % whom you fee bufled in that 
Nurfery of Olives, Tupporting and improving the 
Trees, He is employed in drawing Oil from the OHve^ 
which Art he firft invented. He alfo found out the U& 
of Honey, and therefore you fee fome Rows of Beehive* 
near him. a For which two profitable Inventions* the 
Ancients paid him divine Honours. 

He was otherwife called Namius and Agraus, and: 
was the Son of b Apallo by Cyretu y or, as Clara fays, the 
Son of Z,/tarPtf/*r y educated by the Nymphs, and taught 
by them the Art of making Oil, Honey, and Cheefe; 
He fell in Love with Euridlce the Wife of Orpbeut, and 
purfued her into a Wood, where a Serpent flung hef 
fo that file died. The Nymphs hated him fo much for 
this, that they deftroyed all his Bees, to revenge the 
Death of Euridlce. This Lofs was exceedingly de- 
plored by him; and afking his Mother's Advice, he 
was told by the Oracle, that he ought by Sacrifices to 
appeafe Euridice. Wherefore he facrificed to her Tour 
Bulls, and four Heifers, and his Lofs was fupplied ; fo^ 
fuddenly a Swarm of Bees burft forth from the Car- 
cafes of the Bulls. €

They call him Ter- 
minus, and. imagine that the Boundaries and Limits of 
Men's Eftates are under his Protedtion. His Name, 
and the divine Honours paid to him by the Ancients, 
are mentioned by a Ovid, by b Tibtdlus, and by c Seneca* 
The Statue of this God d was either a fquare Stone, or 
a Log of Wood plained ; which they ufually perfumed 
trith Ointment, and crowned with Garlands. 

And indeed the Lapides Terminates (that is, Land- 
Marks) were efteemed /acred: c fo that whoever dared

Place, his Head became devoted to the Diis Tjrmnati- 
busy and it was lawful for any Body to kill him, 

And further* though they did not facrifice the Lives 
of Animals to thofe Stones, becaufe they thought that it 
was not lawful tojiain them with Blood*, yet they offer* 
ed Wafers made of Fiour to them, and the firft Fruits 
of Corn, and the like : And upon the laft Day of the 
Year they always offered Feftivals to their Honour, 
called Terminatia. 

Now we paft to the Goddeffis of the Woods. 



CHAP. XIX. 

The Goddefs of the Woods. Diana; 

p,TT is very well. Here comes a Goddefs * taller 
X than the other Goddefles, in whofe Virgin-Looh 
we may eafe our Eyes, which have been tired with the 
horrid Sight of thofe monftrous Deities. Welcome, 
Diana; b your hunting Habit, the Bow in your Hand, 
and the Quiver full of Arrows, which hangs down from 
your Shoulders, and the Skin of a Deer fattened to your 
Breaft, difcover who you are. c Your Behaviour, which 
is free and eafy, but modeft and decent j your Garments, 
which are handfome and yet carelefs ; (hew that you 
are a Virgin. Your d Name Ihews your Modefty and 
Honour. I wifh that you, who are the tailed of the 
Goddefles, e to whom Women owe their Stature, would 
implant in them alfo a Love of your Cbaftity. For I 
know you hate, you abhor the Converfation of Men,

Yet reje£t the 
Temptations of Delight, and abhor the charming 
Witchcraft of Pleojure with all your Heart. 

Aclaon % the Son of Arifiants y that famous Huntfman, 
* fatally learned this, when he impudently looked upon 
you, when you were naked in the Fountain : You de- 
ferred not the Punifliment of his Impurity for a Mo- 
ment, for, fprinkling him with the Water, you chang- 
ed htm into a Deer, to be afterwards torn in Pieces by 
his own Dogs. 

Farther Honour is due to you ; becaufe you are die 
Moon, b the Glory of the Stars, and the only Goddefs 
c who obferved perpetual Chaftity. 

Nor am I ignorant of that famous and deferring 
Adion which you did, to avoid the Flames of Alphas* 
d when you fo haftilv fled to your Nymphs, who were 
all together in one Place; and befmeared both yourfelf 
and them with Dirt fo, that when he came he did not 
know you: Whereby your honeft Deceit fucceeded 
according to your Intentions 5 and the Dirt, which 
fouls every Thing elfe, added a new Luftre to your 
Virtue. Welcome once again, O ! c Guardian of the 
Mountains; by whofe kind Affiftance Women in 
Childbed are preferved from Death.

Nor can you fuppofe 
othcrwife from thofe Things, which I now repeat about 
Diana* For,; from a Boy I have loved this Goddefs for 
heft Modefty *< and out of refped to her I learnt thefe 
few Things, which you heard me fpeak. I am wholly 
blind, and *heg f that by v, your Affiftance you would 
guide me. , I /peak fincerely, I am a mere Frefh-man. 

M. You can fcarce make me believe fo. But, how- 
ever, I will verify the old Proverb, a and teach one that 
knows more than myfelf. I will begin from that Word 
that you laft mentioned. 

Diana is called b TAformis and Tergemina. Firft, 
becaufe, though (he is but one Goddefs, yet (he hath 
three different Names, as well as three different Offices : 
In the Heavens (he is called Luna ; on the Earth (he is 
named Diana ; and in Hell (he is ftyled Hecate or Profer- 
pinai • In the Heavens (he enlightens every Thing by 
her Rays 5 on the Earth (he keeps under her Power all 
wild Beafts by her Bow and her Dart * and in Hell (he 
keeps all theUhofts and Spirits in Subjeftion to her by 
her Power and Authority. Thefe feveral Names and 
Offices ire com pri fed in an ingenious c Diftich. But 
altho' Luna, Diana* and Hecate are commonly thought 
$0 be only three different Names of the fame Goddefs,

Secondly, becaufe (be has, as the Poets fay, TW 
Heads: The Head of a llorfe{ on bright Side, of a 
Dog on the Left, and a human Head in the Midft: 
Whence feme call her ^ Three-headed, or Th*ee-faced. 
And c others afcribe to her the Likenefs of a Bull, a 
Dog, and a Lion. d Virgil and • Claudkm alfo mco- 
rion her three Countenances. Thirdly, according to 
the Opinion of fome, (he is called Triformis, f becaufe 
the Moon hath three feveral Phafes or Shapes : The 
New-Moon appears arched round with a* Circle of Light. 
The Half-Moon fills a Semicircle with Light ; and the 
FvU-Moon fills a whole Circle *<k Orb- withes Splen- 
dor. But let us examine thefe Names more exactly. 

She is named Luna * from JJH»ingi either btcaufe (he 
only in the Night-time fends forth a glorious Light, or 
elfe becaufe fbefhines by borrowed Light, and not by 
her own ; and therefore the Light with which file fbtees 
is always b new Light. Her Chariot is drawn with a 
tyhife and black Hprfe; or with two Oxen ; becaufe fbe 
has got two Horns ;' fometimes a Mute is added, fays 
Feflusy becaufe fee is barren, and Amies by the Light of 
the Sun. Some fay, that Luna of both Sexes fcure

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. been worftipped, efpecially among the Egyptians ; and 
indeed, they give this Property to all the other Gods. 
Thus both Lunus and Luna were t worfhipped, but vtoth 
this Difference, that thofe who worfhipped Luna were 
thought fubjeft to the Women, and thole who wor- 
lhipped Lunus were fuperior to them. * We mull alfo 
obferve, that the Men facrificed to Venus y under the 
Name of Luna, in Women's Cloaths, and the Women 
in Men's Cloaths. 

This Luna had a Gallant who was named Endymion, 
and he wa^ mightily courted by her \ b infomuch that, 
to Jcifs himi flie defcended out of Heeiven, and came 
to tne Mountain Latmfur, or Latbynius, in Carta ; where 
he lay condemned to an eternal Sleep by Jupiter ; be- 
r c^ufe ? when he ,\yas taken into Heaven, he impudently 
attempted to violate the 'ModeRy of Juno. In reality, 
Bndymionw2& a famous J/ironomer, who firft defcribed. 
the Courfe of the Moon, and he is reprefented fleeping, 
becaufe he contemplated nothing but the Planetary 
Motions. 

; Hecate may be derived from wo&n [Hecathen] mi- 
nus \ becaufe the Moon darts her Rays or Arrows afar 
?ff. c She is faid to be the' Daughter of Ceres by 
Jupiter, who being caft out by her Mother, and ex- 
posed in the Streets, was taken up by Shepherds, and 
nourithet} by them ; for which Reafon d (he was wor- 
shipped .jn the Streets, ^ndher Statue was ufually fet be- 
fore &e. Doors of the Houfes, whence (he took the 
Name Profylaa, Others derive her Name from Uarov 
L%krtw*\ centum, becaufe they facrificed a hundred

down HelL However, it is certain, (he is called Tri- 
via a Triviisy from the Streets ; for fhe was believed to 
prefide over the Streets and Ways ; fo that they facri- 
ficed to her in the Streets ; a and the Athenians, every 
New Moon, made a fumptuous Supper for tier there, 
which was eaten in the Night by the Poor People of 
the City. b They fay that Ihe was eiceffiVe tail ; her 
Head was covered with frightful Snakes inftead of Hafr, 
and her Feet were like Serpents. c She was reprefented 
encompafled with Dogs; becaufe that Anioiajt was 
/acred to her ; and Hefychius fays, that ihe Was fome- 
times reprefented by a Dog. We are told that (he 
prefided over Inchantments, and that, d when ihe was 
called feven Times, (he came to the. Sacrifices : As 
foon as thefe were finifhed, e feveral Apparitions ap- 
peared, called from her Hecataa. ^' \ 

She was called by the Egyptians f Buiaftis\ her 
Feafts were named Bubajiaa\ and the City where 
they were yearly celebrated, was called BubaJHs." 

Brimo is another of the Names of Rebate and Diana; 
which is derived from g the City, which fhe gave when 
jfpollo or Mars offered Violence' to her when (he was a 
hunting. 

She was called Lucina, and Opisi becaufe h Jhe hefyt to 
bring the Children into the Worlds which good Office (as 
they fay) flie firft performed to her Brother Apollo: 
For, as foon as (he herfelf was bprh, fte iffiftid her 
Mother Latona, and did the Office or V Midwife; 
1 but was fo affrighted with her Mother's Pain, that 
Ihe refolved never to have Children, but to live a Vir- 
gin perpetually. . * "" ' . "

She 
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She is called Chiton* and Chitonia, * becaufe Women, 
after Child-birth, ufed firft to facrifice to Juno, and 
then offer to Diana their own and their Children's 
Cloaths. 

She was named Diflynna, not only from the b Nets, 
which flie ufed c (for (he was an Huntrefs, and the Prin- 
cefs of Hunters ; for which Reafon all Woods were de- 
dicated to her) but alfo becaufe d Britomartis the Virgin, 
whom (he hunted, fell into the Nets, and vowed, if (he 
efcaped, to build a Temple for Diana. She did efcape, 
and then confecrated a Temple to Diana Diclynna. 
Others relate the Story thus : When Britomartis, whom 
Diana loved, becaufe (he was an Huntrefs, fled from 
Minos her Lover, and caft herfelf into the Sea ; (he 
fell into the Fithermens' Nets, and Diana made her a 
Goddefs. And fince we are talking of Hunting, give 
me leave to add, that the e Ancients thought that 
Diana left off Hunting on the Idts of Auguft\ therefore 
at that Time it was not lawful for any one to hunt, 
but they crowned the Dogs with Garlands, and, by 
the Light of Torches made of Stubble, they hung up 
the hunting Inftruments near them. 

We (hall only adjoin, to what has been faid, the two 
Stories of Chione and Meleager. 

Chiang was the Daughter of Dadalion, the Son of 
Dedalus : She was deflowered by Apollo and Mercury, 
and brought forth Twins, namely, Philammon, a (kilful 
Mufician, the Son of Apollo ; and Autolycbus the Son of 
Mercury, who proved a famous f Juggler, and an art- 
ful Thief. She was fp far from thinking this a Shame

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that (be grew very proud ; nay openly boafted, * that 
her Beauty had charmed two Gods, and that (he had 
two Sons by them. Befides, {he was b fo bold at to 
(peak fcornfully of Diana's Beauty, and to prefer her- 
fclf before her: But Diana did herfelf Jufticc, and pu- 
nched the Infolence of this Boafter ; for (he drew her 
Bow, and (hot an Arrow through ber Tongue, and 
thereby put her to Silence. 

MeUagtr was punifiied for his Father c t)emu?% 
Fault,- who, when he offered his firft Fruits to the 
Gods, wilfully forgot Diana \ wherefore (he Was an- 
gry, and fent a wild Boar into the Fields of his King* 
dom of Caledonia to deftroy them. MeUagtr^ accom- 
panied with many chofen Youths, immediately under- 
took either to kill this Boar or to drive htm out of the 
Country, The Virgin Atalanta was among the Hun- 
ters, and gave the Boar the firft Wound ; and foon af- 
ter Mekager killed him. He valued Atalanta more who 
wounded him, than himfelf who killed him, d and 
therefore offered her the Boar's Skin. But the Uncles

To this Goddefs they facrificed Milk and Wafers made 
of Millet, that (he might make the Pafiures fruitful 
They inflituted the Feafts calkd PaUlia or Parilk to 
her Honour, which were obferved upon the eleventh or 
twelfth Day of the Calends o(May y by the Shepherds, 
in the Field on the fame Day in which Rmukts laid 
the Foundation of the City. Thefc Feafts were cele- 
brated to appeafe this Goddefi, that (he might drive a- 
way the Wolves, and prevent the Difeafes incident to 
Cattle. Thy Solemnities obferved in the Palilian Feafts 
were many fThe Shepherds placed little Heaps of Straw 
in a particular Order, and at a certain Diftance ; then 
they danced and leaped over them : Then tbey purified 
the Sheep, and the red of the Cattle with the Fume of 
Rofcmary, Laurel, Sulphur, ancl the like 5 as we learn 
from Ovid, b who gives a Description of thefe Rites.

M. It is true, the Romans gave her the Honour of a 
Goddefs ; but, in Reality, (he was a famous Strumpet, 
who, by her abominable Trade, heaped up a great deal 
of Money, and made the People of Rome her Hein 
Particularly, (he left a certain Sum, the yearly Irj- 
tereft of which was fettled, that the Games, called 
Florales, or Floralia^ might j>e celebrated annually on 
her Birth-Day. But, becaufe this appeared fcanda- 
lous, impious, and profane to the Senate, as it really 
was, they covered their Defign, and worfhipped Flora, 
under the Title of Goddefs of Flowers } and pretended 
that they offered Sacrifice to her, that the Plants and 
Trees might flouriflj, 

Ovid follows the fame Fi&ion, and relates, b that 
Chlorite an infamous Nymph, was married to Zepty- 
rvs 9 from whom Ihe received the Power over all the 
Flowers : But let us return to Flora and her Games. 
Her Image, as we find in Plutartb, was expofed in the 
Temple of Cajlor and Pollux •, drefled in a clofe Coat, 
and holding in her Right-hand the Flower* of Beans 
and Peafe. c For while thefe Sports were celebrated, 
the Officers, or Mdiles y fcattered Beans , and other Pulfe 
amongft the People. Thefe Games were proclaimed 
and begun by Sound of Trumpet, as we find mention-

I do not 
wonder that you are deceived, fince in this Difguifc he 
deceived Pomona herfelf. When (he was very bufy in 
looking after her Gardens and Orchards with great 
Care, and was wholly employed in watering and fe- 
curing the Roots, and lopping the over-grown Bran- 
ches, b Vertumnusy a principal God among the Romans 
(called fo becaufe hi had Power to turn htafelf into 
what Shape he pleafed) was in Love with Awww, and 
counterfeited the Shape of an old grey-headed Woman. 
He c came -leaning on a Staff into the Gardens, admir'd 
the Fruit and Ifcauty of them,, and, corni»«flding ber 
Care' about them, he faluted her. He viewed the Gar- 
dens, and, from the Obfervations which he' had made, 
he began to difcourfe of Majriage,, jteJUpg her that it 
would add to the Happinefs even of a God to have her 
to Wife.

The Nymphs. 

NO W obferve that great Company of neat, pret- 
ty, handfome,1>eautiful, charming Virgins, who 
are very near the Gardens of Pomona. Some run about 
the Woods, and hide themfelves in the Trunks of the 
aged Oaks ; fome plunge themfelves into the Fountains* 
and fome fwim in the Rivers. They are called by one 
common Name a Nympbs y * becaufe they always hokyoung\ 
or c becaufe they are handfome. Yet all have their 
proper Names befides, which they derive either from 
the Places where they live, or the Offices they perform ; 
they are efpecially diftributed in Three Clafles, Cek- 
Jllal % TirreJlriaU and Marino Nymphs. 

The Cek/iiailtymphs were thofe Genii, thofe Sotdo 
and IntelUftSy d who guided the Spheres of the Heavens, 
and difpenfed the Influences of the Stars to the Things 
of the Earth. 

Of the Terrt/lrial Nymphs fome prefide over the 
Woods, and were called Dryades from a Greek Word % 
which principally fignifies an Oak, but generally any. 
Tree whatever. Thefe Dryades had their Habitations 
in the Oaks. Other Nymphs were called f Hamadryadet 9 
for they were born when the Oak was firft planted, and 
when itperilhes they die alfo. The Ancients held ftrange 
Opinions concerning Oaks, they imagined that even 
the fmalleft Oak was feat from Heaven.

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The * Druida, Priefts of the Gauls* efteeroed nothing 
more divine and facred, than the Exciefcence which 
flicks to Oaks. Others of the Terreftrial Nymphs are 
called b Oreades or Oreftiades^ becaufe they prefided over 
the Mountains Others c Napaa, becaufe they had 
Pominion over the Graves and V allies. Others 4 Li* 
mpniadiSy becaufe they looked after the Meadows and 
Fields. And others e Melia* from the Afh-trees facred 
to them ; and thefe were fuppofed to be the Mothers 
of thofe Children, who were, accidentally born under a 
Tree, or expofed there. 

The Marine Nymphs were either thofe Nymphs f 
which prefide over the Seas, and were called Nereides* 
or Nerina* from the Sea-God Nereus* and the Sea- 
Nymph Doris, their Parents ; (which Nereus and Dq~ 
ris were born of Tetbys znAOceanus ; from whom they 
were called Oceanitides and Oceania ;) or thofe Nymphs 
yrho prefide over the Fountains, and were called 8 Nai- 
des and Naiades-, or elfe inhabit the Rivers* and were 
called Fluviaks or h Potamides ; or laftly, who prefide 
over the Lakes and Ponds, and were called Lmnaies % 
\itom h\i*m* .[Limne*] a Lake. 

All the Gods had Nymphs attending them. Jupiter 
{peaks of his k in Ovid. Neptune had feveral Nymphs* 
infomuch that Hefnd and Pindar call him x Nympba- 
pies, that is, the Captain of the Nymphs. The Poets 
generally give him fifty. Phoebus like wife bad Nymphs 
called Agamppida and Mufa, Innumerable were the

Nymphs of Bacchus, who were called by different. 
Names, Baccha, Baffaridei, E hides, and Tbyades. Hunt- 
ing Nymphs attended upon Diana ; and Sea-Nymphs, 
called Nereides, waited upon Tetbys. * Fourteen very 
beautiful Nymphs belonged to Juno : Out of all which 
I will only give you the Hiftory of two. 

Aretbufa was one of Diana's Nymphs : Her Virtue 
was as great as her Beauty. The Pleafantnefs of the 
Place invited her to cool herfelf in the Waters of a fine 
clear River : Alpheus, the God of the River, aflumed the 
Shape of a Man, and arofe out of the Water : He firft 
faluted her with kind Words, and then approached near 
to her* but away (he flies, and he follows her 5 and, 
when he had fclmoft overtaken her, (he was diflblved 
with Fear, with the Afliftanceof Diana, whom (he im- 
plored, into a Fountain. b Alpheus then refumed his 
former Shape of Water, and endeavoured to mix his 
with her Stream, but in vaitfc for to this Day Aretbufa 
continues her Flight, and, oy her Paffage through a 
Cavity of the Earth, c flie goes under Ground into A7- 
«Vy. Alpheus alfo follows by the like fubterraneous Paf- 
fages, till at J aft he unites, and marries his own Streams 
to thofe of Aretbufa, in that Ifland. 

Ecbo d was a Nymph formerly, though nothing of her 
but her Voice remains now, and even when {he was

Love to him, courted him, followed him, and embraced 
the proud Youth in her Arms ; but he broke from her 
Embraces, and haftily fled from her Sight £ whereupon 
the defpifed Nymph hid herfelf in the Woods, and pined 
away with Grief, c fo that every Part of her but her 
Voice was confumed, and her Bones were turned into 
Stones.

in Love with it. A b little Water only feparated him 
from his beloved Objeft. He continued a c long Time 
admiring his own beloved Pi&ure, before he difcovered 
whatitwas thathe fo paflionately adored j bu,t, at length, 
d the unhappy Creature perceived, that the Torture he 
fuffered was from the Love of his own felf. In a Word,- 
his Paflion conquered him, and the Power of Love was 

greater

Nodofus* or Nodotus y is the God that takes Care of the, 
8 Knots and the Joints of the Stalks. 

Volufia is the Goddefs which takes care to fold the 
Blade round the Corn, before the Beard breaks out, 
which h Foldings of the Blade contain the Beard, as 
Pods do the S$ed.

JUntSy the Princes of the vaft Finny Regions, and the 
Moderators of the flowing Waves. 

A And who is that King, with black Hair and blue 
Eyes,' who holds a Sceptre in his Right-hand like a 
Fork with three Tines 9 and is fo beautifully airayed in 
a IViantle of Azure> clafping his Left-Hand round hi$ 
Qgeen's Waift ? He ftands upright in his Chariot, 
which is a large Efcalloplhell drawn by Sea-hodes* 
and attended by odd Kind of Animals* which refem-* 
We Men in the upper Parts, and Fifh in the lrfwef. 

Q.4 M. It 
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. M. It is Neptune, whofe Name is derived by the 
Change of a few Letters from the Word • Nubo, which 
iignifies totfwr ; becaufe the Sea encompafies, embra- 
ces, and, as it were, covers the Land. Or, as others be- 
lieve, he is fo called from the Egyptian Word (Nep- 
then) which iignifies theCoafts and Promontories, and 
other Parts of the Earth which are wa(hed by the Wa- 
ters. So that b Tully, who derives Neptune a Nando, 
from fwimming, is either miftaken, c or the Place is 
corrupt. 

It is Neptune, I fay, the Governor of the Sea y Ahc Fa* 
ther of the Rivers and the Fountains, and the Son of 
Saturn by Ops. His Mother preferred him from the 
devouring Jaws of Saturn,, who, as we remarked a- 
bove, eat up all the Male Children that were born to 
him, by giving Saturn & young Foal to eat in his Stead, 
In the Greek he is called iWti&r [Po/eidon] becaufe he 
fo binds d our Feet that we are not able to walk within 
his Dominions, that is, on the Water. 

When he came to Age, Saturn's Kingdom was divi- 
ded by Lot, and the Maritime Parts fell to him. He and 
jtpollo, by Jupiter's Command, were forced to ferve La- 
wnedon, in building the Walls of Troy: Becaufe he and 
fome other Gods had plotted againft Jupiter. Then 
he took • Amphitrite to Wife, who refufed a long Time 
to hearken to his Courtfhip, and comply with his De- 
fires ; but, at laft, by the Afliftance of a Dolphin, and 
by the Power of Flattery he gained her. To recom- 
penfe which Kindnefs, the Dolphin was placed among 
the Stars, and made a Conftellation. Neptune had two 
other Wives befides, Salacia, fo named from Saturn > the

SECT. II. Jfiions of Neptune. 

HE Poets tell us, that Neptune produced a b Horfi 
in Attica out of the Ground, by c (hiking it with 
his Trident 5 whence be is called Hippius 9 and d Hippo- 
dromusy and is efteemed the Prefident over the Horfe- 
Races. At his Altar in the Circus of Rome, Games were 
inftituted, in which they represented e the ancient Ro- 
mans by Violence carrying away the Sabine Virgins. 
His Altar was under Ground, and he was facrificed un- 
to by the Name of f Confute God of Counfel; which, for 
the moft part, ought to be given privately ; and there- 
fore the God Confus was worshipped in an obfcure and 
private Place. The foleran Games * Confualia y which 
were celebrated in the Month of March y were inftitu- 
ted in Honour of Neptune* whofe other Name was* as 
I have faid, Confus. At the fame Time the Horfes left 
working, and the Mules were adorned with Garlands 
of Flowers. 

Hence alfo it comes that the Chariot (as you fee) of 
Neptune is drawn by Hippocampi^ or Sea- Horfes* as well 
as fometimes by Dolphins. Thofe Sea- Horfes had the 
Tails of Fifties, and only two Feet, which were like

It was therefore Neptune's peculiar Office, not only 
to prefide over, and govern Horfes both by Land and by 
Sea, bm aUbth,e Government of Ships was committed 
to his Care, which were always fafe under his Protec- 
tion : For, whenever he d rides upon the Waters* the 
Weather immediately grows fair, and the Sea calm.

Were^d of aao- 
th'er PhorcuSy b who had three Daughters; they had 
but one Eye among them^aH, which th£yal| spp\d x 
ufe: When any of them defireel to fee apy Thing, flic 
fixed her Eye in her Forehead, in the fanie Manner as 
Men 6x a Diamond in a Ring: Wheri fbe badufcd 
it, (he piilled trie'Eye'oiit again, that her Sj fieri might 
have it ; thus they all ufed It', as there. w*2 Pccafiqn.

Neptune b endued Periclimems^ Nejtor\ Brother, with 
the fame Power, who was afterwards killed by Heradtt 
in the Shape of a Fty ; for, when he fought againft Nt* 
leuty z Fly tormented him, and (lung him violently; 
when Pallas difcovercd. to Hercules^ that this Fly was 
Perielimena'Sy he killed him. 

Neptune gave the fame Power to c Metro f Meftra^ot 
Ifieftrey the Daughter of ErifiSlhon : She obtained this 
Reward from him, becaufe he had debauched her, by 
which Power (he was enabled to fuccour her Father's 
infatiable Hurfger. ' 

For the fame Caufe Ganis, a Virgin of Tbejafy, ob- 
tained the fame, of rather a greater Power from Nep- 
ttme^for he gave her Power to change, her Sex, and 
made Mr invulnerable ; (he therefore turned herfelf 
into a Man, and was called Cm$m; She fought againft 
the Centaur s> till they had overwhelmed her with avail 
Load of 5 Trees, and buried her alive d ; after which 
Jhe yas changed into a Bird of her pwqNaine.

Two 
Princes of Parnaffus (' d Virgil and e Ovid) give merit 
elegant Defcriptions of him.

of Holes, but fo flopped with Wafc, that ne-body couW 
oifcern them. When-thejFjght began, Fire; the Goft' 
of the Chaldeans, melted the Wax, whfch^ftoppe* the** 
Hofes^ fo that Campus with Rage arid Violence, af- 
faulted him with Streams of Water, and totally -extin- ' 
gpttfaed, vanqoiflied, - and overcame him.

SEC T. I. The Mmfters of tbt &*. 
The Sirens. 

THERE were three Sirens, whofe Parentage is 
uncertain, though fome fay, c that they were the 
Offspring of Achehus the River, and Melpomene the 
Mufe. A They had the Faces of Women, but theBo— 
dies of flying Fifli : They dwelt near the Promontory 
Peloris in Sicily (now called Cape di Fart) or in tfe 
Iflands called e Sirenufa, which arefitiiate in the ex-

treme 
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extreme Parts of Italy, where, with the Sweetnefs of 
their Singing, they allured all the Men to them, that 
failed by thofe Coafts ; and when, by their Charms, 
they brought upon them a dead Sleep, they drowned 
them in the Sea, and afterwards took them out and 
devoured them. Their Names were Parnethope, (who 
died at Naples, for which Reafon that City was for- 
merly called Parthenope) Ligea, and Leucofia. 

That their Charms might be eafilier received, and 
make the greater Impreflion on the Minds of the Hear- 
ers, they ufed mufical Inftruments with their Voices, 
* adapted the Matter of their Songs to the Temper and 
Inclination of their Hearers. b With fome Songs they 
inticed the Ambitious, with others the Voluptuous, 
and with other Songs they drew on the Covetous to 
their Deftru&ion. 

P. What then ? Could no Pafiengers ever efcape 
this Plague ? 

M. Hiftory mentions only two, Ulyjfes and Orpheus, 
who efcaped. c The fir ft was forewarned of the Danger 
of their charming Voices, by Circe \ wherefore he flop- 
ped the Ears of his Companions with Wax, and was 
himfelf faft bound to the Maft of the Ship, by which 
Means he fafely paffed the fatal Coafts. d But Orpheus 
overcame them in their own Art, and evaded the 
Temptations of their murdering Mujick y by playing 
upon his Harp, and fingirg the Praifes of the Godsfo 
well, that he out-did the Sirens. The Fates had or- 
dained, that the Sirens ftiould live, till fomebody, who 
pafled by, heard them fing, and yet efcaped alive. When 
therefore they faw themfelves overcome, they grew de-

and were turned into Stones. Some write that they 

were formerly Virgins, Proferpinah Companions, who 

fought every- where for her when flie was ftolen away 

by rlajo', but when they could not find her, they were 

fo grieved that they caft tbemfelves into the Sea, and 

from that Time were changed into Sea-Monfters. a O- 

thers add, that, by Juno's Perfuafion, they contended in 

Mufick with the Mules, who overcame them, and, to 

puniflj their Ralhnefs, cut off their Wings, with which 

they afterwards made for themfelves Garlands. 

A What did the Poets fignify by this Ficlion ? 

id. That the b Minds of Men are depofedfrom their 

prober jSeat and State by the Allurements of Plea fare. It 

corrupts them ; there is not a more deadly Plague in 

Nature to Mankind than Voluptuoufnefs : Whoever 

addicts bimfelf altogether to Pleafures, lofes his Rea- 

fop, and is ruined ; and he that defires to decline their 

Charms, muft flop his Ears, and not liflen to them, but 

muft hearken to the Mufick of Orpheus 5 that is, he 

muft obferve the Precepts and Inftruftions of the Wife. 

Now turn yoor Eyes to thofe two Monfters, who 
are called Scylla and Cbarybdis.

TH E Defcription of Scylla is very various; for feme 
fay, that * (he was a mod beautiful Woman from 
the Breafts downward, but had fix Dogs Heads. Again, 
others fay, that in her upper Parts {he refembled a Wo- 
man, in her lower a Serpent and a Wolf. But^ what-

1 HoraerTOdyff, 
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ever her Pifture was, * every body fays flie was fte 
Daughter of Pborcus. She was courted by Glaucus, and 
received his Embraces j wheTeupon Circe, who paffio- 
nately loved Glaucus, and could not bear that Scylla vns 
preferred before her by Glaucus, b poifoned, with veno- 
mous Herbs, thofe Waters in which Scylla ufed to waft * 
herfelf: Scylla was ignorant of it, and, according to her 
Cuftom, went into the Fountain ; and when flie faw 
that the lower Parts of her Body were turned into the 
Heads of Dogs, being extremely grieved that (he had loft 
her Beauty, fhe caft herfelf headlong into the Sea, where 
Are was turned into a Rock, infamous for the manv 
Ship- wrecks which happen there, which Rock is ftill 
feen in the Sea, which divides Italy from Sicily, between. 
Meflina, a City of Sicily, and Rhegium (now called Reg- 
gio) in Calabria. This Rock is faid to be furrounded 
with Dogs and Wolves, who devour the Perfons who 
are caft away there. But hereby is meant only, that 
when the Waves, by a violent Storm, are darned 
againft this great Rock, the Noife a little refembles the 
Barking of Dogs, and the Howling of Wolves. 

P. You fay, that Scylla 'was the Daughter of Phor- 
cus\ but was flie not rather the Daughter of Niftts 
King of Mtgara ? • 

M. No, that Scylla was another Woman ; for Scylla, 
c the Daughter of King Nifus, wa$ in Love with AffTw 
who befieged her Father in the City of Megara. She 
betrayed both her Father and her (jountry to him, by 
cutting off the fatal Lock of purple. Haor v JO which 
were contained her Father's and her Country's Saifety, 
, and fent it to the Befieger. Minos gained the Citv by 
it, but detefted Scylla' $ Perfidioufncb, and hated her: 
She could not bear this Misfortune, but was changed 
into a Lark. Nifus, her Father, was hkewife changed 
into a Spar-tiawk, which is called Nifus, after his

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Name; and this Spar-Hawk, as if he yet fought to pu- 
hi(b his Daughter's great Bafenefs, ftill purfues tR« 
Lark with great Fury to devour nef, 

Chary^di's is a vaft Whirlpool in the fame Sicilian Sea> 
Over-againft ^Scylla, which fwallows down whatfocver 
corhes within its Circle, and vomits it up again. They 
fay, that this tibarybdis was formerly a vefy ravenous 
Woman, who ftole away tiercukfs Oxen, for which, 
Tbift Jupiter ftruck her dead with Thunder, arid 
then turned her into this Gulph. You will find an 
elegant Defection of thefe two Monfters,- Scylla arid 
Cbarybdisy m b 'VirgiL 

P. What do thefe Fables of Scylla and Char yl Hi 
repreferit to us ? 

M. They refuefent to us Luft arid Gluttony, riidrl- 
ftfous Vices, which render our Voyage thro* this World 
extremely hazardous and perilous. Luft, like Scyll*,

or the Ravenoufnefs of Wolves. Gluttony is a C&- 
rybdis, a Gulpb % a Whirl-pool that is infatiable 5 it buries 
Families ahve, and devours Eftates, and confumes 
Lands and Treafures, and fucks up allThings : They 
are neighbouring Vices* and, like Scfafeyk. Gbarybdis, 
are but little diftant from each other ; *nay, they are 
feldom feparate", but a£t with united Forces j for you 
will not eafily find a Man, who is greatly addicted to 
the Luxury of Eating and Drin&ing, who is not alfo a 
Slave to the Luxury of Goncu$ifcence y and befmeared 
with the forbidden Filth of bafe Pleafures, and wholly 
given up to do the mod vile and impudent Lufts. 

But it is now Time to confider the Place in whicli 
4he Wicked art tormented eternally^ or rather to caft 
down our Eyes upon it, in the lower Apartment of this 
Pantheon, where the Infernal Gods are painted : We 
will only take a tranfitofy View of this Scene, fince 
it will be very unpleafant to ftay long in fo doleful^ to 
£uU Plate*

VV Fellow ? Or what is his Name ? 

M. He is the Ferryman of Hell 1 his * Name is Cb<*-^ 
ron 9 which Word denotes the Ungraceful nefs of his 
Afpecl. In the Greek Language he is called nopO^uV, 
\Porthmeus\ that is, Portitor, Ferry-man. You fee his 
Image painted by the Pencil, but you may read a more 
beautiful and elegant Picture of him drawn by the Pen 
oi* Virgil. 

P. Why does be tarry with his Boat here ? 

M. To take'and carry over to the other Side of the 
Lake the Souls of the Dead, which you fee flocking on

M. Yes,; the fir/l of them is Acheron, e which re- 
ceives them when they come firft* This Acheron was 
the Son of Terra or Ceres, born in a Cave, and con- * 
reived without a Father; and, becaufe he could not 
endure Light, d he ran down into Hell, ami was changed- 
into a River, whofe Waters are extreme bitter. 

The fecond is Styx, which is-a- LAe rather than a 
River, e and was formerly the. Daughter of Qceanu^ 
and the Mother of the Gbddefs Vifioria by Acheron/ 
When Fifioriawzs on Jupiter's Side b hi sf War again ft 
the Giants, (he obtained this Prerogative for h$r Motf er,

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that no Oath that was fworn among the Gods by her 
Name (hould be ever violated : For if any of the Gods 
broke an Oath fworn by Styx 9 they were baniflied from 
the Neflar and the Table of the Gods a a Year and 
nine Days. This is the Stygian Lake, by which b 
when the Gods fwore, they obferved their Oath with 
the utmoft Scrupuloufnefs. 

The third River, Cccytas, flows our of Styx with a 
lamentable groaning Noife, and imitates the Howling, 
and increafes the Exclamations of the Damned. 

Next comes c Pblegethon or PuriphUgcthon, ^called 
becaufe it fwells with Waves of Fire , and all its Streams 
are Flames. 

. When trie Souls ot the Dead have pafled over thefe 
four Rivers, they were afterwards carried to the Palace 
of Pluto, where the Gate is guarded by a Dog with 
three Heads 9 whofe Body is covered in a terrible Man- 
ner with Snakes inftead of Hair. This Dog is the fV- 
terofHell, d begotten of Echidna^ by the Giant Typbm* 
and is defcribed by e Firgilsnid by f Horace. But from 
him let us pafs to the Prince and Princefs of Hell f : 
Pluto. and Proferpine.

CHAP. HI. 

Pluto. 

JW.Hp H I S is Pluto* the King ofHtll* a begotten of 
A Saturn and Ops, and the Brother of Jupiter 
arid 'Neptune.' He has thefe infernal Dominions allotted 
fo him, not only becaufe, in that Divifion/of his Fa- 
ther's Kingdom mentioned before, the weftern 'Parts 
tb\\ to hns Lot ; but alfo, as fome fay, b becaufe the In- 
vention of burying, and of honouring the Dead with 
Funeral Obfequies> proceeded from him : For the fame 
Rcafon he is thought to exercife a Sovereignty over the 
Dead. Look upon him, he fits oft a Throne covered 
with Darknefs, and difcoyer, if you can, his Habit, and 
tie Enfign of his Majeily more narrowly. 

P. I fee him, though in the Mirfft of fo much Dark- 
nefs, and can diftinguiih him eafily j c he holds a Key 
in his Hand, inftead of a Sceptre, and is d crowned with 
Ebony. 

M. Sometimes I have alfo feen him crowned with a 
Diadem ; and e fometimes with the Flowers of Nar- 
ciffus (or white Daffodils) and fometimes with Cyprefs 
Leaves; becaufe thofe Plants greatly pleafe him, and 
cfpecially the Nareijfus > becaufe he ftole away Profer-

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fine when (he gathered that Flower, as I (hall fhew pre- 
fentlj. Very often a a Rod is put into his Hand in the 
place of a Sceptre, with which he guides the Dead to 
Hell: b And fomettmes he wears a Head-piece, which 
makes him c invifible. His Chariot and Horfes are of 
a black Colour, and, d when he carried away Prefer- 
fine, he rode in it. But if you would know whatthofe 
Keys fignify, which he has in his Hands, the Anfweria 
plain, That, when once the Dead are received into his 
Kingdom, the Gates are locked again ft them, and* there 
is no Regrefs thence into this Life again, 
. P. Why is he called Plata ? 

M. I'll tell you that, and alfo the Meaning of the 
reft of his Names. 

His Greek Name f Pluto or Plouton, as well as his 
Latin Name Dis, fignifies Wealth. The Reafon why 
he is fo called, is, becaufe all our Wealth comes from 
theloweft and moft inward Bowels of the Earth \ and 
becaufe, as Tully writes, « all the natural Powers and 
Faculties of the Earth are under his Direction ; for all 
Things goto the Earth, and proceed from thence. 

The Name W*? [Hades] by which he is called 
among the Greeks, h fignifies dark, gloomy, and melan- 
choly \ or elfe, * as others guefs, invifible ; becaufe

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he fits in Darknefs and Obfcurity ; his Habitation is: 
melancholy and lonefomc* and he feldom appears to 
open View, 

He is like wife called a Ageftlaus^ becaufe he leads 
People to the infernal Regions ; and fometimes h Age- 
lajiusy becaufe that it was never known that Plut9 
laughed* 

His Name Febrmts comes from the old Word Fe- 
hruoy to purge by Sacrifice^ becaufe Purgations and Lu- 
Jlrations were ufed at Funerals ; whence the Month of 
c February receives alfo its Appellation; at which Time, 
cfpecially the Sacrifices, called Februa, were offered by 
the Romans to this God. 

He is called Onus ^nd Ouragus, as fome fay, * be- 
caufe he excites and haftens People to their Ruin and 
Death : but others think that he is fo named, e be- 
caufe, like one that brings up the Rear of an Army, 
he attends at the lad Moments of Men's Lives. 

We find him fometimes called f J^uietus, becaufe by 
Death he brings Reft to all Men. 

He is called Summanut, that is, the Chief * of all thr 
infernal Deities ; the principal Governor of all the 
Ghofts and departed Spirits. The Thunder, that hap-. 
pens in the Night, is attributed to him : Whence he is 
commonly filled alfo the Infernal Jupiter , the Stygian 
yupitery the Third Jupiter \ as Neptune is the Stcmd 
Jupiter* 

P. What is the Office and Power of Pluto.

CHAP. IV. 

Plutus, 

THOUGH Plutus be not an infernal God, yet, 
as his Name and Office were very like and agree- 
able to P/utOj I will take this Occafion to fay fomething 
of him ; for they are (both of them) Gods tf Rkb*s % 
which are the Root of all Evil, and which Nature, our 
common Parent, hath placed near Hell ; and indeed, 
there is not a nearer Way to Hell, than to hunt greedily 
after Riches. . 

This Plutus was the Son of b Ja/btt 9 or J<*ftus % by 
Ceres : He was blind and lame, injudicious, and mighty 
timorous. And truly thefe Infirmities are juftly afcri- 
bed to him : For, if he was not blind and injudicious,

be would never pafs over good Men, and heap hid 
Treafures upon the bad* He is lame •, becaufe great 
Eftates come flowly. He is fearful and timorous; be- 
caufe rich Men watch their Treafures with a great 
deal of Fear and Care. 



CHAP. V. 

SECT. I. Proserpine. 

JI/.QHE, who fits next to Pluto, h the §>ue*n ef 
JJ) Hell, a the Infernal Juno, b the Lady (as the 
Greeks commonly call her) and the mod beloved Wife 
of Pluto, c the Daughter of Ceres and Jupiter. She ir 
called both Projerpine and Libera. Jupiter, her Father* 
begat her, when he was difguifed in the Shape of a 
Bull j and after flic was born and growa up, d be de- 
bauched* 1 her himfetf, in the Shape of a Dragon f« 
whence it came to pafs, that, in the My/leries of the 
Sabazia, a Golden Snake, folded in a Circle, was pro- 
duced ; which, when any were initiated, was ufually 
put into their Bofoms, and received again, when it Aid 
down from them below. 

P. But by what Fate became Proferpine the Wife of 
this black God ? 

M. In this Manner : When all the Goddefles re- 
fufed to marry Pluto, becaufe he was fo deformed, he 
r was vexed at this Contempt and Scorn, and troubled, 
that he was forced to live a fingle Life always ; where- 
fore in a Rage he feated himfelf in a Chariot, and arofc 
on a fudden : From a Den in Sicily, f he faw a Compa- 
ny of very beautiful Virgins gathering Flowers in the

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Fields of Emm (a beautiful Place, foliated about the 
Middle of the Ifland, and therefore called the Navel 
of Sicily.) One of them, Proferpine, plea fed him above 
the red, for (he furpaffed them ail in. Beauty. He came 
raging with Love, and carried her with him from that 
Place, and on a fudden he funk into the Earth near 
Syracufe. In the Place where he defcended, a Lake 
arofe : And * Cicero fays, the People of Syracufe keep 
yearly Feftivala, to which great Multitudes of both 
Sexes flock. 

P. O! poor Lady! I am troubled at her Misfortune, 
her Unhappinefs moves my Companion. But what fol- 
lowed i . 

M. The Nymphs, her Companions, were grievouf- 
ly affrighted, and fled away to any Place where they 
could expect Safety. In the mean Time Ceres, the 
Mother of Proferpine, comes, who, by Chance, was 
abfent when her Daughter was ftolen ; (he fceks her 
Daughter among her Acquaintance a long Time, but 
in vain. Therefore, in the next Place, fhe kindles 
Torches by the Flames, which burft forth from the 
Top of the Mountain Mtna, and goes with them to 
feek her Daughter throughout the wbole World: 
Neither did (he give over her vain Labour, till the 
Nymph Arethufa fully aflured her that Profirpine wai 
ftolen by Pluto, and carried down into his Kingdom. 
And then in great Anger (he haftened and expoilulated 
wish b Jupiter, concerning the Violence that was offer- 
ed to her Daughter. In fhort, Jupiter promifed to re- 
ftore Proferpine again, if fhe had not yet tafted any 
Thing in Hell.

and fired, the Temple. of Jpolla 9t'DelfM\ for whicu 
the ejftf aged God (hot .him through the B«dy with a a 
Arrow* and infliSed on him the following Punifc- 
menf : A great Stone hangs ove* his Head, which he 
imagines every Moment will fall down and craQx him 
to Pieces : Thus he fits perpetually fearing what wiff 
never, come to.pafs; which makes him frequently calf 
out to Meji a to obferv* the Rules of Juftice and the 
Preempts of Religion. 

Ixion was the Son of this Pbkgyas * be killed his own 
Sifter, and obtained his Pardon from t^e Gods, who ad- 
vanced him to Heaven : His Profperity made hirx^ wan-i 
ton, fo that he attempted to violate the Chaftity of 7»- 
tio. This infolent Attempt was difcovered to Jupiter^ 
who fent a Cloud in the Shape xfij*m % which the <te^ 
<:ei ved Lover embraced, and from thence thofe Monften 
the Centaurs were born : Hereupon he was thrt>wri*do\/?d 
to the Eartl^again j where becaufe he boafted eveiy- 
where that he had familiarly known the Quetn oftht 
Godsy he was {truck with Thunder; down into HeU*and 
tied faft to a Wheel, which turns about continually; 

Salmensus was King of EUt: His Ambition, was not 
fatisfied with an earthly Croum 9 for he defined Divine 
Honours ; and, that the People might tfteewi r Mni a 
God, he built a brazen Bridge over* ta ffce Cftfi and 
drove his Chariot over it, imitating, bytfcs N6w|J«- 
piter's Thunder. He threw down lighted Torches, and 
thofe who were ftruck by them were tgken ap# lulled.

She had the* Head and Face of a young Wo- 
man, the Whigs of- a Bird, and the Body and Feet of a 
Ddg. ►She lived in the Mountain Sphincius,' affaulted 
all Paflengcrs, andinfefted the Country about Thebes g 
infemuch that the Oracle of Apollo was consulted con** 
cerningher, and Anfwcr was made, That, unlefs feme 
body did refolvethe Riddle of Sphinx, there would.be no 
End of that great Evil. Many endeavoured to explain 
it, but were overcome, andtorn in Pieces by the Mon- 
fter. *Gremi* at that Time, WasKingof'2-fcrf/j, who 
publHhed an Edift through all Greece, in which if any 
one could explain the fiddle of Sphinx, he promifcd, 
that he would give him to Wife his own Sifter Jecafta: 
The Riddle was this : *Whal Animal is that which. goes 
upmfeur flee*- i* tht*M*tning 9 up$h two at Noon, and upon 
three at Night? Oedipus, encouraged >with the Hopes ' 
of the Reward, -undertook it, andhappily expUined#t ; 
fc> that the* Sphinx was enraged, and caft herfelf headlong 
from a Rock, and died; He faid, that that Amimalwas 
a Man, who* in his Infancy, creeps upon his Hands 
and F*et* and fo may be &id' to go on four pat j 
when he, grows up, he walks on two Feet ; but, when 
he growsold, he ufcs the Support of a Staff, atid fa may 
be Aid to walk on three Feet.

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This Oedipus was the Son of £»/«;, a King of Tfabts: 
Soon after his Birth Laius commanded a Soldier to car- 
ry his Son Oedipus into a Wood, and then deftroy him) 
becaufe it had been foretold by the Oracle, that he 
(bould be killed by his own Son : But the Soldier was 
moved with Pity towards the Child. ' and afraid to im- 
brue his Hands in Royal Blood ; wherefore he pierced 
his Feet with a Hook, and hanged him upon a Tree to 
be krlled with Hunger. One of the Shepherds of k Pofy- 
bius, King of Corinth^ found him, and brought him to 
the Queen, who, becaufe flie had no Children, educa- 
ted him as her own Son, and from b hisfwoUen Feet cal- 
led him Oedipus. ThhOedipus, when he came to Age, 
knew that King Polybius was not his Father, and there- 
fore refolved to find out his Parents j confulting the 
Oracle, he was told that be mould meet his Father 
in Pboris. In his Journey he met fome Paflengers, a- 
mong whom was his Father, but he knew him not; a 
Quarrel arofe, and, in the Fray, he, by Chance, killed 
bis Father. After this, he proceeded on his Journey, 
and arrived at Thebes^ where he overcame Sphinx^ and 
for his Reward married Jotafta y whom he knew not to 
be his Mother then, but discovered it afterwards. He 
bad by her two Sons, Eieodes and Polynices, and two 
Daughters, Antigone and Ifrnena. c When afterwards 
be found, by clear Proof, that he had killed his Father, 
and married his Mother, he was feized with fo great 
Madnefs, that he pulled out his own Eyes, and had 
killed himfelf, if his Daughter Antigone (who led him 
about after he was blind) had not hindered him. 

Eteodes and Pchnices, the Sons of Oedipus and Joeq/la } 
d fucceeded their Father in the Government : They a- 
greed to reign a Year a-piece in their Tarns. Eteodtt 
reigned the firft Year, and then refufed to admit bis

CHAP. XIL 

The Elysium, 

THERE is a Place in the Infernal Dominions a- 
bounding with Pleafures and Delights* which is 
called the Elyftufn 5 a becaofe thither the Souls of the Good 
come, after they are loofed from the Chains of the Body % 
when they have been purged from the light Offences 
that they had contracted in this World. b JEntas re- 
reived this Account from one of the Inhabitants of it, as 
Virgil tells us, c who defcribes this Place as abounding

THERE is a River in Hell, called Lethe, • from 
the Forgetfulnefs it caufes.

-paft : So that when the Souls of the Pious have fpcnt 
many Ages in the Ely/tan Fields, b they drink the Water 
of Letfoy and are believed to pafs into new Bodies, and 
return into the World again : And it is neceflary that they 
forget, both the Pleafures that they have received in 
Elyfium, and the Miferies that they did heretofore endure 
in this Life, that they may willingly return into this mi- 
serable Life again . Thefe Souls went out from Etyfim 
by that Ivory Gate, which you fee painted in the lower 
Part* of this Wall; and, if you pleafe, we will go through 
this Gate, and leave thefe infernal Regions, to view more 
.beautiful, ihough not lefs ridiculous, Images of the other 
Gods.

chap. i. 

The Penates. 

IOW, Palaophilus, \ct us view the fifth 
Dtvtfion of this Fabulous Pantheon^ in 
which the inferior or fubor dinette Gods are 
contained : The Latins generally called 
them Dii Minorum Gentium, and fome- 
times Semones, Minuti, Plebeii, and Pa- 
te/larii. They are painted without Confufion, in very 
good Order, and very d*ftin£ly. If we confider how 
infinite the Number of them was, it is plain, that the 
Romans had almoft as many Gods as there are Things. 
And indeed, how great are the Number of Gods who 
prefide over inconfiderable Things, fince there are three 
Gods to keep one Door ! Firft, the God Ferculus looks 
after the Door, the Goddefs Cardua after the Hinges, and 
Linuntius after the Thicfhold, I lhall only briefly fpeak 
T 3 of 
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of thofe, who aflift, or any ways prcfcrvc Men from 
their Birth to their Death. 

The Penates are fo called from the Latin Word Pe- 
nu$i which Word, a Tully fays, includes every Thing 
that Men eat. Or elfe they have this Name from the 
Place allotted to them in the Heavens ; b becaufe they 
are placed in the moft inward and private Parts of the 
Heavens where they reign : Hence they call them Pe- 
netrates, and the Place of their Abode Penetrate. They 
intirely govern us by their Reafon, their Heat, and 
their Spirit, fo that we can neither live, nor ufe our 
Underftanding c without them, yet we know neither 
the Number nor Names of them. The ancient Hetruja 
calfctir them Confentes and- Qmpliees ; fuppofing that 
they are Jupiter s Counfellors, and the Chief of the 
Gods : And many reckon Jupiter himfelf, together 
yrith Juno and Minerva, among the Penates. But I 
will give you a more diftinftand particular Information 
ki this Matter. 

There were three Orders of the Dii Penates: I. 
Thofe who governed d Kingdoms and Provinces, and 
were abfolutely and folely called Penates. 2. Thofe 
who prefided over Cities only, and thefe were calied 
the Gods of the Country , or the great Gods ; /Eneas makei 
mention of them in c Virgil.

CHAP. II. 

The Lares. 

TH E Lares were Children born from the ftolen 
Embraces of Mercury and the Nymph Lara ; for 
when, by her Prating, fhehad difcovered fome of Ju- 
piter's Amours, he was fo enraged that he cut out her 
Tongue, and banifhed her to the Stygian Lake. Mer- 
cury, who was appointed to conduct her thither, ravifli- 
ed her upon thcRoad. f She grew big with Child, and

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in due Time brought forth Twins, and named them 
Lares. 

They were made Dime/tick Gods, and accordingly 
prefided over a Houfes, Streets, and Ways. On this 
Account they were worfhipped b in the Roads and open 
Streets, called, in Latin > Compita, from whence the 
Games celebrated in their Honour were called c Compi- 
talitii, Compitalitia, and fome times Compitalia. When 
thefe Sports were exercifed, d the Images of Men and 
Women, made of Wool, were hung in the Streets; 
and fo many Balls made of Wool as there were Ser- 
vants in the Family, and fo many compleat Images 
as there were Children. The Meaning of which Cuf- 
tom Was this : Thefe Feafts were dedicated to the tarts, 
who were efteemed Infernal Gods ; the People defiring 
hereby that thefe Gods would be contented with thefe 
woollen Images, and fpare the Perfons reprefented by 
them. The Roman Youths ufed to wear a golden Or- 
nament, called Bulla j about their Necks ; it was 
made in the Shape of an Heart, and hollow within. 
This they wore till they were fourteen Years of Age, 
. and then they put it off, and, hanging it up, confecra- 
ted it to the Lares, as we learn from e Perftus. Thefe 
Lares fomctimes f were cloathed in the Skins of Dogs; 
and were * fometimes fafluoned in the Shape of Dogs; 
whence that Creature was confecrated to them. 

The Places in which the Lares were worfhipped was 
called Lararium ; and in the Sacrifices offered to them, 
the firft Fruits of the Year,* h Wine and Incenfe were 
brought to their Altars, and their Images adorned with

CHAP. III. 
SECT. I. The Genii. Their Names. 

ALTHOUGH the Genii and the Lares fometimes 
mean the fame Deities, yet by Genius is commonly 
meant that Spirit of Nature which begets all Things, from 
which d generative Power it has its Name; or elfcitis fo 
called, becaufe it affifts ail Generations; orlatrIy,becauJe 
it prote&s and defends us when we are begotten. The 
Birth Day, and the Marriage-Bed, had the Name * Ge- 
nial from him ; which Name f was likewife given all 
Days wherein Mirth, Pleafure, and Joys 4id abound. 
And on the fame Account thofe who live merrily, 
who deny themfelves nothing that makes for their Eafe 
and Pleafure, or that isgrateful to their Appetite, who 
entirely follow the Diftates of their fenfual Defires, are 
faid to live a genial Life* or to indulge their Genius. 

The Greeh called thefe Genii Damons* as it is 
thought, from the 6 Terror and Dread they create in 
thofe to whom they appear; or, as it is more probable,

THE Genii were appointed the continual Guardi 
ans, Overfeers, c and fafe Keepers of the Men (? 
d 1 he Women's Guardians and Prdte&ors were calle 
Junoncs) from their Cradles to their Graves. The 
likewife carried the Prayers of Men to the Gods, an 
interceded for them. Whence fome call them Pro. 
Jlites*, or chief Governors, c becaufe they are fit over th 
Management of all Things. 

To every rerfon f were afligned two Genii, a Bom 
Geniusy and a Malus Genius : * Horace calls them 
white and a black one. We were told by h Valerh 
Maximus that when CaJJivs fled to Athens , after Anton 
was beaten at AcHum^ there appeared to him a Ma;

of a large Stature, of a black fwarthy Complexion 
with long Hair, and a nafty Beard. . Cafftus aflced him 
who he was ? And the Apparition anfwered, I am your 
evil Genius. Virgil is thought, by his * Commentator 
$ervius 9 to mean thefe two Genii ', by the Word Mams. 
Of thefe two Genii* the good One*, which is given to 
every one at his Birth, conftantly incites htm to the 
Practice of Virtue and Goodnefs $ whereas the bad Ons 
prompts him to all Mannej of Vice and Wickednefs.. 

Nor were thefe Genii affigned to Men only : for 
(everal Countries had their Genius* who therefore were 
called the b Deities of the Place. Nay, c Genii were al- 
lotted to all Houfes, and Doors, and Stables, and 
Hearths: And becaufe the Hearths were ufually co- 
vered with Slates, therefore the God *f the Hearths was 
called Lateranus : But of thefe enough. Let us now 
proceed to the other inferior Deities.

They were d Jupiter petfeflus 
feu adultus* Juno perfefta feu adulta* Venus* Suada* and 
Diana : Befides which, feveral inferior Gods and 
Goddeffes were worshipped at all Marriages.

The Goddefs Matuta> * according to the Opinion < 
fome, was the Daughter of Cadmus, whom the Greet 
call Ltucothea, or Inc. b The Maid-Servants were n< 
buffered to come within her Temple ; but the marrie 
Women admitted one of them, and afterwards buffete 
her. Mothers prayed to this Goddefs to fend Bleffing 
on their Sifter's Children, but never prayed to* her fc 
their own : And therefore while they were prefent s 
her Sacrifices, they carried not their own, but the 
Sifter's Children in their Arms.

C H A P. I. 
3ECT* 1* HerCuleS. His Birth. 

THERE wete many Hercules\ but (as» tulip 
fays) the famous A&ions of them all are afctib* 
e9 to him, who was the Son of Jupiter by Akmena> the 
Wife of Am'fyfrio, King of Thebes. 
*" When Atnphytrio Was abfent, B Jupiter put on his 
Shajte and Drefs, and came to Atcmena\ who, thinking 
that her Hufband was returned, entertained the deceit- 
ful God both at Table gmdot Bed-, -and had by him a 
Son, whofe Limbs were fo large, his Cohftitution fo ro- 
buft, and every Part oiF his Body fo full of Vigour, that 
Jupiter was forced to join three Nights together, and 
employ them all in producing a Son of fuch marvel- 
lous Strerigth. Before this Adultery, Alcmtna had con- 
ceived a Son by her Hufband. This Son and Hercules 
were Twins i his Name was Iphiclus\ c he was won- 
derful fwift in Running. 

When Juno had dtfcovered Jupiter's Adultery, flie 
began to hate Hercules fo violently, that (he endeavoured

with Might and Main to ruin him. Firft, (he obtained 
an Edict from Jupiter^ which (he endeavoured to turn 
{0 his utter Deftru&ion ; for the Wife of StheneksKing 
of Mycena was big with Eurijlheus at the fame Time 
when Akmena was big with Hetcuies. Jupiter ordain- 
ed, that whichsoever of tfye two Children was born 
iirft, h« (hould be fuperior to the otber i.Juno accelera- 
ted Eurijlheuis Birth, fo that he was born after feteir 
Months, and came into the World before Hercuks. 
Again, he fent two Vipers to deftroy him when he lay 
crying in the Cradle : But it was in vain ; for the vali- 
ant Infant griped them in hjs Hands till they perifiied 
by his Grafp, a as we are told by Ovid. b At length, by 
the Mediation of Pallas ', Juno was reconciled to the 
noble Youth, and let him fuck her Breafts: But he fuck- 
ed with fuch Violence that he hurt her Breafts ; where- 
fore fhe put him away, and fome of her Milk was fpilt|; 
but it was not loft, for it fell upon the Sky, and made 
the Milky Way^ which is in Greek called r«*«f »» [Ga- 
laxiaJ\ Some of itpaffed through the Clouds, and felt } 
on the Earth, and where it fell Lillies fprang up ; from * 
whence forhfccall thofe Flowers c the Rtfes of Juno.

- SECT, II. Names of Hercules. 

HE had two proper Names, Hercuks and Jlciies\ 
but his Surnames are innumerable. His Parents 
called him a Abides, frcm his extraordinary Strength ; 
becaufe he greatly excelled all Mankind in Strength*

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He was afterwards called Hetcula^ a from the. Glorf 
which Juno caufed him. For her Hatred and Unkind- 
nefs towards him was the great Means of the Increafe. 
of his Glory: For, when (he expofed him to the great- 
eft Dangers, (he made his Glory and Honour moft il- 
lujtrious, and, by enjoining, h i in. fomaay Labour?,, (he 
only exercifed his Patience and Courage. 

The Surnames I chufe rather to omit, becaufe it h 
plain, that he derived them either from the Placps where 
his mighty Feats were done, or from the Anions that 
he performed with Applaufe and Honour ;. which I 
will carefully and diftinftly recount : They are called 
Hercules's Labours ; fo great was the Pains, and fo infi- 
nite the Toil of them.

SECT: III. The Labours of Hercules. 

TjErcuks was fubjefted to Eurifthtw* not only by the 
-*^ Edift of Jupiter, and Untindnefs of. Juno, but 
befides, the Oracle of Apollo at Delphos advifed and per- 
fuaded him to fubmit himfelf, and obey Euriftheufo 
Commands ; and efpecially to undergo willingly the 
twelve Labours which his Matter fhould lay upon 
him. Heriules obeyed the Fatet, and ferved Eurijlbeut 
twelve Years ; and performed the moft dangerous antt 
difficult Commands with a fuitable Courage and Suc- 
cefs. Some fay, that Hercules ferved him voluntarily, 
and performed thefe difficult Talks, to (hew how great 
Love he bore Euriftheui. Though Hercules performed 
an infinite Number of memorable Adions, twelve are 
efpecially celebrated : And thofe twelve are comprized 
in as many b Latin Verfes, tranflated 'out of the Greek.

It was called the Golden Fleece, be- 
caufe it was of a Golden Colour^ and guarded by Bulls, 
that breathed Fire from* their Noftrils, and by a vaft 
and watchful Dragon, as a facred and Divine Pledge, 
and as a»Thmg-of the greateft Importance, 

P. Did Jtifetf carry aw&y that Fleece? 
: M. Yes. Hewtent on board a Ship called Argo,frorn 
the Builder of that Name 5 and, chufing forty-nine noble 
Companions, who, from the Ship^ were ealjed Argonau- 
ta, (among whom were Hercules*, Orpheus, Caftor and 
Pollux) in his Voyage he vifited Hypftpbile, Queen of 
Lemnos, who had Twins by him. Then, after a Jong 
Voyage, and many Dangers, he arrived at Colchis, and 
demanded the Golden Fleece of King Mta, who granted 
his Requeft, on Condition that he tamed the Bulls that 
guarded it, whofe Feet .were of Bntfs, and who breathed 
Fire ; and killed the Dragon, and fowed his Teeth in 
the Ground ; and, laftly, deftroyed the' Soldiers, which 
fprung from the Ground where thefe Teeth were fown. 
Jafon undertook the Thing on thefe^ Conditions, and 
was delivered from manifest Defiru&ion, by the Affift- 
ance of Med<a> the King's Daughter, who was in Love 

with 
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with him. For, obferving her Directions, he over* 
came the Bulls; laid the Dragon afieep, carried away 
the Fleece, and fled by Night, carrying Medea with him, 
whom he after married. 

P, What did King £ta do then ? 

M. He purfued them ; but Medea, to flop his Pur- 
fuit, tore her Brother Abfyrtus (who wept with her) in 
Pieces, and (battered his Limbs on the Road* When 
her Father faw the torn Members of his Son, he flop- 
ped to gather them up : So Jafon and the Argonaut* 
returned to their own Country, where Medea by her 
Charms reflated Jafon*% Father, the old decrepid M- 
fon y to Youth again \ though fome (ay that £fm died 
before their Return. The Daughters of Pelias were 
affeded fo by this miraculous Cure, that (defiring that 
their Father might receive the like Benefit) they were 
eafily induced, through miftaken Duty, and unikilful 
Kindnefs, to tear their Father in Pieces $ foolilhly apd 
ridiculoufly hoping that he, like JSfin, would become 
young again. After this Jafin hated Medea, and di- 
vorcing himfelf from her, he married Creu/a, the Daugh- 
ter of Creon, King of Corinth: And Medea, to revenge 
his Perfidioufnefs, not only murdered the two Chil- 
dren, that (he had by him, in his own Sight ; but in 
the next Place, inclofing Fire in a little Box, (he fent 
it to Creufa, who opened the Box, and by the Fire, 
which burft out of it, was burnt, together with the 
whole Court. After (he had done this, the admirable 
Sorcerefs flew by Magic Art to Athens. Some write, 
that (he was again reconciled to Jafon. But what has 
been faid is enough for this Heroe \ let us proceed to 
another. ,

P.TTT HO were the Parents o?4kfeft\ 

VV Af- Mthra was his Moth#, '.?fra Mgeu* 
King of Athens his Father. Minos King of Crete m^de 
War asainff Mgeus* becaufe the Athenians ba&dUho- 
nourably and barbaroufly iflled his Son* who carried 
thePrizein the Games from them all. When he bad 
baniflied the Athenians , he impofed this fevere Condi- 
tion upon them, that they mould fend f^v^n of the 
moft noble Youths of their Country into Crete by "tot 
every Year. In the fourth Year the Lot fell upon 
TbefeuS) which mightily grieved and troubled his Fa- 
ther JEgeus. Thefeus went on board a Ship, whofe Sails 
and Tackle were black, and received this Command 
from his Father : If by the propitious Providence of 
Heaven he efcaped fhe Dangers, and did return fafe 
unto his own Country again, that then he (hould 
change his blaei Sails into white ones, that his Father, 
being aflured of his Safety by that Signal, might be 
fenftble of that Happinefs as foon as might be. 
P. And what was the Event of that voyage ? 
M. The Event was fortunate to Thefeus \ but very 
unfortunate to his Father Mgeus: For? when Thefeus 
came to Crete> he was (hut up in the Labyrinth*, but 
he flew the Minotaur ■, and efcaped out of that inextri- 
cable Prifon by the Help of Ariadne* After this he fet 
Sail for Athens in the fame mournful Ship in which he 
came to Crete y but forgot to change his Sails, accord- 
ing to the Inftrufiions which his Father had given him ; 
fo that, when his Father beheld from a Watch-Tower 
the Ship returning with black Sails, he imagined that 
his Son was dead, and caft himfelf head-long into the 

Sea, 
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Sea, which was afterwards called a the Mgean Sea, 
from his Name and Deftiny. 

P. Who was that Ariadne? 

Af. She was the Daughter of Minos f King of Crete. 
She was violently in Love with The/eus y and delivered 
him b out of the Labyrinth by the Means of a Thread- 
She followed him in his Return to the Ifland of Naxus* 
and there Thefeus perfidioufly and upgratefully left her* 
But Bacchus pitied her miferable Condition, and mar- 
ried hers and gave her a Crown that was illuminated 
with ftven Stars, which he had before received from 
Venus* This Crown was called Gnojfta Corona* and 
Ariadne herfelf was furnamed Gnoflis^ from the City of 
that Name in Crete. After the Death of Ariadne •, the 
fame was carried among the Stars, arid made a Con- 
ftellationin the Heavens. It was thought that Diana 
caufed the Death of Ariadne % becaufe fhe preferved not 
her Virginity. 

P. What great Aflions did The feus perform ? 

M. His Actions were fo famous, that they account- 
ed him one of the Hercules's. For, I. He killed the 
Minotaur. «. He overcame the Centaurs. 3. He v;ui- 
quiQied the Thibans. 4. He defeated the Amazons. 5* 
He went down into Hell; and returned back into the 
World again. 

P. Why did he go down into Hell ? 

M. He and Pirithous, his moft intimate Friend, the 
lawful Son of Ixion, which he had by his Wife, agreed 
never to marry any Woman except Jupiter's Daugh- 
ters. Thefeus married Helena, the Daughter of Jupi- 
ter and Leda 9 and none of Jupiter's Daughters remain- 
ed on Earth for Pirithous j wherefore they both went 
down into Hell to Ileal Proferpine away from her Huf- 
band Pluto. As foon as they entered Hell, Pirithous 
was unfortunately torn in Pieces by the Dog Cerberus,

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but Thefeus came alive into the Palace of Pluto, wht 
fettered him, and kept him till Hercules was fent into 
Hell by Euriftbeus to refcue him. 

P. And who were thofe Amazons that you mention- 
ed juft now ? 

M. They were Women animated with the Souls and 
Bravery of Men ; a military Race inhabiting that Part 
of Scytbia, which is wafhed by the River Tanais. They 
were called Amazons, * either becaufe they cut off one 
of their Breafts, or * becaufe they lived together with- 
out the Society of Men. They were a Nation of Wo- 
men ; who, that the Country might have Inhabitants, 
and not be depopulated when the prefent Race of Wo- 
men died, admitted the Embraces of the neighbouring 
Men, and had Children by them : They killed the,Boys 
at their Birth, but brought up the Girls : They cut off 
their right Breaft, that they might more conveniently 
ufe their Hands in (hooting their Arrows, and brandifh- 
ing their Weapons againft their Enemy. Thefe female 
Warriors, by their frequent Excurfions, became Pof- 
feffors of a great Part of Afia, when Hercules, accom- 
panied with Thefeus, made War upon them, and de- 
feated them ; and, taking Hyppolyte their Queen Pri- 
foner, gave her in Marriage to Thefeus. 

Thefeus had by Hippolyte his Son Hyppolytus, who was 
very beautiful* and mightily addi&ed to Hunting, and 
a remarkable Lover of Chatty: For, when c Phadra 9 
his Step-Mother (the Daughter of King Minos, whom 
Thefeus had preferred to her Sifter Ariadne) folicited him 
to commit Wickedneft, when he was grown a Man, 
he refufed to comply. This Repulfe provoked her fo 
much, that, when her Hufband returned, (he accufed 
him wrongfully, as if he had offered to ravifli her. 
Thefeus gives Ear tb this wicked Woman, and believes 
her Untruth againft his Son Hyppolytus, who perceiving

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5t, fled away in his Chariot. In his Flight he met fc- 
veral monftrous Sea- Calves, which frighted his Horfes 
fo that they threw him out of his Seat, his Feet were 
entangled in the Harnefs, and he was dragged through 
the Thickets of a Wood, and torn to Pieces miferably. 
JEfculapius afterwards, at the Requeft 6( Diana % re- 
ftored him to Life again. But he however left Greece, 
and came into Itafy 9 where changing his Name, he 
called himfclf Virbius 9 a becaufe he had been a Man twice. 
Phadra was gnawn with the Stings of her own Con- 
fcience,and hanged herfelf. And, not long after, The~ 
feusy being baniflied from Jiis Country, ended an illus- 
trious Life with an obfcure Death*

P. \X7 H O ate thofe Jtwo handfome, beautiful, 
V V young Men that ride upon white Horfes ? 

M. They are Twin Brothers, b the Sons of Jupitfr 
and Leda ; their Names are Ca/ior and Polfax, * r 

P. What Ltda was that ( ? 

M. The Wife of Tyndarus King of Laconta, whom 
Jupiter loved, but could not fucceed in hi* Amour till 
he changed himfelf into a Swan ; c which Swan was 
afterwards made a Coaftellation. In this Form he 
gained the mutual Love of Leda> by the Sweetnefs of his 
Singing ; and flying into her Bofom, as it were, that he 
might fecure himfelf from the Violence of an Eagle, 
which purfued him, he enjoyed her, though {he was 
then big with Child by her Huftand. Leda brought 



fc Pind. in Pythag. c Manil. i. Ailron. 
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forth two Eggs which were hatetad, and pttfdufced the 
Twin-Brothers which you Te6. 

P. Yoa mean, that one came out <Sf bnfe Egg,' afti 
tHb other out of the other Egg. 

Af. No ; out of the Egg which Lida hid conceded 
by Jupiter, came Po/A/* and Hikna % wfitf fprangirom 
•rfr^/u^ Seed, and were therefore immortal. ffcrt OUT of 
the other, which Ihe conceived by Tyndarus Her Huf- 
band,* came Cajior and Clytemntjlrdy who wererribrtal, 
becaufe they were begotten by a mortal Father. Yet 
both Caftor and /V/a* are frequently called TyuaWebe 
by the Poets, as Helena is alfo called Tyndaris, from *e 
fame King Tyndarus 

P. What memorable Actions did Caftor «nd AAur 
do ? 

A/. They both accompanied Jafon r vrhcn he failed to 
Cokhis ; and, when he returned from the n c e, reco v e r * 
ed their Sifter Helena ftomThe/eus % who had ftolen her, 
by overcoming the Athenians that fought for him, to 
whom their. Clemency and Humanity was fo' great af- 
ter the Defeat, that the Athenians called them b the Sons 
pf Jupiter ; from whence white Lambs were offered up- 
on their Altars. 

, c But although they were born both at the feme 
Birth, and, as fome think, out of the fttaie Egg, yet 
their Tempers were different, 

P. What End had they ? 

At. Caftor > being (as fome fay) a mortal PerToti, was 
killed by Lynuus: W hereupon Pollux prayed to Jupi* 
Ur to reftore him to Life again, and confer an Immorta- 
lity upon him : But this could not be granted; How-

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ever* he obtained Leave to divide his Immortality be- 
twixt himfelf and his Brother Caftor. And thence it 
came tp pafs, -* that they lived afterwards by Turns e- 
very other D*y, or, as others fay, every other Fort- 
night, After the Death of Caftor, a Kind of Pyrrbick* 
or Vance in Armour* was inftituted to his Honour; 
-wbicli was performed by young Men armed, and cal- 
k4*Caftor 9 s Dance. 

At length they both were tranflated into the Hea- 
vens, .ami made * Conftelhation, which is fiill called 
Gemini ; and when one of them rifes, the other fets. 
Sailors efteem thefe Stars lucky and prosperous to them, 

* becaufe when the Argonauts were driven by a vio- 
lent Tempeft, two lambent Flames fettled upon the 
Heads of -Caftor and Pollux, and a Calm immediately 
enfued ; and from tberice a Virtue more than human 
wis thought to be lodged in thefe Youths: But, if 
only one Flame appeared, they called it Helena, and it 
was efteemed fatal and deftru£Hve to Mariners^ 

There was a famous Temple dedicated to Caftor and 
<PeUux m the Forum at Rome ; for it was believed, that, 
in the dangerous Battle of the Romans with the Latins, 
they affifted the Romans, riding upon white Horfes. 

From hence came that Form of fwearing by the 
Temple of Caftor, which Women only ufed, faying,

P. But what became of. Glyttmneftr* ? \ 

M. Clyumnejlra was married to Agminmm* whom, 
after his Return from the Skge of 7Wy, ftie billed, by 
the Help of Mgi/ibus $ (with whom in the mean Time 
fhe lived in Adultery ;) fbe attempted alfo toiill hi* 
Son Orefteiy which £be had done, f if his Sftef J&Sr« 
had not delivered fyra at the very Point of Deftrudion, 
fending him privately to Stropbius King of Pfyms) 
whereafter he had lived twelve Years, he. had returned 
into his own Country, and ilew both Glytemntjlra and 
JEgiJibus. He killed alfo Pyrrbus in the Temple of 
,/^W/* j becaufe he had carried away Hermiw* the 
Daughter of Merulous* who was firft betrothed to 0- 
r//fo. Wherefore the Furies, tormented him, neither 
could he obtain Deliverance from them, till he .had 
expiated his Wickednefsatthe Altar of Diana&aurica* 
whither he was conducted by Py lades his Friend, to 
perpetual Companion, and bis Partner in all his Dan* 
gers ; b whofe Friendship was fo clofe and facred, that 
either of them would die for the other. 

P. Who was that Diana Taurica ? 

M. The Goddefs Diana », that was worfhipped in 
"Taurica Cberfonefus or Cherromfus^ a Peninfula fo called 
from the Tauri, an ancient People of Scytbia Europaa. 
e This Godde£ was worfhipped with human ViRims% 
the Uves and the Blood of Men were facrificed to 
her. When Oreftts came thither, lpbigenia his Sifter, 
the Daughter of Agamemnon, was Prieftefe to Diana 
Taurica ; fhe was made Prieftefs on the following Oc- 
cafion. 

Agamemnon, King of the Argivi, was, by the com- 
mon Content of the Grecians, appointed General, in

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their Expedition againftTwyi and* as I faid before, af- 
ter the Wan was ended, and Troy taken, was killed when 
he returned home by his own Wife Cfyttmneftra. This 
Agamemnon* killed a Deer by Chace, in the Country of 
AultSj which belonged to Diana \ the Goddefs was an- 
gry, and caufed fuch a Calm, that for Want of Wind 
the Grecian Ships bound for Troy were fixed and im- 
moveable : Hoeupop they confulted the Soothfayers* 
who anfwered, a that they mutt, fatisfy the Winds, and 
Diana, with fome of the Blood of Agamemnon. Where- 
fore Uly£hs-w*& forthwith fent to bring away Iphigenim 
the Daughter of Agamemmn 9 from her Mother, by a 
Trick, under the Pretence of marrying her to Achilla* 
And whilft the young Lady ftood at the Altar to be*fa- 
crificed, the Goddefs pitied her, and fubft ituted a Hind 
in her Stead, arid fent her into Taurica Cherfontfuii 
where, by the Order of King Tbyas, (he prefided over 
thofe Sacrifices of the Goddefs, which were folemnized 
wkh human Blood. And, when Ortfles was brought 
thither by the Inhabitants to be facrifked, he was 
known and prefer ve,4 by ,his Sifter.. After which ThyOi 
was killed, and the Image of Diana, which lay hid a- 
mong&z Bundle of Sticks, was carried away ; and from 
hence Diana was called Fafcefis, from Fafas 9 a Bundle.

PErfeus was the Son of Jupiter, by Danae 9 the 
Daughter of Acrijius, b who was fhut by her 
Father in a very ftrong Tower, where no Man could

•child. Butflothing is impregnable tolrovc \ 9Por, J»- 
fitiT) by changing himfelf into a Sbnotr df Giid* de- 
fended through the Tiles into the Lady's Boforti, 
(and Who toould'refufe to open it to a Sftower of that 
Value?) and, when he had enjoyed he** he left her 
with a full Purfe and a big BeBy. * Htrect teHa the 
Story very ingeniously. 

As foon as Acrifius had heard tbat%ft Daughter had 
brought forth a Son, he ordered that fee and the In- 
fant (hould be ftrot up in a Cheft, and l throwo"tnto the 
8ea, where a FMherman found them, and took them 
ton, arid prfcfented then! to King Pifomhus; wfito mar- 
ried Danae, and brought up her Son, whom be caffled 
Pirfeuss 

Perfeus, when he was a groyrn Man, received firoA 
Mercury a Scythe of Adamant, and Wings, frhkb he 
iixed to his Feet: Pluto gave him a Helmet, atid\M- 
tterva a Shield ofBrafs, (9 bright, that it reflected the 
images of Things, like a Looking-Ghfs.

Fair Danae was kept within her Guardian's Pow'f ^ 
But gentle Venus fmil?d, and amorous Jove 

Knew he could foon unlock the Door, 
And by his Art fuccefsful prove, 
• Chaag'd to a golden Show'r. 
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Firft, he* ddhrertd Andromeda, the Daughter of Ce- 
pbfits, King of Ethiopia* when (he was bound by the 
faymphs to a fcofck to be devoured by a Sea-Monfter f 
becaufe her Mother proudly preferred her Beauty to 
theirs : and whfctt he had delivered her, he took her 
to' Wife, Afte* Which both the Mother Cajftope, or 
Cajfopeid, and the Daughter, and the Son-in-Law, 
^rejee placed ariiongff the CeleJIial ConJIellations. His 
next Expedition was agaiirft the Gorgones, of whom we 
have fyoken before. Hh encountered with Medufa, 
their Princefs; Snakes fapplied thfe Place of Hair on 
her Head. He fcw the Image of her Head by the 
Btightnefe'of his Shield, and by the favourable Aflift- 
ance & Pallas ftruck it off 5 and afterwards fixed it upon 
a Shield, and, by fliewing it, he afterwards turned ma- 
ny Perfons hito Stone. Atlas was turned, by the Sight 
df it, frrto the Mountain in Mauritania of that Name ; 
becaufe he rudely rtftifed to entertain Perfeus. When 
Meduftts Head was Cut off, the Horfe Pegafus fprang 
from the Btood which Was feed on the Ground : He is 
fo called from n*y* [Pege] a Fountain, b becaufe he wa* 
born near the Fountains of the Sea. This Horfe had 
Wings; and flying over the Mountain Helicon, he 
ftruck it with his Hoof, and opened a Fountain, which 
they called in Greek Hippocrene \ and in Latin, Pons 
Cdballinus\ that is, the Horfe- Fountains But after- 
wards, while he drank at the Fountain Pyrene in Co* 
rinth, where Bellerophon prepared hinifelf for his Expe- 
dition againft the Chimara, he was by. him taken add 
kept. 

Bellerophon* $ firft Name was Hipponous 5 c becaufe 
he firft taught the Art of governing Horfes with a Bri- 
dle. But when he had killed Bellerus, a King of Co- 
rinth, he was afterwards called Bellerophontes. This 
Bellerophon, the Son of Glaucus^ King of Ephyra, was

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equally beautiful and virtuous; he refitted all the Temp- 
tations whereby Sthenobaa, the Wife of Prates, enti- 
ced him to commit Adultery ; his Denialprovoked her 
fo, that in Revenge (he accuied the innocent Stranger 
to her Hufband. Pratus, however, would not violate 
the Laws of Hofpitality with the Blo#d of Bellerophon \ 
but fent him into Lycia, to his Father-in-Law Jobates, 
with Letters* which defired him to punifh Bellerophon 
as his Crime deferved* Jobatts read the Letters, and 
fent bkn to fight againft the Solymi, that he might be 
killed in Battle : But he eafily vanquiQied them, and 
in many other Dangers, to which he was expofed, he 
always came off Conqueror. At laft he was fent to 
kill the Chkmera ; which he undertook, and perform- 
ed, when he had procured the Horfe Pegafus, by the 
Help of JsTeptune. a Wherefore Jobates admired the 
Bravery of the Youth, and gave him one of his Daugh- 
ters to Wife, allotting him alfo a Part of his Kingdom. 
Sthenobaa kiHed herfelf, when (he heard this. This 
happy Succefs fo tranfported Bellerophon, that he en- 
deavoured to fly upon Pegafus to Heaven ; for which 
2'upittr linking him with Madnefs, he fell from his 
Jorfe into a Field called Aleius Campus ; b becaufe in 
that Place Bellerophon wandered up and down blind, to 
the End of his Life : But Pegafus was placed among the 
Stars. Some fay that this was the Occafion of the rable 
of the Cbimara. There was a famous Pirate, who 
ufed to fail in a Ship in whofe Prow was painted a 
Lion, in the Stern a Dragon, and in the Body of the 
Ship a Goat defcribed ; and this Pirate was killed by 
Bellerophon, in a Long- Boat that was called Pegafus. 
From the Letters which Bellerophon carried to Jo- 
hates, c comes the Proverb Bellerophon 9 s Letters ; wnen 
any one carries Letters, which he imagines are wrote

M.\KJ H Y are you fo filent, Palaophilue? What 
V V employs your Thoughts fo long ? 
P. I was obferving that a bearded old Man that 
leans upon his jointed Cane, and is adorned with a 
Crown of Laurel, and encompafled about with Dogs. 
Pray, Sir, tell me his Name, who he is and what arc 
his Excellencies. . 

* M. It is MfculapiuS) b the God of the Phyficians and 
Phyfick, and the Son of Apollo by the Nymph Coroniu 
He improved the Art of Phyfick, which was before 
little under flood ; and for that Reafon they accounted 
bim a God. c Apollo {hot the Nymph his Mother 
wben (he was with Child of him ; becaufe (he admit* 
ted the Embraces of another young Man after, he had 
enjoyed her. But he repented after he had killed her, 
and opened her Body, and took out the Child alive, 
and delivered him to be educated by the Phyfician Chi* 
ron 9 d who taught him his own Art : The Youth made 
fo great a Progrefs in it, that, becaufe lie reftored Health 
to the Sick, and Safety to thofe whofe Condition was 
defperate, he was thought td have a Power of recalling 
the Dead to Life again. Whereupon Pluto^ the King 
of Hell, Complained to Jupiter very much that his 
Revenue was. diminiflied, and his Subjects taken from 
him by means of Mfculapius j and, at length, by his

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Perfuafion Jupiter killed him with a Stroke of Thus- 
der. 

He wears a Crown of Laurel ; a becaufe that Tree 
is powerful in curing many Difeafes. By the Knots in 
his Staff is fignified the Difficulty of the Study of Pij- 
ficL He hath Dogs painted about him, and Dogs in 
hts Temple 5 becaufe many believe that he was born 
of uncertain Parents, and expofed, and afterwards nou- 
rifhed by a Bitch. b Others fay, that a Goat, which 
was purfued by a Dog, gave Suck to the forfaken In- 
fant ; and that the Shepherds faw a lambtnt Flame play* 
ing about his Head, which was the Prognoftication of 
his future Divinity. After that the Cyremans ufed to 
offer a Goat to him in the Sacrifices ; either becaufe 
he was nourifhed by a Goat, as was (kid, c or becaufe 
a Goat is always in a Fever 5 and therefore a Goat's 
Conftitution is very contrary to Health. d Plato fays, 
that they ufed to facrifice Dunghill-cocks to him, which 
is the mod vigilant of all Birds ; for of all Virtues prin* 
cipally Wakefulnefs is neceffary to a Phyfician. 

P. Where was he particularly worfhipped ? 

M. At Epidaurus e firft, where he was born : After- 
wards at Rome ; becaufe, when he was fent for thither, 
be delivered the City from a dreadful Peftilence. For 
which Reafon f a Temple was dedicated to him in an 
Ifiand in the Mouth of the Tihr y where he was wor- 
Clipped under the Form of a great Serpent ; for, when 
the Romans came to Epidaurus to transport the God 
from thence, a great Serpent entered into the Ship : 
and they* believing it to be Mfcuhpim^ brought it to 
Rome with them. Others tell the Story thus : When 
the Romans were received by the People of Eptdaurus 
with all Kindnefs, and were carried into the Temple

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of Mfcuhspius ; the Serpent, under whofe Image they 
worihipped that God, went voluntarily into the Ship 
of the Romans. 

I can tell you nothing of the Children of Mfculapius* 
except their Names. He had two Sons called Machaon 
and PodaliriuSy both famous Phyficians, who followed 
Agamemnon* the General of the Grecians* to the Trojan 
War, and were very ferviceable amongft the Soldiers* 
And two Daughters a Hygiaa or Sanhas (though fomc 
think this was not Ms Daughter, but his Wife) and 
Jafo. 

P. Is there nothing remarkable concerning bis 
MaftcrCiirwif 

Ad. Since you aflc, I will tell you, that he was a 
Centaury and. the Soaof Saturn, and Phyllyra \ for, when 
Saturn embraced that Nymph, he fuddenly changed 
hitnfelf into a Hctrfe, b becaufe his Wife Ops came in* 
Pbiuyra was with Child by him, and brought forth a 
Creature, in its upper Parts like a Man, in its lower 
Parts like a Horfe, and called it Chiron ; who, when 
he grew up, betook hitnfelf into the Woods; and 
there learning the Virtue of Herbs, he became a 010ft 
excellent Phyfickn : For his. Skill in Phyfick, and for 
rys other Virtues, which were many, he was appointed 
Tutor to Achilles* and taught Mfculapius Phyfick. At 
laft, when he bandied HercuUs 9 * Arrows, one of them, 
dipped in the poifonous Blood of the Lernaan Hydra* 
fell upon his* Foot, and gave him a Wound that was 
incurable, and Pains that were intolerable ; irtfomucfe 
that he defired to die, but could not ; -becaufe he was 
born of two Immortal Parents* Therefore at length 
the Gods tranflated him into the Firmam$nt* where he 
now remains ; for he became a Conftellation called 
Sagittarius, which is placed in the Zodiac.

V V AT. Modefty will hardly let me tell you i 
However 1 will conceal nothing from you. They fay 
that he was born from the Urine of Jupiter, N$piMm s 
and Mercury : For when they travelled together, the? 
Were benighted, and forced to lodge in a poor Man a 
Cottage, whofe Name was Hircm* He entertained 
them handfomely as the Meannefs of his Condition 
would fuller. Their Entertainment pleafed them fo f 
that they promifed to grant whatever he aflted. He faid, 
that he promifed his Wife, when flic died, never to 
marry again, and yet, that i^e extremely Retired to have 
a Son* This pious Befire pleafed the Gods, and they 
confented to hisRequeft,and moiftened thp Hide of an 
Ox ( witji which they were entertained) with their Urint s 
commanding him to bury it ten Months: After which 
he. idiggjsd it upt,.fin4 found in it a new-born Child, 
which, from this Occafion, he called Urkn 9 or Orhn> 
Orion, when young, was a conftant Companion of 
Diana : But becaufe his Love to the Goddefe exceeded 
the Bounds of Modefty, or becaufe as fomt fay, be 
extolled the Strength of his own Body very indecently, 
and boafted that he could out-run and fubdue the wild* 
eft and fierceft Beafts, his Arrogance grievoufly dif- 
pleafed the Earth ; wherefore (he lent a Scorpion which 
killed him. He was afterwards carried to the Heavens, 
and there made a C&njlellatim\ which is thought to 
predid foul Weather when it does not appear, and fair 
when it is vifible j whence the Poets call him *temp*f- 
iuous oxjiormy Orion.

THESE are the three different Names of one 
and the fame God, therefore they are not to 
be feparated in our Difcourfe* L 

Qfiris was the Son ofjupiur, by Niibt, the Daugh- 
ter of PhriKtsts. He was King of the Ar&vts many" 
Years : But he was ftirredi op, by the Defire of GI6ry # ' 
to leave his Kingdom to his Brother Mgkhtsi where*.' 
fore he failed into Eg$t % to leek a new Name, and new 
Kingdoms there. The Egyptians- were net Jo much) 
overcome by ty$ Arm*, as«oWiged to him bv his Cour- 
tefies4Mid great Kjadpefc towards them. After which , 
he married /% the Daughter of Iwchut, whom Jupiter 
foffli&rjy turned intoa<Jow,as we faid above: But,. 
When by her Diftra^joni^e was driven into Egypt, her * 
former Shape was again reftered, and (he married Ofiris % 
zt^jnAntfed, tk* t £gffiws ih^tf(s : . Wherefore, . 
bftth u&and her Hufl^ad attained to divine Honours, 
aod wet e thought immprtal by that People. But OJiris 
flifwed that \m urajj mortal $ for he was killed by his^ 
Broths ftjffre*. . A (>%rwards called Ifis) fought him 
a,grat while* aqd-wben (be had found him atlaft in a 
Cheft, .flje laid biin in a Monument in an Ifland near to 
Mtmphi$i whi$h Iihjnd is encompafied by that fad and 
fatal take, tbe»£0w» And becaufe when fee fought him 
flie had ufed Dogs, who by their excellent Vertue of 
Sfliettktg might difcover where he was hid, thence .the 
ancient Cuftom came, * that Dogs went firft in an 
amffveriary Proceffion m Honour of lfis. And the 
People carefully and religiouffy worfhrppcdaGod wkh *

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a Dog's Head, called Anubis ; which God the Poets 
commonly call, ■ Bark$r % a God half '4 Dog, a Dog half 
a * Men. He is alfo called c HormanMs \ becaufe 
his Sagacity is to £reat, that feme think him to be 
the lame with Motcury. But let u* return to Ofiris 
Mid/Jfs. 

After the Body of OfttU was interred, there ap- 
peared to the Egyptians a ftately beautiful Ox: The 
Egyptians thought that It was Ofiris, wherefore they 
wor (hipped it, and called it Apis, which in the Egyp- 
tian Lihguage figniftes an Ox. But becaufe his Body, 
after his Death, was found (hut up in a < Cbifi, he was 
afterwards from thence called Soropis; and by the 
Change ofaLitte?; 4 5^/1 ; as we'ftairflfe m6S-e clear- 
ly and particularly' by and by, wheh. I have obferved 
what Plutarch fays, that Ofiris was thought to be the 
Sun. His Name comes from Qi, which in fhe Egyp- 
tian Language fignifies much, and Iris an Ey$ ; itnd his 
Image was a Sceptre, in the Top <>f which was placed 
an Eye. So that Ofiris iignifit* ftt.fimfe as *o*t*0tfty* 
[Polyophbahnosl many^eytd, *fcfefei*gte4s itrj well to- 
the Sun, who feems to have fo 'taany 'Aw as be' bath t 
Says, by which he fees, and msikts all Things viftble. ' 

Some fay that Jfis is'ftflw, ftthetf forra, Others 
Cons, and many the Moon ; for {he H fainted fome- 
tinfes * horned, as the Moon appears in tfit Increafe, 
and wears black Garments, becaufe the Mton fliin€s in 
the Night. *In her Right-hand flie held a Cymbal, and 
Ui her Left a Bucket. *Hcf H&d^amdfWted'#iA the

They went to fhe Tempi* 
to celebrate the Marriage. The Mother was mightily 
concerned \ and, as they ttere ^oing, fee begged the 
favourable Affiftance of ifu, tvho<|*eard he* Prayers, 
and changed the Vk&ift Iphis into a mod beautiful 
young Man. Now let us conae to Serapis and Apis 
again. 

Though Seraph, of wh&fe Name we gave the 2?(y- 
flrcigy before, was the God of the Egyptians, yet he was 
worfhipped at Greece, a and efpecially at Athens, b and 
alfo at Rome. Amongft different Nations he had dif- 
ferent Names ; for he was called fometimes c Jupiter 
Annum, fometimes Pluto? Bacchus, /Efculapius, and 
fometimes Oftris. His Name was reckoned abomina- 
ble by the Grecians ; d for all Names of feven Letters, 
'EwlayuftMtlti [Heptagramm&ta] are by them efteemed 
infamous. Some fay, that Ptolemy, the Son of Lagus, 
procured the Effigies of him at Pontus* from the King 
of Sinope, and dedicated a magnificent Temple to him 
at Alexandria. Eufebius calls him the c Prince of Evil 
Damons. A Flajketw&s placed f upon his Head ; and 
near him lay a Creature with three.Heads $ i Dog's 
on the Right- fide* a Wolfs on. the Left- fide, and a 
Lion's Head in the Middle, . A. Snake with his Fold 
encompafTed them, whofe Head hung down unto the 
God's Right Hand, with which he bridled the terrible 
Monfter. There was befides, in almoft all the Tem- 
ples where Serapis and lfis were worfliigped^aa Image 
which prefled its Lips with its Finger* J*ra^%$, the 
Meaning of this was, that no one fliould.dare to fay 
thattrrcfe Gods had been Men formerly $ antttfeeLaws 
inflicted Death upon him that faid that Serapis was once 
a mortal Man.

into £?£#*, he became Serapis, or the greateft of all 
the Gods of Egypt. After the Death of Serapis, the 
Ox, that we mentioned a little before, fucceeded in his 
Place. b Pliny defcribes the Form and Quality of this 
Vx, thus : Ah Ox, fays he, in Egypt, is worfhipped as 
a God. They call him Jpis. He is. thus marked; there 
is a white Alining Spot upon his Right-fide, Horns 
Tike the Moon in its Increafe, and a Node under its 
Tongue, which they call Cantharis. His Body, c fays 
Herodotus, was all black: In his Forehead he had a 
tvbite, fquare, fhining Figure ; the Effigies of an Eagle 
in his j&<w£ ; and, befides that Cantharis in his Mouthy 
he had Hair of two Sorts in his Tail. But Pliny goes 
on : if fo lives beyond an appointed Period of Time, they 
drown him in the PrieJJs Fountain ; then the Priejls fhave 
their Heads, and mourn and lament, and feek another to 
fubftitute in bis Room, When they have found one, he is 
brought by the Priejis to Memphis. He hath two Chapels, 
which they caff Chambers, which are the Oracles of the 
People. In one of which be for it eh Good, in the other 11L 
He gives Anfwer in ^private, and takes Meat from them 
that confult Mm. He refufed Meat from the Hand of Ger- 
mamcus Caefar, who died not long after. He a£ts,for the 
tnojl party infecret : But when he pleafes to appear publick- 
ly % the Officers go before and clear the Way \ and a Flock of 
Boys attend him, finging Verfes to his Honour, Hefeems 
to under/land Things, and to expeSi Worfhip. Once a Year 
a Cow is Jhewn unto him, who hath her Marks (though 
different from his \) and this Cow is always both found and 
killed the fame Day. So far Pliny. To which /Elian 
adds, That the Cow that conceives Apis, conceives him not

HOSE Gcddtjps [whofe Images are fmall, 
and all painted in one Picture) are the 
Virtues ; by whofe Favour, not only the 
Dii Adfcriptitii, but all the other Gods 
befides, were advanced to Heaven, and 
honoured with the utmoft Veneration. 
You fee feme Vices amongft them (for they had Altars 
dedicated to them too) which, like Shades, encreafe 
the Luftre of the Virtues ; whofe Brightnefs is doubled 
by the Reflection of the Colours. To both of them 
there are adjoining fome Gods, either favouring or op- 
pofing them. I mall fay fomething briefly, accords 
wig to my Defign, of them.

the Manner he does to her. Yet the Temples that 
have been confecrated to her, and the Names which 
(he has had, are innumerable; the chief of them I 
will point out to yon. 

She was Ailed Aurea, or Regia Fortuna ; and c an 
Image of her fo ftiled was ufually kept in the Em- 
peror's Chamber, and when one dkd^ it was removed tat 
the Palace of his Succeflbr.
